I congratulate you that y r ou have assembled at a time when after 
long and dreary depression, business of every kind and chaiactei has 
revived; and at a time also, when we have such abundant cause to 
return our most heartfelt thanks to our Heavenly Father for the great 
and manifold blessings he has showered upon our favored land. Our 
granaries are filled to overflowing, our countless herds of cattle are seen 
upon a thousand hills, and the glad song of contentment resounds 
throughout our borders. The sunshine of peace sheds its cheering 
beams throughout the land, and the din of arms and stormy stiife is 
heard no more. Thanks be to God, our laws are respected and enfoiced, 
and we trust that sedition and tumult and mob law have passed away,, 
to be heard of no more forever.

The amount of the bonds due and unpaid, to-wit., six thousand three 
bundled and ninety four dollars, it is supposed will never be presented 
for payment, judging from the length of time they have been due, and 
from the additional fact that the interest ceased on them after maturity. 
Doubtless they have been lost or destroyed. 

It is my duty to call your attention to the fact, that the two hundred 
and thirty-five thousand six hundred and seventy-one dollars and sev¬ 
enty-two cents on deposit in the two banks in Frankfort, as part of the 
resources of the Sinking Fund, and which is bearing only three per 
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with the privilege of taking in lieu of them four per cent, bonds, which 
were then selling at a premium, which premium they would have been 
compelled to pay in order to secure them. The Commissioners after 
due consideration of the whole matter, sent their chairman my prede¬ 
cessor to the east to examine into the matter, and after he had made a 
full and complete report upon the subject, decided that their only power 
and authority was to accept Treasury notes of the United States in pay¬ 
ment of the bonds they held on deposit in the Bank of America in 
New York—the fiscal agent of the State-or take four per cent, bonds 
and pay a premium for the same. 

It now becomes your duty as guardians of the State’s interest under 
the act of March 19 th, 1873, to direct in what character of securities 
the proceeds of said 5-20 bonds shall be invested. I respectfully urge 
this matter upon your earliest and serious attention. Whilst the most 
of our outstanding bonds are bearing six per cent, interest, payable 
semi-annually, it does seem to me that our surplus means, if possible, 
ought to be invested in unquestionable securities bearing the same rate 
of interest. 

Thus it will be seen that our finances so far as our outstanding bonded 
indebtedness is concerned, are in as good condition as could be desired; 
but I regret to be compelled to state that so far as our financial condition 
in regard to the 

REVENUE PROPER 

is concerned, it is far otherwise, and demands your prompt and delib¬ 
erate consideration. 

The forthcoming Auditor’s Report will show that the whole amount 
collected and paid into the Treasury on account of the Revenue Proper,

This surplus in the Treasury was speedily consumed by the several 
charitable institutions of the State, which all will agree ought first to be 
paid in preference to any other class of claims. 

It cannot be forgotten that, on the 8 th day of August last, a short 
time before my advent into office, the Auditor was compelled to sus- 
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pend the drawing of warrants on the Treasury, for the reason that the 
Treasurer was not in funds to pay them. He had expected to resume 
the auditing of claims in a short time thereafter, hoping to realize on 
judgments obtained at the previous June term of the fiscal court of 
the State, as well as by the collections of sheriffs and others on account 
of the revenue of 1879 ; ' 3ut ln this it turns out that his hopes and ex¬ 
pectations were not fulfilled 

The Auditor’s Report, which will be laid before you in due time, 
will show that there was a surplus balance in the Treasury on the 10 th 
day of October last, the close of the fiscal year, of sixty-five thousand 
nine hundred and seventy-nine dollars and thirty-seven cents; but, 
unfortunately, this report is totally and utterly delusive in this, that at 
that very time, there was a large amount of outstanding and unaudited 
claims against the Treasury, aggregating a very large sum, not less than 
several hundred thousand dollars. It follows therefore, that this reported 
surplus is misleading, and calculated to make an impression which the 
real facts in the case do not at all justify or warrant. In other words, 
the outstanding and unpaid claims against the Commonwealth on the 
10 th day of October last, were greatly in excess of the amount then in 
the Treasury, and, consequently there was a deficit, and a very large 
one, instead of a surplus. 

The Auditor’s total estimated receipts for the fiscal year ending the 
loth of October, 1880 , from Revenue Proper, including this reported 
surplus, are $ 1 , 06 r ,937 65 . Estimated expenditures for the same pe¬ 
riod, $ 1 , 741 , 850 . Estimated deficit 10 th of October, 1880 , $ 679,912 35 . 

Thus I lay before you as full and as accurate a statement of the finan¬ 
cial condition of the Commonwealth as it is possible to do. 

You will readily comprehend that this is the most important question 
you will have to deal with during your deliberations, as upon its success¬ 
ful solution depends other matters of so much importance. The ques¬ 
tion naturally suggests itself, how a great people and a great State like 
ours got into such financial , straits and difficulties. A little reflection 
and consideration will easily solve the question propounded. 

In the first place, our people and our Legislatures seem to have been 
misled by the large amounts we have received from the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment on account of war claims, which should not have been consid¬ 
ered a permanent resource, and which are now nearly exhausted. In 
addition to this we have received, in the last eight years, large sums 
from the sale of bank and turnpike stocks, which have been expended 
as the necessities of the State required. 
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From February the 7 th, 1867 , inclusive, up to the present time, we 
have received from the Federal Government on account of war claims, 
two million two hundred and sixty-five thousand five hundred and forty- 
two dollars and ninety-two cents ; from the sale of Kentucky bank stock, 
eight hundred and ninety thousand thirty-six dollars and seventy cents; 
and from the sale of turnpike stock, twenty-three thousand three hun¬ 
dred and thirty-five dollars and twenty-two cents ; thus realizing, from 
these three sources alone, the aggregate sum of three millions one hun¬ 
dred and seventy-eight thousand nine hundred and fourteen dollars and 
eighty-four cents. If these vast amounts which flowed into the Treasury 
from these sources could have been continued, it would have been well, 
as was done some four years ago to have reduced taxation; but the 
golden eggs have been broken ; these resources have been exhausted, 
and this, with the shrinkage in values, inadequate valuation by assess¬ 
ors, and the reduction of twenty-five per cent, in the rate of taxation on 
the taxable property of the State for revenue proper, has reduced our 
resources and depleted the Treasury. The fact is, the present rate of 
taxation is not sufficient to pay the necessary expenses of the Common¬ 
wealth on the present valuation of property. 

Our State taxation is less than that of almost any State in the Union. 
It is only forty cents upon the hundred dollars, and twenty cents of this 
goes to the School Fund which I presume no one wishes to diminish, and 
five cents to the Sinking Fund, leaving only fifteen cents on the hundred 
dollars for the expenses of the State government. This amounts to but 
fifteen dollars upon ten thousand dollars’ worth of property. This is 
entirely inadequate to the wants of the State, though it practiced the 
most exact and rigid economy. 

Then, again, the increased expenses of the State are out of all pro¬ 
portion to its resources. My information is, that great frauds have been, 
and are still perpetrated on the Treasury under existing lav/s. The ex¬ 
penses in criminal prosecutions have increased to immense proportions 
in the last decade, and that, too, without any adequate cause. Frauds 
under the forms of law have robbed the Treasury of tens upon tens of 
thousands of dollars without any apparent remedy. Witness claims, 
the conveyance of prisoners from one county to another and to the 
State prison, trials at examining courts, the summoning of unnecessary 
witnesses for purposes of pay, ought to, and should be remedied by 
adequate legislation. 

Our able and efficient Auditor, who has so long, so faithfully, and so 
well discharged the duties of his office, has, again and again issued 
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circular letters and letters of instruction to prevent these shameful 
frauds ; but these frauds continue, and will continue until our laws are 
changed. 

In some counties the grand juries have felt it their duty to report 
against them, but all to no effect. 

To show what scandalous and villainous frauds are practiced in this 
regard, I give you the following extract from the report of the grand 
jury of Floyd county to Hon. J. E. Stewart, the Judge of its Crim¬ 
inal Court: 

“ We find that it is a custom among some of the justices and consta¬ 
bles to set on foot certain prosecutions for felonies in order to manu¬ 
facture claims against the State The mode aforesaid is about as fol¬ 
lows: An officer will get two men to engage in a friendly fight, in 
which a rock or some weapon will be used so as to make a scratch, 
causing slight blood or a wound. The party doing the injury is then 
hired to go out of the county, but on the way he leaves word where the 
officer may find him. The officer then goes with a guard or two—gen¬ 
erally two—-and makes the arrest, and gets pay for transporting the 
prisoner from one county to another, and generally consumes some 
days on the trip.” 

To secure economy, to suppress frauds, and as a matter also of proper 
retrenchment, I .recommend that no compensation be allowed to wit¬ 
nesses in any felony case before an examining court, or a court for final 
trial, except in cases where necessary witnesses are summoned from 
one county to another, and that no examining court be allowed more 
than two dollars in each case for its services. Surely every citizen should 
feel interest enough in the preservation of order, and the suppression of 
crime in his own neighborhood and county, to give his testimony with¬ 
out fee or reward to further the ends of justice almost under the shadow 
of his own domicile. 

I respectfully call your attention to the fact that great abuses are 
practiced, under existing laws providing compensation out of the pub¬ 
lic Treasury to pauper idiots. My information is, that inquests on file 
in the Auditor’s Office, show that quite a number of infants at the 
breast have been fastened as a charge on the State. This should not 
be. The law ought to be changed so as to prevent any child under ten 
ten years of age from drawing compensation out of the Treasury. 

I would also call your attention to the law allowing officers and 
guards compensation for conveying prisoners from one county to 
another, and to the penitentiary. My information is, that great frauds 
have been practiced upon the State, under the present laws on this 
subject, and I therefore recommend that hereafter no compensation 
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be allowed, except eight cents per mile for the officer in charge of the 
prisoner, and six cents per mile for the guard and prisoner This is 
substantially the law for conveying lunatics to our several asylums, with 
some discrimination in favor of officers conveying persons charged with 
crime, which has so far worked well. 

The matter of allowances for judges pro tent, and Commonwealth’s 
Attorneys pro tem. is also a matter for your consideration. The law 
as it now stands is unequal and unjust, and ought to be so changed as 
to fix the compensation to be paid at a fixed sum, say, ten dollars per 
day for judges pro tem ., and eight dollars per day for Commonwealth’s 
Attorneys pro tem. This would be more equal and just, and at the 
same time be a great saving to the Commonwealth 

Another matter suggested to my mind, and which I suggest to your 
consideration, is, have we not too many su£ernumary courts—courts 
which the public welfare do not demand? I he large decrease in liti¬ 
gation, as the official records show, in one way or another, has sug¬ 
gested that we have a number of courts which we could dispense with 
without injury to the public. We have now seventeen circuit districts 
and as many judges, and fifteen common pleas, criminal, and chancery 
judges in addition. 

The question I submit to your consideration is, could not all these 
comman pleas, criminal, and chancery courts be abolished, with the 
exception of three or four, without any detriment to the public wel¬ 
fare? It occurs to me they could, and this would save the Common¬ 
wealth from thirty to fifty thousand dollars per annum 

Lastly, it appears to me that some retrenchment might be made in 
the reduction of the expenses of our charitable institutions, especially 
in the case of lunatic asylums. The present compensation allowed these 
institutions is based on the prices of the war, and I am satisfied that a 
reduction of ten per cent, on the present appropriations will be amply 
sufficient for all needful purposes. The expenses of these asylums ex¬ 
ceed considerably the sum of two hundred thousand dollars per annum. 

As a corollary to the foregoing suggestions, and as an addition 
thereto, I respectfully recommend— 

First. Such amendments to existing laws as will secure a just, equal, 
and uniform valuation of the taxable property of the State. 

Second. The restoration of five cents on each one hundred dollars of 
the taxable property of the Commonwealth. In other words, to make 
the taxes what they were four years ago. 
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Third. That the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund be authorized 
to issue the bonds of the State, bearing six per cent, per annum, paya¬ 
ble semi-annually, for an amount not exceeding five hundred thousand 
dollars, payable in five years, and redeemable at the pleasure of the 
Commissioners at the end of one year: these bonds however, not to 
be issued except as necessity may require. 

I am satisfied that such amendments to existing laws as I have thus 
indicated, will prevent future difficulties in our financial affairs, provided 
sheriffs and other collecting officers be required under heavy penalties 
to pay into the Treasury the public dues within the time prescribed by 
law. 

PENITENTIARY. 

A Kentuckian myself, native to the manor born, I almost feel the 
blush of shame when I think of the accumulated horrors to be witnessed 
in our State prison. I regard our present penitentiary as a stigma upon 
the fair name of the Commonwealth; but I confidently trust and believe 
that the enlightened wisdom and humanity of the members of the pres¬ 
ent Legislature will devise ways and means to rid us, at no distant day, 
of our present wretched and degrading penal system, and establish 
something in its place in accordance with the growing enlightenment 
of the age. 

Although I have granted many pardons, the convicts in the peniten¬ 
tiary now number nine hundred and fifty-three; and when I first came 
into the Executive Office they numbered nine hundred and sixty-nine, 
with but seven hundred and eighty cells for their reception In other 
words, there were one hundred and eighty-nine more prisoners than 
cells. 

This terrible state of affairs required as a necessity, that three hun¬ 
dred and seventy-eight of these wretched men should be thrust and 
immured two in a cell, although these cells were but three feet nine and 
a half inches wide, six feet three and a half inches high, and six feet 
eight inches long. These small, dark, ill-ventilated cells did not even 
contain sufficient air to support one man, and the death record gives us 
abundant proof of this fact. From the first of January last, up to the 
present time, there have died seventy-four. This is a fearful mortality. 

To show the terrible torments some of these convicts must endure, 
we quote from the testimony of Dr. William Rodman, an eminent phy¬ 
sician of Frankfort, upon this subject. In a suit of the State against 
Jerry South the present Lessee of the penitentiary to recover money 
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due the State, the defendant South introduced as a witness Dr. Rod- 
man, who, being duly sworn testified as follows: “That he had been 
a physician to the penitentiary for about eight years, and is well ac¬ 
quainted with the cell-houses and work-shops. The cell-houses have 
been as bad as they well could be. Each man ought to have in his cell 
eight hundred and forty feet of air; they get there one hundred and 
seventy feet to two men. This has affected the health of the men in 
the prison, and very materially their working capacity.” 

The Black Hole of Calcutta, so abhorred in history, was not much 
worse than this. Only think of it: two human beings crammed together 
in these dark unwholesome little dens. To what beastliness may it not 
lead ; yes, to what beastliness has it not already led ! Ask those who 
have kept your prison and they will tell you; but shuddering delicacy 
will turn away and avert its head at the disgusting recital. The revela¬ 
tions would remind you of Sodom and Gomorrah. Let not such things 
be even under the very shadow of our Capitol. Remember, our Consti¬ 
tution says, cruel punishments shall not be inflicted. If this is not 
cruel, the English language has lost all meaning. 

The object of all punishment should be the prevention of crime and 
the reformation of the offender; but our great prison degrades and 
brutalizes, and is a nursery of crime—indeed, as has been well and 
truthfully said, it is the great college and university of crime. We 
boast of being a Christian people, and it is surely the duty of every 
Christian man and woman to do their utmost to remedy this great 
wrong. 

It may be asked, how is this to be done? The true and manly 
answer is, change our present barbarous plan, and abolish every vestige 
of the leasing system forever and for all time, as soon as our present 
contract will allow. Let us commence however at once, as far as we 
can, to cast off this mighty incubus and terrible evil. 

I most heartily recommend that you make the necessary appropria¬ 
tions to build another penitentiary remote from this, and that there you 
adopt the Warden system. Have control over your own convicts ; see 
that they are properly clothed and fed ; see that they have religious 
instruction; that they are kindly treated, and that there is due effort 
made for their reformation. A man may be reclaimed from his evil 
jyays by sympathy and kindness, and interest manifested in his behalf. 
These things move his heart; whilst, on the contrary, the lash and 
cruelty but add to his obduracy.

The great prison reformers of the world, men who have devoted their 
lives to the study of this subject, such illustrious men as the lamented 
Wines and others, are of opinion that no prison should contain at the 
utmost, more than five or six hundred men. This is the judgment of 
the Warden of the New York Sing Sing State prison, and the Commis¬ 
sioners of the Prison Association of New York, appointed to examine 
the prisons of the United States, in their report to the Legislature use 
the following language: “ In our judgment, three hundred prisoners are 
enough to form the population of a single prison, and in no case would 
we have the number exceed five or six hundred.” The Committee on 
Prison Discipline of the National Prison Reform Congress for 1874 say: 
"It is less important that prisons should be well built than that they 
should not contain too many convicts. The worse built prison with 
one or two hundred prisoners, promises better for their discipline than 
the best built with one thousand convicts.” 

It may be objected to this, that several prisons would cost the State 
too much. We think this however a great mistake and will endeavor 
to elucidate it by example. We learn, from the report of E. C. Wines 
and Theodore W. Dwight on Prisons in the United States and Canada, 
that the cost of the Connecticut State Prison, including grounds, with 
its two hundred and fifty cells, was only about forty-two thousand dol¬ 
lars, They say: “The prison is of hewn stone, well built, substantial, 
secure, and far from disagreeable to the eye, while the grounds are much 
more extensive in proportion to the number of prisoners, and incom¬ 
parably more ornamental and attractive, than those of the Illinois prison 
are or can ever be made.” The Illinois prison, they further state, cost 
about one million of dollars, with nine hundred cells. 

I ms is surely a strong argument in favor of small prisons, and Messrs. 
Wines & Dwight, in their great report, page 268, further say: “The 
State prison of Connecticut, during the forty years of its existence at 
Wethersfield, has been more than self-supporting with the exception of 
three years. The exception occurred during the progress of the late 
civil war. They further state, that during the first twenty years of its 
xistence it realized a profit of about one hundred thousand dollars. 
The State of Connecticut controls this institution through its own war¬ 
den and inspectors, and what a contrast does it not present to our sys¬ 
tem under the leasing plan! We learn from an admirable publication 
y Judge Lysander Hord, one of the present members of our Legisla- 
tuie, that the expenditures by our State upon our penitentiary, from the 
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first of March, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, to the first ot March,, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one, a period of but eight years, was two 
hundred and twenty-seven thousand nine hundred and forty-five dollars 
and five cents over and above the rents; and we doubt not the State will 
continue to be a loser as long as the leasing system is persevered in. 

We, however, oppose this vicious system upon higher grounds than 
those of mere dollars and cents. We oppose and condemn it because 
we believe it to be cruel and inhuman, and contrary to every principle of 
Christianity and sound policy, and we are glad that nearly eveiy State in 
the Union has abandoned it as a relic of a barbarous age. 

The Commissioners of the Prison Association of New York some 
years ago visited Frankfort, and in their report upon the prisons of the 
United States and Canada, speak thus of ours: “Every effort of chap¬ 
lains or inspectors to improve the morals of the convicts, which will 
demand a moment of their time, is regarded with disfavor, and tram¬ 
meled by the Lessee in all conceivable ways. Food and clothing are 
brought down to the minimum point. The strength of the convicts is 
tasked beyond all reason or endurance. The property of the State is 
either abused or suffered to go to ruin. Convicts are regarded as so 
many machines or slaves, and are valued and cared for only for the work 
they are able to do. The idea of reforming them is ignored, and all the 
higher ends of penal discipline are held in abeyance.’’ In another part 
of this report it is stated, that, in the earlier history of the penitentiary 
system of the United States, it was a common practice to intrust to 
subordinate officers the power of administering punishments to convicts; 
but the Commissioners go on to say: “We are happy to be able to 
state, that, so far as we know in all the prisons in the United States and 
Canada, with a single exception, this power has been taken away from 
the under officers, the exception being in the State penitentiary of Ken¬ 
tucky.” 

It is not pleasant to read such publications, written by such eminent 
philanthropists as Wines and Dwight; but if they be true, let us go to 
work like honest men and correct them. Let not humanity plead in 
vain, and cruelty walk forth like a conqueror, because we dare not 
appropriate a little money to enable us in time, to blot out this leprous 
spot upon the body-politic. 

I do not believe that any penitentiary should contain more than three 
hundred convicts, and I believe three hundred thousand dollars would 
build three such as they have in Connecticut and furnish them with 
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ample machinery. Suppose we had one such at Newport or Covington, 
one at Bowling Green, and one at either Owensboro, Henderson, or 
Paducah, of what inestimable advantage would they not be to us? The 
young boy culprit might then be separated from the old and hardened 
offender, and those who slew their fellows in sudden heat and passion, 
from cold-blooded and deliberate assassins. It is sad indeed to see mere 
boys huddled with murderers and others reeking and steeped in crime. 
The agent of the Michigan State prison, in his report to the inspectors, 
says: “In my opinion, many terrible mistakes are made in placing mere 
boys in the uncongenial atmosphere in which we behold them here.” 
It often touches the heart of older prisoners, and they exclaim : “ It’s an 
awful shame. He shouldn’t have come here.” The agent impressed 
with the sadness of such a scene, goes on to say: “ I sometimes fear, 
and yet dare not trust myself with the belief, that all the good we can 
do in a place like this, is not enough to balance the mischief we do to 
young offenders.” 

I know there are men who think that every prison should be a hell; 
that all who enter there should leave all hope behind; and they believe 
not in any reformation. It was not so with the Saviour of the world. 
When he found mankind violating, and in rebellion against his laws, he 
came to win them back by kindness and hope of future great reward. 
His mission was not of vengeance, but of forgiveness upon reformation 
and repentance. We are not wiser than God. He needed no forgive¬ 
ness, and yet he forgave. Who among us has not been guilty of some 
crime? None, no not one. 

That great and illustrious man, and what is still higher praise, that 
good and Christian gentleman, Governor Horatio Seymour, of New 
York, in speaking upon this subject, has spoken as follows: “Prisoners 
are men like ourselves; and if we would learn the dangers which lurk 
in our pathways, we must learn how they stumbled and fell. I do not 
doubt but some men are more prone to vice than others; but, after 
listening to thousands of prayers for pardon, I can hardly recall a case 
where I do not feel that I might have fallen as my fellow-man has done, 
if I had been subjected to the same demoralizing influences, and pressed 
by the same temptations. I repeat here what I have said on other 
occasions, that after a long experience with men in all conditions of 
life, after having felt as much as most men the harsh injustice springing 
from the strife and passions of the world, I have constantly learned to 
think more kindly of the hearts of men, and to think less of their heads. 
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We love to think that the inmates of ceils are unlike ourselves. We 
would like to disown our common humanity with the downcast and 
depraved. We are apt to thank God we are not like other men ; but 
with closer study and deeper thought, we find they are ourselves under 
different circumstances. And the circumstances that made them what 
they are abound in our civilization, and may at any time make others 
fall who do not dream of danger.” 

These noble words were uttered by a gentleman and a statesman, the 
peer of any in the land. There may be some who think perchance, 
they could not have fallen as he confesses he might have fallen ; but no 
man can tell this until the hour of trial and temptation comes. One of 
your children, perhaps your brother, honest and noble though he be, 
may, in a moment of sudden passion slay his fellow-man. He may 
repent in sackcloth and ashes, and mourn the fatal act as sincerely as 
David did his crime and sin; but yet his portion is our penitentiary. 
Punish him, but do not degrade him forever. Let him not be at the 
mercy of your Lessee, or, it may be, his subordinates. Appoint your 
own inspectors with full and ample powers as is done in nearly every 
prison of the world, and let them regulate all prison discipline. Let 
our prisoners have an abundance of fresh air to breathe: it is not a costly 
article. Let us not cram two in a cell not large enough for one, not 
even half as large as those in the State of Ohio, and let them not be 
covered over with dirt and slime; for, as has been well said by John 
Morris, the agent of the Michigan State Prison: “ Strict attention to 
cleanliness and wholesome diet have largely to do in softening and civil 
izing hard and unyielding men. It is useless to talk to bad men, to 
preach to them, or to sing to them, while they are in the dirt.” 

The latest and most distinguished writers upon prison reform concur 
in the opinion, that what is known as the Irish system does more for the 
prevention of crime and the reformation of the convict than any other 
ever yet devised. 

Messrs. Wines and Dwight, in their report to the New York Legisla¬ 
ture, describe it as follows: “In one word, it may be defined as an adult 
reformatory, where the object is to teach and train the prisoner in such 
a manner that, on his discharge he may be able to resist temptation and 
inclined to lead an upright and worthy life. This is done by placing the 
prisoner’s fate as far as possible in his own hands, by enabling him, 
through industry and good conduct, to raise himself, step by step, to a 
position of less restraint; while idleness and bad conduct on the other 
hand, keep him in a state of coercion and restraint.” Every thing in 
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this system depends upon the prisoner's own conduct; and there are 
four distinct stages in his progress. The first is severely penal, and is 
solitary confinement to hard labor; but if his conduct is good, he is 
advanced to the second stage, which is less severe. If his conduct con¬ 
tinues good and satisfactory, he is advanced to a higher stage, where his 
punishment is but slightly penal; and if he still continues to go on im¬ 
proving and advancing, his punishment loses all penal aspect; but he 
remains for a time under police supervision. His advancement and 
lighter punishment rest wholly upon his amendment; and even the dura¬ 
tion of his imprisonment, to a great degree, is lessened or extended by 
his self-reformation. In the second stage he is employed on public 
works, but has religious training, has instruction in secular knowledge, 
and lectures and lessons, from those competent and trained to teach 
him in those things of which he stands most in need. As he goes on 
advancing step by step, his privileges are enlarged ; he is taught mechan¬ 
ical or farm latror, and his earnings are increased and placed to his 
credit. 

The success of this system has been remarkable; so much so, that 
recommendations of good conduct from the officers of the prison readily 
insure employment to discharged convicts. The most of them come 
forth reformed men ; and the Commissioners in their report say: “The 
difficulty is no longer for released prisoners to obtain employment, but 
for the employers to obtain the prisoners whom they, want, the demand 
for their services being in the advance of the supply.’’ The Commis¬ 
sioners go on to say: “The fundamental principle, the war.p and woof 
of the whole, its very sum and essence, is hope—hope born and nour¬ 
ished of rewards earned by good conduct, and given only to the de¬ 
serving ; rewards manifold in their character, and operating as a constant 
force, from the time when the prisoner enters his solitary cell at Mount- 
joy, till he walks forth a free man, redeemed, regenerated, and disen¬ 
thralled.’’ 

I wish I could, without lengthening this message too far, explain in 
full detail this Irish system, so totally different from ours. I can but 
merely give the outline, in the fervent hope of directing your attention 
to this most important subject. England, as well as other countries, 
are following the lead of Ireland in this great work of reformation. 
The prison at Mettray, France, established, for young offenders, is based 
upon similar principles, and is described by able writers as a master¬ 
piece of human genius and benevolence. This institution has been in 
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existence for fortv years; and the Government returns for 1847, kept 
in France with minuteness and accuracy, give a little over ninety four 
per cent, as reformed of the number liberated from Mettray since its 
commencement. This is indeed, a glorious showing of what may be 
done in the way of reformation; and one of the ablest prison reformers 
of modern times, Matthew Davenport Hill, after visiting it and behold' 
ing the grand results of the system, said: “No Mohammedan believes [ 
more devoutly in the efficacy of a pilgrimage to Mecca than I do in one 
to Mettray.” 

The Irish system obtains even in Australia; and Mr. George O. Dun¬ 
can, the head of the penal department at Victoria, in his successful ad¬ 
ministration of it has demonstrated most successfully both the utility 
and soundness of its principles. This system, I regret to say, is the 
very reverse of ours. Hope, as has been said, is the warp and the woof 
of the one, whilst despair, brutality, and degradation arg the beginning 
and end of the other. 

To show what kindness will effect, we mention the fact that a poor 
Swede, who worked as an engineer on a steamer, was so impressed with 
the good works of John Ashworth, a prison reformer, that he devoted 
his life to visiting prisoners in jails, and finding work for them after their 
discharge. To give shelter and occupation to those who failed to get 
employment, he resolved to found a little home, which he did by the 
help of other philanthropists. 

As time rolled on, a second home became necessary, which was also 
built. These homes are in different parts of Stockholm, and are managed 
by himself. He employs the men in gardening and wood-chopping, and 
his name is known all over Sweden as a benefactor to his race. Letters 
reach him from convicts in distant prisons who are anxious to lead a 
new life, imploring him to receive them, that they, too, may engage in 
honest labor. He is known throughout Sweden, and is respected alike 
by prince and peasant. 

The Queen of Sweden has also established a similar home, that she 
may assist female discharged convicts, and encourage them to lead a 
better life. 

I trust no effort will ever be made to enlarge our present State prison. 
In the first place, it was built in a swamp; and why such a place was ever 
selected will be difficult for human ingenuity to imagine. To show ho* 
unhealthy it has ever been, we find in Sneed’s History of the Penitentiary, 
page 81. that as early as December, 1815, Anderson Miller the Keeper 
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in his report to the Legislature, says: “ Not one of the convicts during 
the summer escaped a spell of sickness.” 

In this same work of Mr. Sneed’s, page 88, we find that a comittee of 
the Senate and House, in 1817, consisting of such men as j. J. Marshall 
and R. Rudd, in their report say: “ The present place seems to be badly 
selected, the grounds being low, wet, unhealthy, and not calculated to 
carry off the filth.” 

If we can judge from what has recently transpired in the prison, and 
look at the long list of dead men who have died there in the last year, 
it would seem that it is the same plague-spot it was in former years. 
Let us have no more mammoth penitentiaries. 

I recommend that a physician should be employed and paid by the 
State, and paid a sum that will enable him to give full and ample time 
to the sick and suffering within the walls of the prison. He should be 
an officer of the State, responsible to the State, and be entirely inde¬ 
pendent, and not an appointee, of the Lessee. 

Before concluding this subject I will remark, that in the State of Ohio 
the amount stolen must amount to thirty-five dollars to constitute grand 
larceny, and I recommend that a law to the same effect be enacted here. 

I think it would be sound policy to commit the less offenders to the 
count)' jails, the county work-houses, or some reformatory institution. 

In making the remarks.I have upon our present penitentiary, I wish 
it understood that I intend no reflections upon our present Lessee, Mr. 
Jerry South. When he look charge of the prison the Lessee system had 
been long established. Such as the penitentiary is now, he found it 
upon his entrance into office. For him I have none other than kindly 
leelings, and I denounce, not the man, but the barbarous system now 
in force under the sanction of the laws of this Commonwealth. 

We are all jealous of our personal honor, and are ready to vindicate 
it at any cost, and as representatives, we should be no less jealous of 
the honor of the State Let us, therefore, abandon a policy which is 
based on abasement and cruelty, and whose only marks are degradation 
from the moment the wretched convict dons his striped zebra suit, until 
he emerges from the prison with hope forever blasted, and manhood for¬ 
ever crushed. 

IMPROVEMENT OF RIVERS. 

Before the adoption of the present Constitution the State expended 
large sums of money on the improvement, by slack-water, of the Ken- 
tuck)', Green, and Barren rivers. These improvements greatly enhanced 
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the value of lands bordering on or near them, thereby not only benefit¬ 
ing the whole Commonwealth, but also affording safe and cheap trails- | 
portation to the products of so large a portion of our people. 

The State subsequently leased the improvements on the Kentucky 
river to a company in whose hands they were fast going to ruin; so 
much so that, for some years, they have become useless for all purposes ' 
of navigation. The improvements on the Green and Barren rivers were 
also leased to a company; but it gives us pleasure to say that we learn 
that they are kept in good repair, and afford good transportation to the i 
people of that section of the State. 

The Kentucky River Company having failed to comply with its con¬ 
tract, the State has again fortunately obtained full possession and con¬ 
trol of the improvements on that river. My immediate predecessor, 
Gov. McCreary, in his message to the Legislature, called its attention 
to the condition of these locks and dams, and urged the *necessity of 
appropriations for their repair. His recommendation however, was of 
no effect, and these locks and dams are now fast going to ruin and 
decay. The State having refused all aid, an appeal as the last resort, 
was made to Congress, and that body, at its last regular session appro¬ 
priated one hundred thousand dollars for these improvements. 

Under the laws of the United States, enacted at an early period of 
our history, the Federal Government cannot become possessed of any 
land within a State, for the purpose of erecting thereon any public 
buildings, without the consent of its Legislature. This one hundred 
thousand dollars cannot, therefore, be used for the improvement of the 
Kentucky river until the Legislature gives its consent to the acquisition 
by the United States of the land necessary for the construction of the 
proper works. 

I should have preferred that the State should have accomplished this 
great improvement; but, as it has steadily refused to do so, I have no 
hesitation in recommending the passage, by the Legislature, of a gen¬ 
eral act, giving the necessary consent, so as to enable our people not 
only to get the benefit of the present appropriation, but also the benefit 
of any further appropriations that Congress may make to this or any 
other rivers within or bordering on our State. 

Congress has exercised the power from an early period of our his¬ 
tory, to make appropriations for the harbors on the sea and lake coasts, 
as also for the navigable rivers of the country throughout the Union, 
and we presume that whatever may have been or may be our opinions, 
this is now the settled policy, and these appropriations will continue 
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annually to be made, whether we oppose them or not. Under these 
circumstances it becomes us to act as sensible men, and to get our 
share of those benefits to which we are justly entitled. 

Kentucky contributes annually from seven to ten millions of dollars 
to the revenue of the General Government by taxes on our products, 
which revenue goes into the general fund, and is expended for the gen¬ 
eral benefit, much of it going to the improvement of the harbors and 
rivers of other States. Under these circumstances, surely no one can 
deem it unreasonable, or even unconstitutional, that we should avail 
ourselves of the benefit of funds to which we have so largely contrib¬ 
uted. 

The hills and mountains upon the head waters of the Kentucky river 
are covered with heavy forests of most valuable timbers, and filled with 
inexhaustible mines of coal and iron, not surpassed by those of any in 
the world. Indeed, one of the first geologists of the age, Professor 
Shaler, has said that more cannel coal in one continuous strata, could 
be found in this region than had, as yet, been found in any other por¬ 
tion of the globe. Let us then not throw a straw in the way of the 
development of the hidden treasures of this portion of Kentucky. Let 
its inhabitants have an easy and safe outlet to the markets of the world. 
If we have been deaf to their appeals, and failed to make these improve¬ 
ments, which they so much desire, let us at least permit Congress to do 
a work of such vast importance to the people of so large a portion of 
our Commonwealth, and which will redound so much to the benefit of 
all. I therefore most earnestly recommend that the Legislature will 
give its consent, as other States have done in like cases, so as to enable 
our people to receive the benefit of these appropriations. I trust it will 
be done. 

EDUCATION. 

Your attention is invited to the able and voluminous report of the 
late Superintendent of Public Instruction for the school-year ending 
June 30th, 1879. It exhibits not only the condition of the Common 
Schools at that period, but, also, the workings of the Common School 
system during the administration of its author. 

It is needless to discuss the intimate relation that exists between the 
Common Schools and the Commonwealth. As a measure of self-inter¬ 
est and of self-protection, the State has properly undertaken the educa¬ 
tion of her children, and with the fostering affection of a true mother, 
she embraces them all in her healthful and life-giving arms, exhibiting 
s .-4 
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no partiality or prejudice.* Every child of pupil age is duly enrolled in 
the census, and enjoys the privilege of the per capita. Thus, all have 
equal rights and equal privileges accorded by the letter and the spirit of 
our Democratic government. 

The White School Fund.-" The School Fund shall consist of the fund 
dedicated by the Constitution and laws of this Commonwealth for the 
purpose of sustaining a system of Common Schools therein. 

The actual character and condition of this foundation for the support 
of the white Common Schools of the State, may be readily seen and 
understood by reference to the Report of the Auditor of Public 
Accounts. It may be necessary, during your present session, to recite 
the history of the School Fund—its origin,! ts development, and its 
present condition. I invite your attention to the subject, and leave the 

disposition of the whole matter to your wisdom. 

The pro rata for the current school year deserves special attention. 
It is treated at length in the report of the Superintendent. 

The per caput is rated at one dollar and twenty-five cents, but accu¬ 
rately, it is one dollar and twenty-two cents, based on the Auditor’s 
“statement of moneys which may be expected to be paid into the 
Treasury during the year ending June 30th, 1880, subject to the order 
of the Superintendent of Public Instruction.” 

The per caput for the last school year ending June 30th, 1879, was one 
dollar and sixty cents, and the decrease for the current year—thirty- 
eight cents—may be attributed, partly, to the decline in the value of 
taxable property throughout the State, while the regular increase of 
children arriving at pupil age has been maintained. 

Hozv to Supplement the Per Caput— In our present financial condition, 
it would be inexpedient to propose additional taxation on the State at 
large, for the purpose of increasing the School Fund; but we have a 
wise provision in the system of local taxation, whereby any school dis¬ 
trict may supplement its apportionment of the public fund by the volun¬ 
tary act of its legal voters. This method is really necessary to the 
prosperity of our Common Schools, and should, commend itself to all 
v.'ho enjoy the right of suffrage under the Common School law. As 
patriotic citizens, they should be just to themselves and generous to 
those who require aid in the education of their children. 

Normal Schools .—We must secure a better class of teachers for our 
Common Schools. In order to do this, we must elevate the standard 
of scholarship required of them, which is now lamentably low, and we 
must encourage, at the earliest practicable period, the establishment 
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of effective Normal Schools, under State patronage and State control. 
The Normal Institutions at Carlisle and Farmdale, the result of private 
enterprise, deserve honorable mention, and although conducted by able 
and energetic men, are really languishing for want of proper support. 
Several counties are making creditable efforts to supply their local needs 
in this direction , but the State must, in due season, take the matter in 
hand. 

Teachers’ Institutes, under compulsory law, have more than quad 
rupled within the last eight years. They are increasing, both in interest 
and influence, and should be made still more effective by being made 
thoroughly practical. An Institute should be held in every county every 
year, and for not less than six days. Though feeble substitutes for 
propei Normal Schools, they can be made a positive power in our 
Common School System. 

The Agricultural and Mechanical College .—In the reorganization and 
final location of this Institution, we must aim to adhere to its original 
plan and purpose, which was, in the language of the act establishing it, 
designed “to promote the liberal and practical education of the indus¬ 
trial classes in the several pursuits and • professions of life.” We must 
make it, emphatically, the People's College, a representative Institution in 
its highest and truest sense. It is our only State College, and should be 
worthy of our Commonwealth. By law, it is required to furnish free 
tuition to “ three pupils for each representative district.” As it derives 
its regular income from the State, it should be made a part of our fcom- 
mon School System; and instead of the indiscriminate appointment of 
the “State students,” as at present, I recommend that competitive ex¬ 
aminations be instituted in each representative district for the honor of 
being enrolled as State students. We shall thus procure some of the 
most promising material that the State can furnish. 

Whilst I do not believe in the cultivation of an extreme military spirit 
on the part of collegians, yet I confidently recommend the restoration 
of the legitimate military feature of the College, which prevailed in its 
earlier and better days. It can be made subservient to health and clean¬ 
liness, and to a proper discipline both of body and mind. This specially 
commends itself, in view of the fact that the United States Government 
continues to furnish the College with an accomplished officer of the Reg¬ 
ular Army, as a Professor of Military Tactics.* 

Common Schools for Colored Children .—The act approved February 
2 3 d. 1874, for the foundation of the Colored School Fund, by devoting 
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the entire revenue, general and specific, derived rom the taxes on the 
property of our colored fellow-citizens, has had the happiest effect 
giving rise to a system of -'Common Schools for the Colored Ch.ldren 
of this Commonwealth.” Not one dollar of revenue from this source 
goes even to the support of the State Government, although the colored 
people are beneficiaries of it in ‘'the enjoyment of the rights of life, 
liberty, and property.” 

By this liberal provision, seven hundred and seventy-three colored 
schools are already fostered in this State, and great confidence and 
encouragement are, thereby, given to the freedmen and their ch.ldren. 
By reference to the Report, it will be seen that the colored people 
are increasing in wealth. The per caput for the year ending June 30th, 
1880, is forty-eight cents, a decrease of only two cents of the per caput 
of 1879, notwithstanding the increase of their pupil children. 

The great difficulty under which the colored system now labors, is 
the want of good teachers generally. The flourishing College at Berea, 
Madison county, has a normal department, but it is not available to 
most of the teachers who are anxious to improve themselves. This 
matter will, I trust, invite your attention. 

Our Present Duty .—In an educational point of view, the great and 
growing interests of the State must be fully and effectually met. We 
must not be, in any measure or manner, behind the advancing civiliza¬ 
tion of the age. We owe a great and sovereign duty to ourselves and 
to posterity. Upon Kentucky rests a great responsibility. Central 10 
her position, rich in her soil, her minerals, and her men. with a prcstip 
unsurpassed by that of any of the older States of the Union, shall we 
not adopt those measures and employ those means which are absolute}' 
necessary to make Kentucky a true factor in the republic and in the 
world? In order to this, it must be kept constantly in view that educa¬ 
tion forms and fashions the character of a State, because it forms and 
fashions the character of the men and women who constitute the State 
Education is a great preventive of crimes that imperil the peace an 
retard the progress of civilization. We are finding out that it is cheaper 
to pay for the education of the child than for the ignorance and rascality 
of the man. It follows that our Common School system is the great 
power that underlies our Commonwealth. We must, therefore, aim- to 
perfect an educational system that will place within the reach of every 
child in the State, a plain, practical education. To you, gentlemen, « 
co-operation with the Superintendent of Public Instruction and the State 
Board of Education, I confidently commit, in the name of the people® 
the Commonwealth, this important and responsible work. 
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STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Two years ago a bill was passed establishing a State Board of Health, 
which had been so long and so much needed in this Commonwealth. 
The Board was at once organized, and its members entered upon the 
discharge of their duties; but the meager appropriation was too incon¬ 
siderable to accomplish any very material good. Our State had been 
so long exempt from the scourge of epidemic disease, that many be¬ 
lieved that there must be some hidden and incomprehensible cause 
which gave us immunity against it. In fact, so eager were our citizens 
in their pursuit of wealth and the comforts of life, that they seemed to 
lose sight of that most important matter, the health and lives of the 
people. The nations of Europe have given the greatest attention to this 
subject, and have appropriated money with a liberal hand to prevent the 
spread among them of the epidemic scourges of other climes; but our 
governments both State and Federal, seemed to have been oblivious of 
the dangers which may befall us. 

In 1873 and 1878, ships from Africa and elsewhere brought to our 
shores that deadly pestilence which walketh in darkness and slayeth at 
noonday. Though warned both by the press and telegram that this 
African scourge was slowly but surely approaching, still we heeded not 
the warnings until many of the noblest of the land were laid in untimely 
graves. 

The President of the Board wrote to the Governor asking his co-op¬ 
eration in establishing quarantine upon our Southern borders to stop 
this deadly plague; but in the absence of all law enabling him to act, he 
was powerless to help. 

Had there been a law upon your statute book authorizing him to use 
some four or five thousand dollars of the money of the State, in estab¬ 
lishing proper quarantine on the Mississippi river below Hickman, and 
the railroads leading from the infected districts into our State, husndred 
of lives and tens of thousands of dollars would have been saved. When 
a portion of your citizens had been struck by this giant of death, and 
their piteous cries for help were heard throughout the land, the good, 
the noble, and charitable sent forth their treasures with unstinted hand 
to succor and to save. 

The Governor could do nothing but give from his private purse, 
which he did liberally. His power ended here, having no official author¬ 
ity to do more. 

The observation of all for the past two years has aroused Federal and 
State authorities to a realization of the now admitted fact, that this 
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African anaconda, under the stimulating influence of heat, can move on 
and encircle in its deadly coil its victims, regardless of latitude, altitude, 
or local causes. I would recommend to your most serious attention 
this subject, and hope in your wisdom you will consider it your duty 
to foster and sustain this Board'of Health, by making such appropria¬ 
tion as will enable them to adopt and enforce such sanitary measures, 
as shall protect the lives of our citizens. Life is more to be prized than 
wealth or property. When wealth is lost it may be regained ; but in 
death all is lost forever. The humble tiller of the soil, however limited 
his possessions or small the harvests he may garner, is a benefactor to 
his race and country, and when he dies the State loses a portion of its 
wealth, as all wealth comes from the soil. 

THE DEAD FHYSICIANS OF HICKMAN. 

I would call the attention of your honorable body to the propriety 
of erecting a suitable monument on the bluff, in the- town of Hickman, 
to perpetuate the memory of the eight physicians, namely: Doctors 
Alexander, Farrish, Catlet, Cook, Corbett, Blanton, and the two 
Prathers, martyrs to the calls of humanity and the dictates of profes¬ 
sional duty. Let our proud old Commonwealth show that she holds 
in grateful remembrance, the names of those who have sacrificed life 
itself that they might save others. We have sent our sons to distant 
fields; but when they have fallen in the contest of battle, we have 
brought them baek to Kentucky soil, and, within sight of our Capitol, 
their ashes rest beneath monuments which bespeak the glory of the 
past. Sweet flowers, as it should be, bedeck their honored graves, for 
they fell as heroes fall; but so also did those noble physicians who fell 
at Hickman. Long did they battle with the dread hydra of disease. | 
Through rain and sunshine, through sweltering heat and damps of 
night, without fee or reward, they struggled fearlessly and bravely on, 
until they, too, at last fell before the scythe of that fell African destroyer. 

Let us honor the memory of such noble and unselfish men, that their 
names may pass down through the lapse of centuries to the latest 
generations. 

CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS. 

I am gratified to be able to announce to you that the charitable 
institutions founded by the liberality of the Commonwealth, and which 
have conferred such blessings upon the afflicted of the State, are in 
the most satisfactory condition. 
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The three asylums designed for the insane are however, over¬ 
crowded, because of various counties thrusting into them a class of 
harmless incurable epileptics and idiots, who should never be per¬ 
mitted to enter asylums provided for lunatics. Many of this class of 
unfortunates are entirely harmless and quite rational, except when in 
epileptic convulsions, which occur at intervals of weeks or more, and 
last but a few hours. In almost every instance they could be better^ 
and far more economically cared for in their respective homes or 
counties. Their assignment to lunatic asylums subjects them to the 
possible violence of raving maniacs. 

The Blind Asylum at Louisville, the Deaf and Dumb Asylum at 
Danville, and the Feeble-minded Institute at Frankfort, under the 
tender and efficient care of their respective Superintendents, Presidents, 
and Boards of Commissioners are in perfect condition, and have accom¬ 
plished more and conferred greater benefits than their most sanguine 
friends and projectors ever anticipated. To these institutions every 
Kentuckian may point with pride; they are the brightest jewels in the 
diadem of our proud State. Some of our sister States may have larger 
and more costly edifices, but we may question' if the world can boast 
any better or more humanely managed than ours. The Deaf and Dumb 
Institution at Danville should be enlarged. To the necessity of addi¬ 
tional buildings I would most respectfully invite your attention. 

Our State may well be proud of these institutions, which have brought 
comparative comfort and happiness to those unfortunate beings whom 
Providence, in His wisdom, has so severely afflicted. Could the most 
sordid miser visit the Blind Asylum and witness the progress and happi¬ 
ness of those to whose sightless orbs the beauties of heaven and earth 
have never been revealed, and se'e how much had been done to relieve 
them, his stony heart would be touched with tenderness. Should he 
then go to the Deaf and Dumb Asylum and look upon the bright and 
happy faces that would meet him there, albeit its inmates are speech¬ 
less, and have never heard the melody of sound, yet he would find 
that by long and competent instruction they had acquired a voiceless 
language, which enables them to communicate their thoughts more 
rapidly than in words. Should he then go to the Feeble-minded In¬ 
stitute he would meet children who, in the early dawn of childhood, 
had scarcely a single ray of intellect, yet who, by proper training, were 
taught many of the useful occupations of life. Should lie go and be¬ 
hold all these, his heart could not fail being touched with generous sym- 
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pathy, and he could not but exclaim to the great-hearted statesmen of 
Kentucky, “Tax me, tax all.” To support such generous institutions, 
none can murmur; none should object. 

That these grand institutions, erected on the broad foundation of 
Christianity, will ever be tenderly fostered by the people of Kentucky, 
is my most ardent wish. 

BUREAU OF AGRICULTURE. 

The report of the Commissioner will be laid before you at an early 
day. Agriculture is the basis of all other interests, and the full devel¬ 
opments of agricultural resources are the great guarantees of an endur¬ 
ing prosperity. 

The most casual observer must have noted that there is an awakened 
interest on this subject pervading the entire State never existing before. 
Agriculture is fast reaching the domain of science, and should be fos¬ 
tered and protected by legislative action. Chemistry is resorted to, and 
its secrets brought out in aid of the natural productiveness of the soil. 
Our farmers are no longer willing to follow in the tracks their fathers 
t ro d—plow and plant, trusting to Providence and the unaided strength 
of soils for a renumerative harvest, but, to superior modes of cultivation, 
are adding costly fertilization. 

Developments during the year have shown that in this, as in States 
south of us. commercial fertilizers offered on the market have proved 
often to be worthless. Legislative action can afford the only adequate 
protection against frauds of this kind, by requiring, as in other States, 
that they be inspected and stamped by competent chemists before being 
sold on the market. In no other way can farmers be protected against 
spurious and worthless articles. No interest in the State has higher 
claims on you for protection, or more commends itself to your thought¬ 
ful and careful consideration, than the agricultural interest. It is by 
taxation laid on this interest that your Treasury, year by year, draws 
its chief supplies. Though later in recognizing it, by the establishment 
of a Bureau devoted specially to its encouragement and development, 
than other States, yet having established it, it is wise economy to sus¬ 
tain it by liberal appropriations, and to so equip it as to give to it the 
greatest possible efficiency 

The correspondence and business of this office have greatly increased, 
and its great utility is now acknowledged throughout the State. It is 
the fountain head of agricultural information, and I respectfully refer 
you to the report of the Commissioner, that you may see what fur¬ 
ther, if any, legislation is needed.

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

The Geological Survey of the Commonwealth has nearly completed 
its general study of the nature and extent of our resources, though a 
considerable part of the work is not yet published. Four volumes of 
the economic results of the present Survey have been published, and two 
volumes are ready for publication. The most considerable part of the 
work that yet remains to be done is the topographical surveying neces¬ 
sary to complete the State map. This work has already so far advanced 
that a relatively small expenditure will secure for us as complete and 
accurate representation of the geography and geology of the State as 
has yet been given of any State in the Union. 

It is very important that the work of the Geological Survey should 
be carried forward to completion. The Director and assistants are now 
prepared to undertake their final report. The preparation of such a 
report, condensing in a single volume all the information concerning the 
structure and resources of the Commonwealth, is manifestly the last 
great labor of such a Survey. 

In addition to its effective labor in the investigation into the nature 
and extent of our mineral and other resources, this Survey has rendered 
important service by the attention which it has called to the possible 
means of profitably utilizing these resources in the development of 
manufactures. Through the efforts of this Bureau, a beginning lias 
already been made in the manufacture in our midst of one of the prin¬ 
cipal agricultural products of the State. 

Much has been done to attract to the State a portion of the better 
class of immigrants, and to aid those who are planning to settle in the 
State, either as individuals or in colonies, in extending the knowledge 
of our manufacturing resources, and calling attention to the peculiar 
advantages offered by our State to persons seeking cheap and desirable 
homes. 

hi maintaining this study of its resources, the Commonwealth is not 
only doing a duty by its best interests for the day, but is laying a firm 
basis for the activities of its children in the future. It has been for¬ 
tunate in securing a Survey of a high order of accuracy and trustworthi¬ 
ness; and its servants in this work have shown a proper appreciation 
oi the manifold nature of their duties. Not only have they considered 
the mineral resources, strictly so called, but questions concerning our 
forest resources, water powers, water supply, agricultural chemistry, 
sanitary geology, building material, &c., &c., have received proper 
attention, as a glance over the titles of their reports will show. 
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A large and instructive Cabinet has been accumulated by the Survey, 
a part of which is arranged in the Capitol building. Provision should 
be made for the preservation and increase of this valuable collection 
of the resources of our State. 

I respectfully call your attention to the Report of the State Geologist, 
N. S. Shaler, which will in due time be laid before you. 

S TE GUARD. 

We are admonished by the framers of the Constitution that a free 
State cannot safely neglect to arm and organize its militia. Of late 
years an increased interest has been manifested in this subject through¬ 
out the country. Some of the States, under judicious and libeial mili¬ 
tary laws, have well organized forces, armed and equipped, and at all 
times ready for efficient active service. 

I am glad to be able to state that we have now, under the laws passed 
by the last General Assembly, a small but very efficient militia force, 
known as the Kentucky State Guard. It is composed of young men 
who have in most cases provided their own uniforms. They are well 
armed, and partially equipped by the State. On every occasion, when 
called into active service by the Governor, the State Guard has shown 
that citizen soldiery, drawn from the “body of the people,” may be de¬ 
pended upon to aid and sustain the supremacy of the laws. 

1 earnestly suggest that some further legislative provision be made 
for the permanent and more efficient organization of the State militia 
forces. 

I feel entirely assured, from their past valuable services, that our 
State Guard can be relied upon in any emergency ; and that, wherever 
they go, they will suppress everything tending to lawless outrage or 
mob law. This organization is worthy of your highest commendation 
and support. The Adjutant General’s report will be laid before you, 
and I commend it to your consideration. 

INSURANCE BUREAU. 

The number of Insurance Companies now regularly authorized to 
transact business in Kentucky is ninety-six, of which nine are Life and 
eighty-seven are Fire Companies. One of the Life and nine of the 
Fire Companies are organized and operated under the laws of Ken¬ 
tucky; eight of the Life and sixty-three of the Fire Companies are 
organized under the laws of other States; and fifteen Fire Companies 
are of foreign countries. The amount of insurance upon lives and prop- 
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erty of citizens of this State December 31, 1878, was $116,567,851. 
The premiums received during that year from this State were $1,860,- 
591, and the losses paid amounted to $1,028,397. Of these amounts, 
$22,655,687 were insured by Kentucky companies; $93,912,164 by 
companies of other States and foreign countries. Kentucky companies 
collected in this State, for 1878, $335,545, and companies of other States 
and foreign countries collected $1,525,046. Companies of this State 
paid for losses $120,528, and companies of other States and foreign 
countries paid $907,869. Not included in the above statement is the 
business of two Accident and three Mutual Fire Companies, the three 
latter being companies whose operations are confined to this State alone. 

It will be seen from an examination of the above statement that the 
interests of our people are largely involved in the business of insurance, 
and that a great proportion of the business done in this State is in com¬ 
panies organized under laws other than those of Kentucky. The secu¬ 
rity of our insuring people both requires and justifies the enactment of 
wise and stringent laws, so that, under the enforcement of these, weak 
and unreliable companies may be prohibited from doing business in the 
State. 

I respectfully refer you, for more detailed information, to the report 
of the Chief of the Bureau for 1879, which will be furnished you in due 
season. 

» 

FISH CULTURE. 

The Board of Fish Commissioners give an encouraging account of the 
success of their labors, and express the confident belief that, with a 
more liberal appropriation for the purpose, they can efficiently stock the 
various water-courses of the State, and provide in abundance cheap 
food for the people. They have already deposited many millions of 
young fish in the waters of the State, and are sanguine as to the bene¬ 
ficial and remunerative result of their labors. They ask, however, for 
more stringent laws against seining, netting, and trapping—that such 
offenses be made indictable as other misdemeanors. The interest mani¬ 
fested in Europe and in our sister States for the encouragement of fish 
culture may reasonably commend the subject to your favorable consid¬ 
eration. 

CONCLUSION. 

In pursuance of the mandates of the Constitution, I have laid before 
you ‘ information of the state of the Commonwealth.” 
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I conceal and disguise nothing, but submit for your consideration 
facts as they really exist. As I remarked in the outset, important 
legislation awaits and demands your attention, and, I may add, that 
the great interests of the State are at present in your keeping. 

Sincerely trusting that wisdom will guide you in council, and that 
your greatest aims will be to advance the honor, prosperity, and hap¬ 
piness of our people, I again greet you, and bid you welcome, upon 
your entrance into the Capitol, assuring you of my hearty co-opera¬ 
tion in all measures tending to the public welfare.

REPORT. 

To the Honorable Agricultural and Mechanical College Commission of Ken¬ 
tucky : 

Gentlemen: At the request of your honorable body, based upon the 
following section of the act raising the “Commission,” to-wit: 

§ 3. Said Commission shall ascertain the number of departments of study necessary for 
S.-4 
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the effective operation of a first-class State University, such as the geographical condition 
of the Commonwealth, her agricultural and mineral resources, her influence and dignity, 
require to be constituted for the education of her sons; the plan of organization, salaries 
of professors and instructors', the plan, cost, and equipment of college buildings, experi¬ 
mental farm, mechanical department, horticultural department, laboratories, museums, and 
cabinets, and to report the same to the next regular General Assembly 

I have prepared an outline tor the establishment of a Kentucky TJnivevsity 
for the education and mental advancement of the young, to be controlled 
entirely by the State. My endeavors in the above-mentioned direction 
have been greatly aided by valuable assistance received from Hon. Janies 
K. Patterson, President of the Agricultural and Mechanical College of 
Kentucky, many of whose suggostinos I have embraced and compiled 
herein; General G. W. Custis Lee, President of Washington and Lee 
University, of Virginia; President Charles W. Eliot, of Harvard Uni¬ 
versity, Massachusetts; Professor James P. Harrison, Chairman of the 
Faculty of the University of Virginia; Professor A. R. Crandall, of Lex- 
ington, Kentucky, and others, to all of whom I tender both official and 
personal thanks for courtesies and services. 

My ideas with reference to the establishment of a State institution of 
learning, are based upon a few axiomatic principles for the government ot 
Public Schools, viz: The success of the enterprise will greatly depend 
upon its equitable management in every respect. A State, embracing 
among its people many religious denominations, cannot afford to liave 
sectarianism of any kind allied with an educational institution ; therefore, 
in my scheme, I have attempted to divesd the proposed University of 
that objectionable feature. Again, the public complexion of a University 
of learning for the whiLes, should fluctuate with the local State changes 
of the times ; therefore, I make use of certain State officers (the Chief 
Justice and the Lieutenant Governor), and provide means for the selection 
of the majority of the governing body of the proposed University by the 
State Legislature, all of whom are elected to office by the voters of the 
Commonwealth. 1 believe such course will ever represent the political 
status of the State, and must give satisfaction to the masses ot the people, 
who are interested in, and who must in the main uphold, the institution. 

Also, it is essential for the prosperity of the University that the Alumni 
should take interest in its success, which can be best secured by giving 
them voice in its direction; consequently, I deem it expedient to allow 
the Alumni to select the minority of the University management as here¬ 
inafter provided. 

The plan of combining State control with the interest of the Alumni, 
has been found to work well in some of the principal Universities in both 
this country and Europe. 

All donations by way of moneys to establish special Professorships, 
etc., should be received upon the terms and conditions prescribed by the 
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donors, unless same are thought tc be adverse to the interests of the Uni¬ 
versity by the managing body. 

Any non-sectarian College, established either by private donation or 
public act, where the governing power of said institution may desire to 
■attach it to the University, should be received and be allowed to be gov¬ 
erned by the provisions of its creative power, whether by the will of an 
individual, deceased or living, -or by the act of the Legislature, etc.; the 
University conditions being a free interchange of the instructive talent 
of Professors, Instructors, Tutors, &c., with the various Colleges, and a 
representation in the Senate Faculty of the University. 

Suitable buildings and grounds, fall and complete Laboratories, Muse¬ 
ums, Libraries, and general apparatus should be provided, much of which, 
however, will be the growth of time. Botanical collections, and Geologi¬ 
cal and M’ineralogical Cabinets, should mainly be the result of accumula¬ 
tions, made by Professors and Students, and of exchanges with other 
institutions. Laboratories and apparatus must, of course, be purchased, 
costing no great deal at the beginning, but to be increased, from time to 
time, as the necessities of the University tna,y require. 

A full and complete Library should be the ultimate object of the man¬ 
agement; and with that view,annual appropriations ought to be made for 
its increase and perfection. 

Liberal provision should also be made for independent and original 
investigation by Professors and Students, especially in the departments of 
Natural Science, which would necessitate the employment of adjunct Pro¬ 
fessors and Tutors in some of the departments. 

A high standard of admission and graduation should be required. Qual¬ 
ity and scholarship of Alumni, rather than numbers, should be aimed at; 
and all degrees, except those merely honorary, should be given for profi¬ 
ciency, and on examination. 

A University established and managed by State authority, and looking 
mainly to the Common wealth for encouragement and support, ought to 
work to the interest of the State, and not fee managed wholly for financial 
profit. 1 

Therefore, I propose free tuition to Students from Kentucky, appointed 
in the following manner, viz: The members of the General Assembly shall 
appoint, from among the youth of their respective districts, such as may 
desire to enter any of the Colleges comprising the University, and who 
are able to pass the matriculation examinations prescribed by the various 
Faculties, and who may possess proper moral character. A nominal tui¬ 
tion shall be paid by Students foreign to the State, which money shall go 
into and constitute a general fund for University purposes. 
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Entertaining the foregoing views, I offer the following plan for the 
establishment of a 

STATE UNIVERSITY OF LEARNING. 

The governing bod} 7 of the University shall consist of a Board of sev¬ 
enteen Regents, no more than three of whom shall belong to the same 
religious denomination, to be appointed as follows: 

The Chief Justice of the Commonwealth and the Lieutenant Governor 
shall be ex officio members of the Board of Regents. The Chief Justice 
shall be President of the Board, and the Lieutenant Governor shall be 
Vice President of the Board and Chancellor of the University. 

Ten of the Regents shall be selected by the State Legislature—the mem¬ 
bers of the House of Representatives from each of the present ten Con¬ 
gressional Districts nominating one Regent, to represent their respective 
sections of the State. The nominations must then be sent to the Senate 
for confirmation; and. if confirmed by that body, the Governor shall then 
commission the person selected as a “Regent of the University; to hold 
said office for a period extending to five years Irom date, and until his 
successor is selected and shall have qualified. Beginning with the First 
Congressional District, two Regents shall retire each year, and their suc¬ 
cessors shall be selected and commissioned during the regular meetings of 
each biennial Legislature. Five members of the Board of Regents shell 
be elected by the Alumni of the University, as soon as said Alumni shall 
have attained the number of one hundred, who shall hold office for five 
years—one retiring and one being elected each year. 

All elective members of the Board of Regents shall be eligible for re- 
election. 

A majority of the Board shall constitute a quorum. 

Only laymen shall be eligible to the office of Regent. 

The Board of Regents shall elect from among the principal Professors, 
a Director, who shall also be Vice Chancellor of the University, and who 
shall act in that capacity during the absence of the Lieutenant Governor, 
but shall not be entitled to vote as a Regent. 

The Director shall be the scholastic and organic head of the institution, 
and must be selected for his administrative ability as much as for his learn¬ 
ing and professorial attainments. 

The Board of Regents shall elect three of their members to act as an 
Executive Committee during the interval between the meetings of the 
Board, and neither the President of the Board, Chancellor, or Vice Chan¬ 
cellor, shall be eligible to serve on said committee. The Executive Com¬ 
mittee shall have the care and management of the University during the 
intervals between the meetings of the Board, and shall be competent to 
transact any and all business which the Board of Regents may rightfully 
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to 


transact; subject, however, to the approval of the Board at its annual or 
called meetings. 

The President of the Board of Regents and the Regents of the Uni- 
veisit^ shall servo without compensation; but their necessary expenses, 
incurred while attending to University business, must be defrayed out 
of the University Fund. 

The Board of Regents shall determine the salaries of the various Pro¬ 
fessors, Instructors, Tutors, etc., except where same are controlled by the 
law creating special chairs, or where a College is managed by its own offi¬ 
cers, and is nominally under the University for interchange of Professors, 
etc. All salaries must be paid in quarterly installments. 

ihe Board of Regents shall hold at least one annual meeting; such 
meeting to take plane the Tuesday before Commencement. 

The Chancellor shall be recognized as the official head of the University, 
preside on all public occasions, and generally represent the University 
before the public. 

The regular Professors of the various Faculties, meeting together as one 
body, shall, with the Vice Chancellor or Director, constitute the Senate of 
the University, to which body shall be delegated the general educational 
interests of the University, with such powers and duties as the Board of 
Regents may determine. The Vice Chancellor shall he e.r officio Chair¬ 
man of the Senate. The Senate shall prescribe amount of tuition to be 
paid .by Students foreign to the State, and shall determine matriculation 
and graduating fees, etc. 

Bach College shall he organized under its own Faculty, one of whom 
shall be its Chairman, and President of the College with which he is im¬ 
mediately connected. Said President and Professors shall be appointed 
' k| ie erning body of the University, or by the special power creating 
particular Colleges or Chairs, and shall hold their respective positions 
subject to the direction and control of said governing powers: Provided , 
uif no Professor shall be removed except for neglect of duty or incom- 
petency, and charges relating to which must be preferred in writing to 
the powei appointing said officer; and if sustained by two-thirds of the

INSTRUCTION BY ASSISTANT PROFESSORS OF UNIVERSITY. 

The Course of Study to be prescribed by each Faculty, for admission into its College; 
and a favorable examination certificate from this School shall allow Students to matriculate 
into the Freshman Class of the College selected. 

A reasonable low standard of admission, combined with good character and a certain age, 
should be conditioned for admissiou into this School. „ 

The salaries of Professors and Instructors, etc., of the required stand¬ 
ard, commensurate with the dignity and grade of the proposed Univer¬ 
sity, would amount in the aggregate to some $ 50,000 per annum, estimat¬ 
ing that first-class talent can bo procured at the rate of $2,000 per 
Collegiate year for the principal Professors; and Tutors, Instructors, and 
minor Professors at the rate of $ 600 , $ 900 , and $ 1 , 200 , respectively. 

This expense can, in some degree, be reduced, by using talent belong¬ 
ing to the Commonwealth, to-wit: 

A State, possessing the mineral wealth of lientucky, should always 
have a State Geologist, who, from time to time, as occasion required, 
should make geological explorations. This officer could easily give a 
Course of Lectures during the winter months to Students at the Univer¬ 
sity, and also take those in his particular line on Geological Surveys and 
explorations. 
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The Medical Superintendents of the various State Institutions for the 
Blind, Deaf and Dumb, Feeble-minded and Insane, can, without difficulty, 
fill the Chairs in the College of Medicine of the University, pertaining to 
their respective Departments, and, consequently, necessitate no great 
absence from their posts. 

The Military Officer, furnished as a Professor for the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College by the United States Government, could with little 
trouble, be secured of a grade and corps competent to teach Mathematics, 
the Military, and other sciences. 

The building up of a University on the scale proposed is, of course, a 
problem of time, and requires but a comparatively small outlay in the 
beginning, because the several Colleges must, of necessity, start with Stu¬ 
dents matriculating into the minor classes, and consequently, the most ex¬ 
pensive talent, with regard to Professors, need not be employed until 
the Students have been put forward to the grade requiring advanced 
teaching. As heretofore mentioned, the complete and successful carrying 
on of the University, when all of its Departments shall have become full, 
does not necessitate the employment of a first-class Professor for a partic¬ 
ular Department, in each and every one of the Colleges which have that 
course of study 7 in its line of teaching ; for one principal Professor, with 
a sufficient number of assistants, will serve to diffuse knowledge in said 
line to all whose selected course may require it. This is well accomplished 
through means of the free interchange of Students and Professors among 
the several Colleges of the University'. Therefore, the proposed Univer¬ 
sity may be started around the Agricultural and Mechanical College, and 
a Preparatory Department, as the geum, which, by proper management 
and support, will soon burst into and become an institution of great worth 
to the Commonwealth. Of course the $ 9,900 yearly revenue derived from 
the endowment of the Agricultural and Mechanical College, cannot be the 
moans of accomplishing all the above ; but it as the nucleus, to be strength¬ 
ened from time to time, as the growing necessities of the Institution may 
require, by appropriations from the State, or from the United States 
(being a part of Kentucky’s additional share of money's derived from the 
sale of public lands), will serve to establish in a short term of y'ears the 
University of the Middle and Southern States. 

The cost and equipment of College buildings can be made very expen¬ 
sive; but my idea of such edifices is, that substantial comfort and suita¬ 
bility of purpose should govern, rather than a lavish expenditure for 
show. The University must be built up and exist as a success, for and in 
consequence of its real educational worth, and because of the character 
and attainments of its Alumni, rather than by the fine architectural pro¬ 
portions of its buildings. 
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I would, therefore, recommend large and commodious buildings, planned 1 
so as to be specially' adapted for the purposes for which they are designed, I 
and to be erected with lasting materials in a plain and substantial man¬ 
ner. Suitable architectural display should be respected, but unnecessary 
expense should not be incurred. A design adequate for the ultimate re¬ 
quirements of the University ought to be selected, but only such portion j 
of the buildings should be erected at the start as will be then needed. , 
Twenty thousand dollars will, I think, supply suitable buildings at the 
beginning; five to ten thousand dollars will procure, in almost any local¬ 
ity in the State, a sufficiency of land for building site and experimental 
farm; and five or six thousand dollars will purchase all the apparatus, 
etc., that will be necessary'with which to start. Aggregating in localities, 
where land and buildings can be had at reasonable figures, something like 
$30,000,'and probably not more than $40,000, in the most expensive sec¬ 
tions of the State. 

Complete Laboratories. Museums, Cabinets, etc., as previously referred 
to, can only be perfected in time, and will surely come as the necessary 
outgrowth of the ultimate success of the University; and, as a general 
rule, cost but little in direct outlay, for they are almost wholly supplied by 
the practical researches of the Professors and Students, and by donations 
from members of the Alumni and from various other sources. 

A tillable farm, not exceeding one hundred acres, will be required for 
Agricultural and Horticultural Department. 

The practical Mechanical Department cannot be properly supplied with 
machinery, except at great expense; therefore, in locating the Institution, 
the nearness of Railroad Machine Shops, of Founderies, of Planing Mills, 
of Textile Manufactories, and of General Mechanical Workshops should be 
kept in view, that arrangements may be made for Students of that line to 
see and thoroughly understand the practical workings of their proposed 
trades or professions. 

The Preparatory Department, and Normal School for the education of 
Free Common School Teachers, can easily be started with the corps of 
Professors and Instructors supplied for the Agricultural and Mochanioal 
College, and without additional cost to the State. 

Kentucky is centrally located, is both an agricultural and mineral State, < 
possesses a healthy and agreeable climate, has fine water, and an abund¬ 
ance of the good things of the earth. There is something in the climate, 
or limestone water, or both, which produces animal perfection, as attested 
by the physical development of her men and women, horses and cattle, 
and every kind of living creature. The character of her people is open, 
free-hearted, hospitable, chivalrous, and every way popular with the South, 
and a portion of the West. 
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I believe these characteristics will cause a first-class institution of learn¬ 
ing located within her border, and controlled by her officers, to be sought 
after by the fathers of the sections referred to, for the proper education 
and cultivation of their sons.

Whereas, It is the sentiment, of this General Assembly, and many 
good citizens of this Commonwealth, that experience has pointed out 
the necessity of calling a Convention with the view of amending the 
Constitution of this State; therefore, 

§ 1 Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the. Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, That it shall be the duty of the sheriffs and other officers, at 
the next general election held for Representatives after the passage 
ol this act, to open a poll for, and make a return to the Secretary of 
State for the time being, of the names of all citizens entitled to vote 
for Representatives yvho have voted for calling a Convention. 

§ 2. Be it further enacted , That any sheriff or other returning offi¬ 
cer failing to perform the duty imposed by the first section of this act, 
shall be subject to a fine of six hundred dollars, to be recovered by 
indictment by any gl and jury in any court having jurisdiction there¬ 
of; and also be subject, upon conviction of such failure, to removal 
from office. 

§ 3. Be it further enacted , That it shall be the duty of the Secretary 
ol State to have this act advertised in the columns of one weekly 
newspaper in every counly in this State, for two consecutive weeks 
immediately preceding the election, ami in one ol the daily newspa¬ 
pers in the city of Loui sville for thirty days immediately preceding 
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the election : Provided, however. There is no weekly newspaper in any 
one or more counties of this Commonwealth in which said advertise¬ 
ment can he made, it is made his duty to have posted a printed copy 
of said bill, in handbill form, at the court-house door of such coun¬ 
ties, for at least two consecutive weeks preceding said election. 

§4. Fie it f urther enacted. That the Public Printer shall, upon a sep¬ 
arate sheet, print ten thousand copies of this act, and deliver them to 
the Secretary of State, who shall send seventy-five copies of the 
same to the clerk of the county court of each county in the State at 
the time of forwarding the. Acts of the General Assembly ; and said 
clerks shall deliver the same to the sheriffs of their several counties. 

§ 5 Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the clerks or 
judges corn! ucting the said general election to propound to each voter 
the following question : “ Do you vote for calling a Convention or 
not ? ” and if he answers in the affirmative, his name shall be recorded 
as having voted for calling a Convention. 

§ 6. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the assessors 
of tax to open a column in their assessor’s books, and enroll therein 
the name of each citizen entitled to vote for Representative for the 
year 1881; but the assessor shall only enroll the names of those whom 
they shall know to be entitled, at the time, to vote for Representa¬ 
tives, such knowledge to be based—1st Either upon the personal 
knowledge of the assessor. 2d. Or upon satisfactory information 
obtained by the assessor directly from the person whose name is en¬ 
rolled. 3d. Or upon satisfactory information obtained, under oath, | 
from those who, of their own knowledge, testify to the facts which 
are necessary to such qualification; and for enrolling names without 
such knowledge or information, such assessor shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and fined twenty dollars for each and every name J 
so improperly enrolled; which fine shall be enforced in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, and be for the benefit of the common schools 
of the Commonwealth; and they shall be governed, in all cases in 
ascertaining who is entitled to vote, by the laws then in force to pre¬ 
vent. illegal voting; and this column, written in a fair and legible 
hand, shall be transmitted, with the assessors’ books, to the Auditor, | 
who shall make out a copy thereof, and deposit the same in the office j 
of the Secretary of State for the time being, who shall transmit the i 
same to the next Legislature, as a list of those who are entitled to vote 
for Representatives, in order that the Legislature may have the means 
to ascertain whether a majority of the citizens of the State entitled 
to vote for Representatives have voted for a Convention. 

§ 7. Be it Further enacted, That it shall be the duty of each assessor 
of tax, who shall be in office in the year 1881, as soon as he shall be 
advised of the passage of this act, to go before a justice of the peace 
and take the following oath : “I do solemnly swear I will, to the 
best of my ability, fairly ascertain the number of qualified voters in 
the district in which I w'as elected for the year 1881, and report the 
same, wdth my book made as assessor of tax, before the first day of 
May, 1881.” 

§ 8. Be it further enacted, That the assessors of tax may, and they 
are hereby required to examine, on oath, any person in relation to 
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his right to vote for Representatives, when he has doubt as to his 
right to vote; and any person who shall knowingly swear falsely before 
the assessor, and shall thereof he convicted, shall be subjected to all 
the pains and penalties of the crime of perjury. 

9. Be it further enacted , That the assessor shall write “ sworn ” 
opposite the name of each person sworn by him; 

§ 10. Be it further ana cted. That it shall be the duty of the Public 
Printer to print five hundred copies of the 7th, 8th. and 9th sections 
of this act, immediately after its passage, and deliver them to the 
Secretary of State for the time being, who shall transmit them forth¬ 
with to the county clerks, to be delivered by them, as soon as possi¬ 
ble, to the assessors of tax for the year 1881.

§5. For the purpose of enabling the United States to expend the one 
hundred thousand dollars already appropriated by Congress for the im¬ 
provement of the Kentucky river, and any further appropriation that 
may hereafter be made for that purpose, the Stale of Kentucky hereby 
transfers and cedes to the United Slates the five locks and dams hereto¬ 
fore constructed by the State of Kentucky in said river, together with all 
the grounds and appurtenances belonging to the same; hut this transfer 
and cession is made subject to the lease and privileges heretofore made and 
granted by said State to the Kentucky River Mills Company, at lock and 
dam No. 4 on said river; and the provisions of the preceding sections of 
this act, as to the jurisdiction of Haid State over the lands and buildings 
to be acquired and constructed by said sections, and imposed penalties for 
injuries to said works, shall extend and apply to the Haid five dams and 
their appurtenances hereby transferred and ceded to the United States of 
North America. 

§6. This cession is made upon condition that the United States shall 
he responsible to any owner of lands, bordering on said river, for any 
damages to their land, caused by reason of said locks and dams being con¬ 
structed in such a manner as to cause land to be overflowed that is now 
situate above high water-mark, said damages to be assessed in any court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

§ 7. This act shall take effect horn and after its passage.

Mr Gathright, from the joint special committee appointed by the 
two Houses to examine into the conduct and management of the 
various clerks’ offices of Jefferson and other counties, submitted the 
following report, which was read and ordered to be printed, viz: 


To the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentvchy: 

The joint committee appointed under the following resolution, viz: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That a joint com¬ 
mittee consisting of two members of the Senate and three members of the House of .Repre¬ 
sentatives, to be appointed by the Speakers thereof, whose duty it shall be to inquire ttt'o 
the conduct and aHairs of the various clerks’ offices of the county of Jefferson; also t0 
examine the conduct and affairs of any other clerks’ offices in this Slate which they may 
deem necessary to investigate, and that they have power and the right to examine tne 
records, papers. &e., of all such offices, and that they may examine clerks or their depat ip8 ' 
or both, touching fees, fines, &t , in which individuals or the State rosy be interested, an 
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report lo this General Assemb’y the result of their investigations; and said committee are 
authorized to employ an expert to assist them in their investigations— 

Which was approved by tire Governor January 9th, desire to submit the 
following report: 

Your committee visited the county of Jefferson, and the judge of the 
county court assigned the county court room for the use of the committee, 
in which all its meetings were held. There are three clerks’ offices in this 
county. The county court clerk, chancery court clerk, and circuit court 
clerk, embracing the county, chancery, common pleas, and circuit courts, 
and the committee made the examinations in the order above named, com¬ 
mencing with the 

COUNTY COURT CLERK’S OFFICE. 

After an examination of the present and former clerks and others, the 
committee are of opinion that this office is well managed. No complaints 
of excessive fees or other mismanagement could be found. The fees the 
clerk is allowed to charge are few and simple, and the statute regulating 
the Bame is plain, and will not admit of a double construction. The gross 
revenue from this office is about 810,000, leaving a net income to the clerk 
of from 85,000 to 80,000 per annum after paying all expenses of the office. 
No correct account of the receipts and disbursements is kept; hence it is 
impossible to give the exact figures. 

CHANCERY CLERK’S OFFICE. 

The clerk, several deputies, and attorneys and the records were exam- 
irted in relation to this office, and the committee are of opinion that the 
fee-bills charged by the clerk are fully twenty-five per cent, more than a 
right construction of the statutes will warrant. While they are much less 
than a few years since, at which time they were fifty per cent, or more too 
high, frequent complaints are made of these excessive charges, and the 
clerk and his deputies frequently strike from ten to twenty per cent, off 
upon a settlement. The system of charging fees in this office has been 
such as the most strained construction of the law would admit; and wliilo 
they are still excessive, they are much less than they were a few years 
since. In justice to the present clerk, it should be stated that when he 
came into office he knew nothing of the sj’stem of charging fees that pre¬ 
vailed, and intrusted it entirely to his deputies ; but frequent complaints 
compelled him to take the matter in charge, and the committee find the 
clerk endeavoring to make Iris fee-bills conform to the law as nearly as lie 
can. The gross receipts of this office at present are from 810,000 to 812,- 
000 per annum, and the expenses about half that sum, while there is 
charged upon the fee-book about as much more, of which, wc suppose, one 
half will be collected, which, added to the net revenue as at present col¬ 
lected, would make the not revenue to the clerk from 810,000 to 812,000 
per annum. Aside from the complaints for overcharges in fee bills, the 
office appears to be well managed. 
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CLERK OF THE COMMON PLEAS COURT. 

The clerk of the circuit court is also clerk of this court. After u 
ver y f u l| investigation of this office, including the records, the clerk, 
and several deputies, the committee are of opinion that the fee-bills are 
entirely too much. The same system of taxing costs prevails as in the 
chancery court. About 1,300 suits are brought annually in this court, 
which the committee are satisfied, from an examination of the books of 
the office, will net the clerk not less than ton and probably twelve thou¬ 
sand dollars per annum. From this amount deduct the entile expense of 
the office, which includes the expense of the circuit court, amounting to 
about six thousand dollars, a net revenue is left tne clerk of from four 
thousand to six thousand dollars. After a thorough examination of the 
fee-bills'in this office, the committee are of the opinion that they are fully 
twenty-five per cent, too high, and that some of the charges have no war¬ 
rant in law. To illustrate: a fee of seventy-five cents tor trial is taxed in 
every suit where the judgment is by default, a taxation which the com¬ 
mittee think can be sustained by no law upon the statute books, even 
under the most liberal construction. Many complaints are made of ex¬ 
cessive charges, and the clerk and his deputies frequently strike out the 
items complained of, but make no systematic effort to correct the errors 
which seem to prevail in their system of taxing foes. Apart from this, 
the office is well managed, 

CIRCUIT COURT CLERK’S OFFICE. 

In this office the committeo made.a very thorough examination, as the 
State pays all the clerk’s fee-bills. It is impossible to do more than call 
the attention of the General Assembly to the system, and point to what 
the committee deem illegal or wrong. The committee are unanimous in 
'the opinion that many of the charges are totally unwarranted by the law: 

Theactof 1805, under which the Common wealth became responsible for 
the costs in criminal cases, merely allowed to the clerk of the Jefferson 
circuit court the sumo fees as are allowed by law for like services in civil 
cases. That law placed the Commonwealth, in all prosecutions begun in 
the Jefferson circuit court, so far as the clerk’s fees were concerned, upon 
the same footing with the plaintiff in a civil cause. No construction of 
the law of costs was ever bold to authorize the clerk of a court to charge 
to the plaintiff the defendant’s costs, wiiere a judgment was rendored 
against the defendant. The clerk of this court, however, in criminal 
cases, both felonies and misdemeanors, whether a conviction is had or not, 
charges to theCommonwealth all the costs, botli plaintiffs and defendants, 
and, in many eases, collects costs from botli the Commonwealth and the 
defendant. 
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To show the system prevailing in this court of charging fees, and which 
the committee think is wholly un warranted, some extracts arc made from 
the records. The first is where-a party is indicted for obstructing a pub¬ 
lic highway : 

‘ Jefferson Circuit Court, October 6th, 1879. 

‘ Commonwealth, vs. Frank Roth. - Road. 


‘•Comes Wm. Sinyser. Samuel Grant, John Robb. George Loyal, John 
Simpson, and .Ins. M. Cummins, and acknowledges themselve indebted to 
the Commonwealth'of Kentucky in the sum of one hundred dollars each, 
conditioned and to be void should they personally appear before the 
grand jury of this court on this day to testify in behalf of the Common¬ 
wealth, and not depart the court without leave.” 

This is simply a recognizance of six witnesses, for which the law allows 
the clerk to charge fifty cents; yet the.elerk of the Jefferson circuit court, 
in his bill against the Common wealth, charged for the above six recog¬ 
nizances at fifty cents each, arid six bonds at severity-five cents each, 
making seven dollars and fifty cents for this single entry, fo illustrate 
the system of splitting orders arid taxing costs, another extract is made 
from the record where seventy-one indictments had been found against 
four or five persons fur vending lottery tickets : 

“October Term, 1879. 

“ Commonwealth vs. Maggie Armstrong. 

“ Same vs. Same , &c., d?c. 

■•ordered, that each of the foregoing severity one cases be continued 
until" the first day of the next November term of this court, and that 
bench warrants issue against each of the defendants iri eacli of said cases 
returnable to said day, to lie indorsed bail in tire sum of one hundred dol¬ 
lars each, conditioned according to law.” 

For this entry, the clerk charges to the Commonwealth two hundred and 
thirteen orders, at thirty cents eaclr, 803 90; and for an entry not much 
longer, in tiiese same seventv-one cases, a charge of 8176 70 is made. 
Where a conviction is had in misdemeanor cases, and Lhe Commonwealth 
paysthecosts.it. is entitled, of course, to recover them from the defendants, 
and any costs so collected should be promptly reported. The clerk of 
this court has been charging the Common wealth with the costs in felony 
eases since he went into office in 1808, and in misdemeanor cases since the 
first of January, 1870, but made no report of the costs collected from 
defendants until December, 1879, and only then when ordered so to do by 
the judge of the court, whose attention hud been called lo the matter; 
and that report is not verified, and the items bear no dale. The amount 
reported is 82,103 15, less five per cent, fur collecting, which left a net 
sum of 81,998 turned over to the trustee of the jury fund. 

This report is made from the executions returned lo and found in the 
office. From the testimony of the deputy in charge of this court (for one 
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deputy does all the business of the circuit court), the committee loarn 
that in many cases the costs were paid in open court, no execution being 
issued. The costs in all these eases were also charged to the Common* 
wealth, and the costs collected should have been accounted for; but no 
account of them has ever been kept, and they were never reported. 

The committee find further, that in quite a number of cases where the 
costs have been paid by the Common wealth, the clerk has. h}- indorsement 
on the execution, remitted his costs. The costs included in the executions 
referred to belonged to the Commonwealth, and tho clerk had no power 
over them, and could not of course remit them, without crediting the 
Commonwealth with the amount of his fee-hills in such cases, which was 
never done. 

That the General Assembly may know the cost of this court to the 
Commonwealth, the committee find from tho cash book of tho trusted uf 
the jury fund, that for tho year 187!) the State paid to the clerk of the 
Jefferson circuit court fee-bills amounting to $19,048 70, and lor theeleven 
years ending December 31st, 1879, a total of $107,485 45. 

All of which is respoctlully submitted.

That the Auditor of' Public Accounts be. and ho is hereby, directed 
to examine the fee-bills heretofore paid by iho trustee of the jury fund of 
Jefferson county, and ascertain the amount overcharged against the Com¬ 
monwealth by the present clerk of the Jefferson circuit court; and that 
ho examine the records of the office of said clerk, and ascertain the 
amount of fees, fines, &c„ collected from defendants that is unaccounted 
for, and the amount of fees remitted by said clerk after they had been 
collected from the Commonwealth ; and when he shall have ascertained 
the amount thus overcharged, doubly collected and remitted, that is due 
the Commonwealth, he shall make a demand on said clerk and his sure¬ 
ties for the same; and if not paid at once, the Auditor shall notify the 
Attorney General of the amount, and he shall proceed at once to collect 
the amount by law.

3. I he officer, when he makes the levy on the debtor’s property under 
an execution, writ, or fee-bill, shall notify the plaintiff and defendant, or 
their agent or attorney, in case they, or either of them, he away from 
home and cannot he notified by the officer of the fact, and shall proceed

§ 6. Each appraiser shall he allowed the sum of fifty cents for his ser- 
wees, to be added to the costs and paid by the debtor.

sonal property shall include bonds, bills, notes, and eboses in action of 
every character and description. 

§2. The debtor ►hall have the right t - select tho articles of property he 
desires to retain, and the same shad no valued, under oath, by two disin¬ 
terested housekeepers of the county not related to either the creditor or 
debtor, to lie selected by the court or officer: and in case they 7 disagree, 
the officer making the sale shall act as umpire; Provided , That if the 
debtor elects to retain bonds, bills, notes, or other eboses in action, they 
shall bo charged to him at their lace value, with interest; but. be may sur¬ 
render the same to the court, and claim out ol their proceeds, when col¬ 
lected, a sum sufficient, when added to tho value of the tangible property 
retained, to make up the said sum of one hundred dollars. Hie expenses 
attending the valuation herein required shall he paid by the officer out of 
the pro -ends of the sale of property not exempt, unless it shall turn out 
that the debtor has no property subject to sale, or over and above the 
value herein exempted, in which case they shall he paid by the creditor at 
whose instance the proceeding was had. In setting apart said exempted 
property, as provided by this act, when the housekeeper is a married man, 
such real estate as lie may own shall ho selected and reserved in prefer¬ 
ence to other property, to the amount of ouo hundred dollars, two thirds 
0 entire exemption, if he owns so much, unless his wife, on privy 
examination had as such examinations are now had in real estate convey¬ 
ances by married women, shall consent to the selection and reservation of 
a different class ol property or of money or cli"ses in action, which con¬ 
sent shall be noted of record by the county clerk, and shall be conclusive 
evidence of her relinquishment of all interest in said real estate: Pro- 
ducted, always, That the aggregate value of all the properLy and eboses in 
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action so set apart shall iri no event exceed the Said sura of one hundred 
dollars. 

g 3. That in case the debtor shall elect to retain the homestead secured 
to him by section 9 of article 23, chapter 38. of the General Statutes, pro- 
ceedings to ascertain its value shall be had in accordance with existing 
laws; and said existing laws shall, in all regards not inconsistent with tile 
provisions of this act, remain in full force and effect for the protection of 
such persons as may claim the benefit of said exemption. 

g 4. The exemptions provided for by this act shall apply to all persons 
of any race or color, who are actual bona fide nousekeepers ol this Com 
monweajth, and be in lieu of all other exemptions now provided by law, 
but shall not apply to Rales of land under execution, attachment, or 
judgment of a court at the suit of creditors, if the debt or liability ex¬ 
isted prior to the purchase of such land. 

§ 5. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed.

To the Hon. James E. Cantrill, Speaker of the Senate : 

U nder the resolution of the Senate making it the duty of the committee 
to examine into the conduct and affairs of various clerks'offices of Jef¬ 
ferson and other counties, to examine the charter franchises of the Louis, 
ville Turnpike Company and its management, the committee desire to 
present the following report, viz: 

The attention of the committee was called— 

1st. To the fact that, since the road was made, some two miles of it had 
been sold to the city of Louisville ; and to know if the toll has been reduced 
in proportion to the reduced length of the road. The committee find that 
toll is reduced in a corresponding proportion to the length of the road. 

2d. It was thought the company was overcharging spring wagonB a s 
compared with heavy freight or farm wagons. The committee find the 
company are not charging for any kind of vehicles more than the cbartei 
allows, but that a reduction has been made in the tolls of heavy freight 
and farm wagons more than in those of spring wagons. But the commit¬ 
tee have the assurance of the officers of the road that this matter will he 
corrected at once. 
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3d. The necessity for a bridge at Fern Creek. This the officers admit, 
and assure the Committee that a bridge will be built as soon as the season 
will admit. 

4th. The grade of the road is thought to be greater than the charter 
would allow at certain points. This the committee find to be a mistake. 
While the grade is steeper than new roads perhaps, yet its charter per¬ 
mits a grade of five degrees, and the committee are assured that no grade 
in the road is that great. 

A part of the committee traveled over the road and find it in perfect 
order, and, with the exceptions before mentioned, no fault is found with 
the road or its management. 

The committee also report that the road has not paid 7 per cent, on its 
capital since its construction, and at present is only paying 6 percent. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

BARDSTOWN AND LOUISVILLE TURNPIKE COMPANY. 

By an act approved December 20,1865, 85,000 was appropriated to assist 
in rebuilding bridges belonging to th s Company, which had been burned 
during our civil war. Section 3 of this act, which provided for repaying 
to the Commonwealth, out of tolls collected, the money thus appropriated, 
was repealed February 13, 1869. 

BARDSTOWN AND GREEN RIVER TURNPIKE COMPANY. 

An act approved February 15, 1866, appropriates 85,000 to this com 
pany“for the purpose of rebuilding the bridge on sfid road across the 
Beech Fork,” and provides that all tolls over and above expenses “shall 
be paid into the Treasury of the State until said appropriation is re¬ 
funded.” 

BARREN RIVER BRIDGE COMPANY. 

By act approved January 20, 1869, 85,000 “ is subscribed by the State of 
Kentucky to the capital stock of said company.” Section 8 provides that 
S.-36 
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all receipts over and above necessary expenses ‘shall be paid into the 
Treasury of the State, on the 10th day of January of each year,” until 
they shall amount to 15,000, and from and after that time the State shall 
be a stockholder to that amount, and receive dividends accordingly. 

KENTUCKY RIVER NAVIGATION COMPANY. 

Under authority of an act approved February 24, 1809, the G'omrais- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund leased to this Company, for fifty years,‘'all 
the dams, locks, &c ,' belonging to the slack-water improvements of the 
Kentucky river, at an annual rental of #1,500.” Failing to comply with 
the terms of the contract, suit was instituted in July, 1873 which resulted 
in the State being placed in full possession of the property in January,

This is an appropriation of 85,000 by an aH approved February 17 
I860, for “rebuilding the bridge on said road across the Beech Fork of 
Salt river,” and providing that the money shall be refunded to the Stnte 
out of the tolls. 

RIO BRIDGE COMPANY. 

An act approved February 16, 1876, incorporat d this Comp ny mil 
subscribed for the State of Kentucky $8,000 to the capital stock, ill 
receipts over and above necessary expenses are to “ be paid into the 
Treasury of the State on or before the 10th day of January of each year, 
until they shall amount to *5,000; Irom and after which time the State 
shall be a stockholder to the amount of $8,000, and receive dividend! 
thereon. Fifty dollars lias been paid. 

All these items represent nothing from which aught can be realized.

provide for such tilings as may be necessary- to the present wants of our 
Commonwealth ; therefore, 

s i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, That it shall be the duty of the sheriff and other returning officers, 
at the August election, 1881, to open a poll for calling a convention and 
against calling a convention ; and it shall be the duty of the clerks or 
judges conducting the said election to propound distinctly to each voter the 
following interrogatory : “Do you vote tor calling a convention or not?” 
And if he answers in the affirmative, his name shall he recorded as hav¬ 
ing voted for calling a convention ; and if he answers in the negative, his 
name shall be recorded as having voted against calling a convention. 

§ 2. It shall be the duty of the board authorized to compare the vote for 
county officers at the same timo to compare and ascertain the vote cast 
for and against calling a convention, and certify said vote to the Secretary 
of State at Frankfort. The board shall compare the polls, ascertain the 
correctness of the summing up of the votes, and shall make out triplicate 
or more written certificates of the votes cast for and against calling a 
convention over their own signatures, one copy of the certificate to be 
retained in the clerk’s office, another forwarded by the county clerk to 
the Secretary of State at the Seat of Government, within ten days after 
the same has been signed. 

§'3. The Governor, Attorney General, and Secretary of State, and, in 
the absence of either, the Auditor, or any two ot them, shall be a board 
for examining the returns of votes for and against calling a convention. 
It shall b*the duty of said board, when the returns are all in, or on the 
fourth Monday after the election, whether they are in or rot, to make out, 
in tlie Secretary’s office, from the returns made, duplicate certificates, in 
writing, over their signatures, of the number of votes cast for calling a

§4. It shall be the duty 1 of the Secretary' of State, immediately atter 
the comparison of the returns, to cause a statement, of the vote in every 
county to he published in the newspaper published by the Public Printer. 

§ 5. If, upon the comparison of the returns, it shall appear that a ma¬ 
jority of the votes cast upon the proposition to call a convention were 
given in favor of calling a convention, then the Governor of the State 
shall issue his proclamation, stating the result of the vote; and on the first 
Monday in October, 1881, it shall be the duty of the sheriff and oilier 
returning officers to open a poll at their several places of voting for dele¬ 
gates to said convention, and all citizens entitled to vote for Representa¬ 
tives shall have the right to vote for delegates to said convention ; and said 
convention shall consist of as many- members as now compose the House 
of Representatives, and no more ; and they shall be apportioned among 
the several counties in the same manner and proportion that Representa¬ 
tives are directed to he apportioned among the several counties by an act 
to be passed by the present General Assembly to apportion Representa¬ 
tives among the several counties, as required by- section 6 of article 2 of 
the Constitution. 

§ 6. That the sheriffs shall, within ten day-s after the election of dele¬ 
gates to said convention, severally deliver to each individual who shall 
have been elected a delegate a certificate of his election as a delegate ; and 
shall, within twenty days after said election, transmit a copy thereof to 
the Secretary of State : Provided , That in ease of the resignation or death 
of any member who may be elected a delegate to said convention, that in 
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such case the Governor shall, upon information, issue a writ to the sheriff 
of the county where such vacancy may occur, authorizing him to hold an 
election, at the earliest time practicable, to elect other delegates to fill any 
vacancy thus occurring. 

§ 7. That the president, printer, and other proper officers of said con¬ 
vention, and each delegate thereof, shall receive as a compensation for 
their services the same allowance and mileage, to be paid by the Treasurer 
upon the warrant of the Auditor, as is now allowed by law to the Speaker, 
officers, members, and Public Printer of the Legislature of the State. 

§ 8. That the sheriffs and other officers of the election shall be liable to 
all’such fines and penalties for failing to discharge the several duties 
imposed by this act, as are now imposed upon them by law for a failure 
to perform their duty in conducting other general elections; and all per¬ 
son's who shall be found guilty of casting illegal votes for delegates shall 
be liable to all the pains and penalties now inflicted by law for illegal vot¬ 
ing; and all persons who shall be found guilty' of casting illegal votes for 
or against the proposition for calling a convention, shall be liable to all 
the pains and penalties now inflicted by law for illegal voting. 

| 9. That when two or more counties vote together, the sheriffs shall 
meet at the court-house of the county to compare the polls, at the same 
place and time when and where they meet to compare the polls for Rep¬ 
resentatives; and the certifioale to the delegate from such counties shall 
be given by 7 the sheriff's of these counties, and the sheriff’s of the several 
counties in this State shall he governed by the same laws now in force 
regulating the comparison of the polls for Representatives. 

§ 10. That the convention shall be held in the city of Frankfort, in the 
Capitol of the State, commencing on the first Monday in December, 1882, 
and to continue from day to day till the business thereof shall be com¬ 
pleted, with power to adjourn and reassemble at such times as it may deem 
proper; and said convention, when assembled, shall have full power and 
authority to amend or change the present Constitution ; but the Constitu¬ 
tion framed by said convention shall not go into, effect till the same has 
been ratified by a vote of the qualified voters of the State at the August 
election, 1883.

In lieu of all Ices and emolu¬ 
ments for services rendered the city of Louisville, he shall receive, from 
said city, such a salary per annum as its general council may aiiow him, 
but said salary 7 shall not exceed fifteen hundred dollars per annum. Said 
salary shall be payable out of the city treasury in monthly installments. 
In lieu of all fees and emoluments for services rendered this Common¬ 
wealth. he shall be allowed a salary of fifteen hundred dollars per annum. 
Said salary from Lhe State shall be paid at the same time and in the same 
manner as the salary ot circuit judges. Said judge shall devote his whole 
attention to the duties ot said court, and lie shall not receive any fees or 
perquisites of any 7 description whatever. 

§5. When from any cause the judge of said court fails to attend and 
hold court, the attorneys present, shall elect, from their fellow-members in 
court, a judge pro tern. For said court, in t he same manner in which judges 
protein, of circuit courts may be elected. The judge pro tern, shall have 
tl&iaine rights, powers, and duties as the regular judge has, and for his 
services said judge pro tern, shall receive four dollars per day from the 
Slate, and four dollars per day from Lhe city of Louisville. The clerk of 
said court shall certify to the Auditor ol the Slate the name of the judge 
pro tern., and the time of his service, and said Auditor shall thereupon 
draw a warrant upon the State Treasurer for the amount of money 7 due 
said judge lor Lhe time he served on the bench at the rate ol four dollars 
per day, and said Treasurer shall pay said warrant. The clerk of said 
court shall also certify to the auditor of the city of Louisville the name 
of the judge pro tern., and the time of his service, and said city auditor 
shall thereupon draw a warrant upon the city treasurer of the city of 
Louisville for the amount of money duo said judge for the time he served 
mi the bench, at the rate of four dollars per day, and said city treasurer 
shall pay said warrant. The amount so paid by the city of Louisville and 
the Slate to the judge pro tem. shall be deducted from the salaries due the 
regular judge by said city and the State respectively, unless the absence 
ol the regular judge is in consequence of his sickness, or unless he has 
been compelled to vacate the bench because of his interest in the matter 
on trial, or because ol his relationship to the accused or to Lhe prosecutor. 
No one shall sit as judge if lie is interested in any matter on trial, or is 
connected with the accused or prosecutor by relationship or marriage. 
No one shall sit as judge in this court in any case in which there lias been 
filed by the accused an affidavit to Lite effect that lie cannot have a fair 
trial, provided that such affidavit be supported by the affidavits of at least 
two credible housekeepers ot the city of Louisville. The judge of this 
court shall never hold his court out of the room provided by the general 
council ns a city court room, unless said room cannot he used. 

§ 6. ine clerk of thi« court shall take the oath, and give the bond re¬ 
quired of a clerk ot the county court. Said bond and t lie requisite surety 
thereon must be approved bj’ the judge of the city eouit. The clerk of 
fluid city court may administer oaths as clerks of county courts may, and 
uc shall be subject to the same fines and penalties to which they are sub¬ 
ject, and for neglect or violations ot duty, lie may he prosecuted and 
punished in the same manner in which they may he prosecuted and pun- 
ts icd. In lieu 0 | ;l || f ee8 un( j emoluments (or his services, lie shall here- 
u ter be allowed a salary by the. general council of the oily of Louisville: 

lovided, however, That he shall not., in any year, draw from the city 
teusury, on account of his own and his deputy’s salary, a sum of money 
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exceeding the amount, of fees earned by him and paid into the treasury by 
or for him, as provided for in tiie 16th section ot this act. If, at the end 
of any year, it appear that said cleric has. in fact, received front the treas- 
nrv on account of his own and his deputy’s salary, a sum of money ex- 
ceedin- the fees earned and paid into the treasury by or for him, then lie 
shall refund to the city treasurer the amount of money received by him 
in excess of his said fees; and if he fail to refund said difference, then lie 
and his sureties or surety shall be liable on his bond tor said sum, and the 
city may sue for the same iri any court of competent jurisdiction. Said 
salary to be allowed said clerk shall be payable out of the city treasury, 
in monthly installments, and shall not exceed thesumof eighteen hundred 
dollars per annum. Said clerk, it he desire it, shall be allowed for one 
deputy such a salary, not exceeding one thousand dollars per annum,a# 
the general council may allow him, and said salary shall he payable 
monthly out of the city treasury. The clerk shall draw from the treasury 
the salary allowed for and to be paid to his deputy, and the amount of 
money thus allowed for and paid to said deputy, shall be charged against 
the clerk in determining, at the end of each year, whether or not helms 
drawn Irom the treasury more money for himself and deputy than he lias 
paid into the treasury from the fees earned and collected by hint, and paid 
by or for him into the city treasury. In case of a vacancy ot said clerks 
office, the judge thereof shall fill it, if the unexpired term be less than one 
yea i- ■ if it be more, he shall appoint someone to fill the office till the next 
general election after the vacancy, at which election a new clerk shall be 
regularly elected as in the first instance. If said, clerk and his deputy 
fail for one week to write in the order book of the court, the orders and 
nroceedings of the court on any day, said clerk shall, on due conviction 
and for the first offense, be fined twenty dollars; and for the second 
offense, the court shall try said clerk for the offense named, and if hobo 
found guilty, the court shall declare his office vacant, and it shall he tilled 
in the manner provided lor above. 

S 7 . The clerk or his deputy may, upon the filing ol an affidavit ciiarp 
ing a party with an offense, issue process against the accused parly, unj 
said process may lie returnable forthwith. The clerk or his deputy 
have authority to issue all appropriate mesne and final process m ««<» 
cognizable by said court or which have been adjudicated. ^ 

8 8. The prosecuting attorney shall take the oath, and come under m 
obligations prescribed by the Constitution and laws for a Commonwealths 
attorney, and bis duties to the city in said court shall be similar to tlios 
of a Commonwealth’s attorney to the circuit court in his circuit; ana i 
all matters before said court ho shall represent the Commonwealth oi ci). 
as the case may be. In lieu of ail fees and emoluments for his services, ue 
shall hereafter be allowed a salary by the general council of the city» 
Louisville: Prv&ded, bmmr. That ho shall not, in any year, draw iron 
the city treasury, on account ot his said salary, a sum of money exceed t 
the amount of fees and commissions earned by him. and collected by «' 
him, and paid into the ciiy treasury as provided for in the 16th section 
this act. If, at the end ol any year, it appear that said prosecuting » ■ 
ney has, in fact, received from the treasury, on account of his salary, id- 
exceeding the fees and commissions earned and paid into the troasm J 

or lor him, then he shall refund to the city treasurer the amount ot J 

received by him in excess of his said fees and commissions; and i 
to refund said difference, then it shall be deducted from tbe msU " 
of salary thereafter due him,and he shall not receive any part of hissao 
until said excess is paid up or allowed as a charge on the salaiy ue 
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by the city. If said excess appear at the expiration of the term of said 
attorney, it shall, like a debt, be recovered from him by the city in any 
court of competent jurisdiction. Said salary to be allowed said attorney 
shall he payable out of the city treasury, in monthly installments, and 
shall not exceed the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000) per annum. 
When said attorney fails to attend court, or to prosecute the parties 
arraigned before it. and when the judge of said court considers the busi¬ 
ness before it requires the attention of a prosecuting attorney, lie shall, 
from the members of the bar present, appoint one to serve as prosecuting 
attorney pro tem. The person so appointed shall take the oath of office 
prescribed for the regular prosecutor, and for his sorviees he shall receive 
such part of the salary of the regular prosecuting attorney as the judge, 
un motion, and alter due notice to the prosecuting attorney, may sum¬ 
marily decide to be fair and reasonable; but the compensation allowed 
said prosecuting attorney pro tem. shall not be estimated at a greater rate 
than five dollars per day. The amount so paid said prosecuting attorney 
shall be deducted from the salary of the regular prosecuting attorney, 
unless said prosecuting attorney is absent or tails to prosecute on account 
of his sickness. 

§ 9. The marshal of said court, before ho enters upon the duties of his 
office, shall take the oaths prescribed lor sheriffs by the Constitution and 
laws of the State. He shall execute a bond, with good security, for the 
faithful discharge of his duties. Said bond must be like the bond which 
is prescribed by law lor sheriffs. The process of said city court shall be 
addressed to, and executed by said marshal, unless the judge cause it to ho 
addressed to a sheriff, constable, or policeman. Said process shall run in 
the name of the Common wealth of Kentucky,, and may go into any county 
of the Commonwealth ; and said marshal may execute it anywhere in the 
Stale, or appoint, by indorsement on the process, a special bailiff to exe¬ 
cute it, and said bailiff’s rights, powers, and fees shall be the same as 
those of tiie marshal. Policemen may summon witnesses; but when they 
do so, the lees collected for such services shall be paid into the city treasury 
solely for tile city's benefit. In lieu of all fees and emoluments for liie 
services, lie shall hereafter be allowed a salary by the general council of 
the city of Louisville : Provided , however , That lie shall not, in any year, 

draw from the city treasury, oil account of his own salary, and tile sal¬ 

aries allowed him for his deputies, a sum of money exceeding the amount 
of fees earned by him and paid into the city treasury by or for him, as 
provided for in the sixteenth section of this act. if, at the end of any 
year, it appear that said marshal lias, in fact, received from the treasury, 
on account of his own salary, and the salaries allowed him for his depu¬ 
ties, a sum of money exceeding the fees earned by him, and paid into the 

treasury by or for him, then lie shall refund to the city treasurer the 
amount ot money received by him in excess of his said fees; and if he 
fail to refund said difference, it shall be deducted from the installments of 
salary thereulter duo him, and he shall not receive any part of the salary 
thereafter due him until said excess is paid up, or allowed as a charge on 
the salary due him by the city. If said excess appear at the expiration 
of tiie term of said marshal, lie and his surety’ or sureties shall be liable 
on his bond for said sum in excess, and the citv may sue for the same in 
any court of competent jurisdiction. Said salary allowed said marshal 
shall be payable out of the city treasury, in monthly installments, and 
shall not exceed the sum of eighteen hundred dollars per annum. Said 
marshal, it lie desire it, shall be allowed to appoint two deputies, subject 
to the approval of the judge; and for each deputy’ he shall be allowed a 
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salary by the general council of said city. Said salary shall be payable 
in monthly installments, and shall not exceed one thousand dollars pur 
annum for each deputy. The marshal shall draw from the treasury the 
salaries allowed for and to be paid to his deputies, and the amount of 
money thus allowed for and paid to said deputies shall be charged against 
the marshal in determining, at the end of each year, whether or not be 
has drawn from the . treasury more money for himself and his deputies 
than he has paid into the treasury Irom the fees earned and collected by 
him and paid by or for him into the city treasury. The marshal shall 
have power and authority’ to take hail when it is fixed by law 01 is in¬ 
dorsed on the writ. He shall he liable on his bond for the official conduct 
of his deputy to the samo extent that a sheriff is liable lor his deputy; and 
such deputy marshals may perform, in the name of the marshal, any of 
his official duties. 

| 10. The general council shall elect an interpreter for the court pro¬ 
vided for herein, and shall, by ordinance, allow 7 him a salary not exceeding 
four hundred dollars per annum. His salary shall be payable out of the 
city treasury in monthly installments. He shall attend said court, and be 
subject to its orders. For a failure to perform his duties, the court may 
remove him, and the general council shall elect another to fill his place. 

§ 11. Unless discharged by authority of law, any person arrested under 
a capias pro fine shall he committed to the work-house, and shall be there 
detained until the judgment against him or her is satisfied by a payment 
ol the fine and costs, or is satisfied by his or her earnings Irom compulsory 
work in or out of said work-house on such wages as the general council 
may allow. Umil the general council otherwise decides, t he time of deten¬ 
tion at the work-house shall, he calculated by allowing the prisoners 75 
cents per day 7 for work. Persons convicted ot petty larceny shall pay 
such fine and he committed to the work-house lor such time as the gen¬ 
eral council may prescribe; hut such fine shall not exceed fifLy dollars, and 
such time shall not exceed three months. All fines and recoveries realized 
in said court, whether the prosecution be in the name of the oily or the 
Commonwealth, shall he paid into the city 7 treasury as a contribution 
toward the expenses of said court. 

§ 12. No order or judgment of this court shall be modified, set aside, or 
annulled except in open court, during the regular hours ot the court, and 
by the judge who tried the case. No order or judgment shall he thus 
modified, set aside, or annulled except on motion duly made in open court, 
and accompanied by 7 the written reasons for said motion; and the grounds 
for modifying, setting aside, or annulling said order or judgment, shall be 
stated briefly, but accurately, by the judge from the bench, and recorded 
by the clerk in the order hook of the court. The judge may, at any time 
and in any 7 place, suspend for twenty-four hours, and no longer, the en¬ 
forcement and execution of any order or judgment. 

§ 13, Appeals shall lie from the decisions of said court to the c ' r coyt 
court in all cases where the amount of the fine imposed is as much asi- 
and is not more than $50; and appeals shall lie from the decisions ol sai 
court to the Court of Appeals when the amount ol the fine imposed is 55 
or more. In cases where a fine of $20 or less is imposed, under an oiti 
nance, the legality of such ordinance may be tested by the city by “ n 
appeal to the Jefferson circuit court, or by the defendant by a writ ° 
prohibition from the Jefferson circuit court: and after a decision has 
rendered in the circuit court as provided for in this section, either thow y 
or the accused may appeal to the Court of Appeals. 
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114: No warrant for the arrest of a person guilty of a misdemeanor in 
said city shall be issued by any one except the clerk of this court or his 
deputy, and no warrant shall be issued by the clerk or his deputy until 
the party desiring the warrant has subscribed and sworn to an affidavit 
showing the facts necessary to constitute the offense charged. If the 
clerk and his deputy refuse to issue a warrant in any case, the party de¬ 
siring the warrant may present his affidavit to the judge in open court, 
accompanied by a motion for a warrant, and the judge may then direct 
ihe clerk to issue the warrant prayed for. 

| 15. Any money paid by a defendant shall be first applied to the pay¬ 
ment of the costs due by him or her, and then the balance of the money, 
if any, shall bo applied to the extinguishment of the fine imposed. 

| 16. The same fees and commissions as are now allowed by law to the 
prosecuting attorney, the clerk, and the marshal of said city court, from 
all sources whatever, shall be charged, taxed, collected, and paid as now 
provided by law ; and said fees and commissions, when thus collected, 
shall, on or before the 10th day of each month, be paid into the treasury 
of ille city of Louisville by the respective officers who have earned and 
collected the same, and an accurate account thereof kept by the treasurer. 
It is hereby made the duty of the cleric of said court, daily, to enter into 
a book, kept by him fir that purpose, a full and complete list and account 
of all the fees, commissions, and fines taxed, levied, assessed, or collected 
in said city 7 court. Said book shall he balanced to the last day of each 
month, and shall be exhibited to the auditor of said city on or before the 
5tli day of ouch succeeding month, and the accuracy of said book shall 
each time be verified by the oath of such clerk; and theauditor shall then 
certify to the treasurer of said city the full amount which shall be due and 
owing to the city on account of the fees, commissions, and fines taxed, 
levied, and assessed as aforesaid on the 10th day oi the month. The book 
hereby directed to be kept by the said clerk ot the city court shall, at all 
times, be open to the inspection of the mayor, auditor, treasurer, or any 
committee ot the general council of the said city, and it is hereby made 
the duty of the attorney, clerk, and marshal of said city court to give to 
said mayor, auditor, treasurer, or committee any information or facts in 
their possession touching the business of said court, and the fees, commis¬ 
sions, and fines taxed, levied, assessed, and collected thereon. 

§17. Witnesses shall not be allowed any fees for attendance on this 
court, unless they live beyond the limits of the city of Louisville. If 
they live outside of said city, they shall be allowed such lees as are allowed 
witnesses in the circuit courts. 

§ 18. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. All acts or 
parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby repealed. 

The amendment proposed by the committee reads as follows, viz : 

Amend by striking out all of section four, after the word “city,’’ in the 
tenth line, and before the word “said,” in the twenty-sixth line of Baid 
section, and insert the following words, to-wit: “ Fifteen hundred dollars 
per annum, payable out of the city' treasury in monthly' installments;

§ I .Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken-, 
tucky , That W. J. Lyle, J. EL Bruce, Geo. W. Welsh, jrGranville Cecil,

name and style of the “ Central Kentucky Fair Association,” and by that

Mr. P. P. Johnston, from the joint special committee to visit the 
Deaf and Dumb Institution at Danville, presented the following re¬ 
port, viz: 

To the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

Your committee respectfully report that, in obedience to your resolution 
directing them to visit the Institution for the Deaf and Dumb at Danville, 
and ascertain and report if its buildings were suitable and adequate to 
meet the just demands on the State in behalf of that class ot unfortunates , 
we arrived the night of the 2d inst., and remained the guost-g.ojEHbe Insti¬ 
tution until the morning of the 4th. 


• .<* 
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While there, we were simply regarded and treated as a small addition to 
their numorous family—ate with the inmates at the same table, visited 
them familiarly in the chapel and school-rooms, and participated in their 
evening amusements, where officers, teachers, pupils, and guests were on 
perfect equality, within certain rules that applied alike to all. It was 
touching and gratifying to observe the kindly home feeling and mutual 
respect and confidence pervading this largo family, bound together bya 
common misfortune. If is impossible to pass laws to secure these results, 
without which a charity is cold and cruel. They can only be had by 
keeping the State charities in charge of self-sacrificing, kindly, pure, hon¬ 
orable, and high-toned ladies and gentlemen—qualities not likely to be 
possessed in a high degree by adepts in political intrigue or legislative 
manipulations. 

The main building, a substantial and imposing structure, contains quar¬ 
ters for officers, teachers, and female pupils. The latter, your committee 
regretted to see, were compelled, by the construction of the building, to be 
occupants in common of very large apartments. The innate modesty of 
woman shrinks from that kind of publicity, and it should be respected, 
The sleeping apartments ought to bo arranged for smaller numbers, where 
the occupants might, at some time, retire to hold communion with the All- 
pervading Power that watches over thorn, and with themselves. 

The dining room, kitchen, and laundry, eacli of which is grossly inade¬ 
quate both in space and appointments, are also in this building. These 
last defects it is proposed to remedy by the erection of an addition for an 
extension of the dining-room for a kitchen, laundry, and engine-room. 

This large building, as are all the others, is supposed to be heated by 
the old-fashioned coal stoves. The consequent variations of temperature 
secure all the time more or less discomfort from that cauRe. Your com¬ 
mittee was forcibly impressed with the necessity for the erection of an 
engine as a basis for economy, comfort, convenience, and cleanliness; for 
beating the various apartments, for laundry purposes, and for a sufficient 
water supply. This last is imperatively demanded at the earliest moment 
by every consideration of prudence. We are paying nn enormous inter¬ 
est on the cost of this safeguard annually by' way of insurance, to say 
nothing of obvious hygienic considerations. We are informed that, yearn 
ago, the Institution acquired the right to use water from a spring, 2,000 
feet distant, which would furnish an inexhaustible supply. 

The accommodations for the boy’s have the appearance of a make-shift, 
which was originally intended to be used only until others more suitable 
could be procured; yet the boys who first occupied the building have 
grown to be old men, and the State has continued to crowd others into it, 
until now, we are reliably informed, that the average breathing space is 
but little over half that allowed to each British soldier in barracks. 
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Appreciating fully the all-pervading spirit of retrenchment and reform, 
your committee examined this venerable edifice with great care, to see in 
what way it could be economically used, and came to the conclusion that 
it ought to be pulled down and the brick and stone used in the construction 
of a now one. 

There can be no question about the urgent necessity for a new building 
for the boys; its extent is, however, a matter of consideration. Your 
committee believe it ought to be for the accommodation of at least one hun¬ 
dred pupils, with apartments for male teachers, rooms for study, and a 
largo hall, to be used not only as a chapel, but for general purposes, such 
as recreation, amusements, Ac., when all the children are brought together. 

We would not recommend the building of a chapel, as an independent 
improvement, though the room now used for that purpose is small and 
otherwise unsuitable, but in connection with other improvements that 
can IK-1 be humanely postponed, we are of the opinion that it ought to be 
built, and that the present chapel can be advantageously used as a study or 
work shop. 

We were impressed with the belief that ample facilities ought to be 
provided for teaching the more advanced pupils certain useful branches of 
mechanics. 

The number of students in attendance the year ending Oct., 1879, was 
86, while the present session of the Institution, under the wise adminis¬ 
tration of its accomplished principal, opened with 115. The increase, of 
course, will not continue at that rate; but wo are satisfied, from all the 
facts and statistics we could gather, that the just demands of that class of 
unfortunates on the State will, at an early day, require accommodations 
for at least two hundred students ; and that a true economy requires that, 
in meeting the pressing wants of the hour, we also make provision for 
those that will come a little later. 

Your committee are of the opinion that $15,000 ought to be appropri¬ 
ated for the erection of an engine, heating arrangements, and the kitchen, 
laundry, and dining-room improvements already suggested, and $25,000 
for the construction of suitable accommodations for the boys, a chapel, &c. 
Such further details as we may have wo will hold ourselves in readiness 

to give on the floors of our respective houses.

§5. That if any court of claims of any county of this Commonwealth 
shall fail or refuse to make provision for the support of the pauper idiots 
in their county, as required by the provisions of section three of this ad, 
the member or members so failing and refusing to make an appropri¬ 
ation therefor shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction 
thereof, shall be fined in a sum not less than fifty nor more than one hun¬ 
dred dollars, recoverable by indictment in the circuit court.

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Your committee made a careful examination of all the wards in the old 
and new buildings, and of the kitchen, the wash-house, and the laundry, 
and find the sanitary condition of them all to be good; the rooms are all 
neat, well ventilated, and a model of cleanliness. 

Your committee saw all the inmates, white and colored, in the Asylum, 
and found them nearly all in a good state of health, neat and clean, well 
clothed and fed, and no evidences < f improper or cruel treatment. 

Your committee also made a careful examination of the books and 
vouchers of the Steward and Receiver, and other books and papers con¬ 
nected with the institution, and failed to find an error in the books, vouch¬ 
ers, or other papers, or any testimony or evidence whatever indicating 
any errors, or that any money had been wrongfully used by the Superin¬ 
tendent, the Commissioners, or any other officers of the institution. 

Your committee concur in the opinion, from an examination of the 
finances of the institution, that a reduction of its expenditures is de¬ 
manded, and that the per capita allowance is too much, as evidenced by 
817,000 now in the hands of the Treasurer of the institution, and should 
be reduced from §200 to §175. 

Your committee is of opinion that the number of employes is too 
great, and the prices paid them are too much, and, in the judgment of 
the committee, the number could reasonably be reduced, and also the 
prices paid them for their services; and that the G-eneral Assembly' may 
know the number of employes, and the prices paid thorn, the committee 
would respectfully ask to have the monthly pay-roll of said institution 
read. 

Your committee further report that the proof indicated that one of the 
members of the Board of Commissioners had failed in the discharge of 
the du y imposed by law in visiting the wards of the Asylum, and recom¬ 
mend that hereafter the Board of Commissioners report any such neglect 
of duty' to the Governor, so that such officer may bo displaced, and the 
position filled by some competent person willing to comply with the re¬ 
quirements of the law. 

It is i he opinion of your committee that the affairs of this institution 
are well managed, and the Superintendant and Commissioners deserve 


very great commendation for their success in making it a first-class Asy’- 
lum.

lour committee would respectfully report that, in 
joint resolution directing us to visit the Kentucky’ Institution lor the Edu¬ 
cation of the Blind at Louisville, and investigate certain charges against 
al Institute, by’ one John R. Magoffin preferred, we did, in the parlor of 


obedience to your 
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the Institution, on the 28th and 29th days of January, 1880, examine all the 
witnesses introduced in support of the charges, including Mr. Magoffin 
him8clf; and also all the witnesses introduced in behalf of the Institution, 
among whom were the Superintendent, the trustees, teachers, and some of 
the pupils of the Institution. Tho testimony taken on both sides wus 
reduced to writing. During the examination of the pupils, all the officers 
and teachers were excluded from the room, and each pupil assured that 
his statements would be received in the strictest confidence. Wo visited 
the workshops in the mechanical department, where work was being done 
by the pupils, and inspected several articles manufactured therein, such as 
mattresses, chairs, brooms, &>■-.; and here we witnessed an interview be- 
tween tho said John R. Magoffin and Dr. David Lasch, wherein tho former 
subjected the latter to a rigid oral examination touching his qualifications 
as instructor in the mechanical department, and as to the best methods of 
manufacturing mattresses, &c.; and while your committee believe that 
Dr. Lasch is an efficient workman in the trades taught in the mechanical 
department, we are of opinion that said Lasch is more interested in tho 
profits of the shop than iu imparting instruction to the pupils in his charge. 
Except as above indicated, your committee find that the charges preferred 
by Mr. Magoffin are not sustained by the weight of tho testimony, even 
when considered in connection with the ex parte affidavits recently taken 
and transmitted to us by said Magoffin. 

In conclusion, your committee beg leave to say that, after a thorough 
examination and investigation of the school and its management, we found 
the buildings and grounds in perfect ordor, the pupils comfortably pro¬ 
vided for, their control paternal and kind, the trustees zealous and effi¬ 
cient, the Superintendent and matron devoted to their charge.

§ I. /?<? it enacted, by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, That the Richmond and Southwestern Railway Company, a corpo¬ 
ration existing under the laws of the State of Virginia, by said corporate 
tntme may contract and bo contracted with; and by that name shall be, 
and is hereby, invested with all the powers, privileges, immunities, and 
franchises of natural persons in acquiring and disposing of all real and 
personal estate which it may be needful to acquire or dispose of in order 
to lacilitate the objects and purposes of this act and of the corporation. 

§2. The said Richmond and Southwestern Railway Company shall be, 
and is hereby, authorized and empowered to locate, construct, build, and 
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complete a railroad, with such number of tracks as said corporation may 
desire; and for that purpose shall be entitled to acquire title to a continu¬ 
ous line of one hundred feet in width of land, with such additionalgrMnd 
as maybe necessary for the use of said road, from any point, they may 
select, on the southeastern boundary line of the State of Kentucky to tint 
city of Louisville, and through said city of Louisville, on such line as may 
be agreed on between said company and the mayor and council of said 
city ? Provided, Said location shall not interfere with the rights and fran¬ 
chises of any other road or roads. And nothing in this grant shall be con¬ 
strued to interfere with the rights of property-holders along said location 
for damages for same, and from said city of Louisville to such point an 
may be selected by said company on the southern boundary line of Ful¬ 
ton county, or on the Mississippi river in the said county of Fulton, in 
the State of Kentucky; and to construct, build, and furnish said railroad 
with all necessary side-tracks, turn-outs, switches, depots, stations, and all 
necessary buildings, erections, and structures for the convenient working 
of said railroad and carrying on its business, and with all the rolling 
stock of every sort and kind, and all other machinery, implements, and 
property the company deem necessary and proper for the proper prosccn- 
tion of its business; and said company shall have power to operate and 
main'ain the same; and for said purposes said company, in its corporate 
capacity, is hereby vested witli all the powers necessary for purchasing, 
acquiring title to. holding, selling, mortgaging, conveying, and transfer¬ 
ring all real, personal, and mixed property which said company may deem 
necessary to the carrying out of the objects of this act, to the same ex¬ 
tent as any natural person or persons, or any other corporation, may exer¬ 
cise, such right of acquisition, holding, and disposing of his, their, or its 
property. 

§ 3. Said corporation is hereby authorized by its agents, surveyors,and 
engineers, to cause such examinations and surveys of the different routes 
aspire necessary to determine which is most suitable for the construction 
of said railroad; and it shall be lawful lor said company to enter upon, 
take possession of, and use all such real estate its may be necessary fortlie 
construction, operation, and maintenance ol said railroad, its depots, side¬ 
tracks, witter stations, engine-houses, machine-shops, and other buildings 
and appendages necessary lor the use of said railroad; and said corpora¬ 
tion may also take and use any earth, timber, gravel, stone, or other 
materials needed lor the construction, maintenance, and repair of stud 
railroad and its appendages and works; and may. by its authorized agents, 
agree with the owners of the land, earth, timber, gravel, stone, or other 
materials wanted for the purchase of the whole, or the use and occupation 
of the real estate, the owners thereof being competent to contract; but it 
the owners, being competent, refuse to contract, or any of them are/flM 
covert, or minors, or non compos, or out of the county in which the prop¬ 
erty wanted is situated, application may be made by the company 01 
agents to a justice of the peace ot such county, who shall issue his war¬ 
rant, directed to the sheriff of such county, requiring him to summon a 
jury of twenty inhabitants of said county, not related or in anywise inter 
ested, to meet on the land or near the property or materials to he vane' 
on a day named in said warrant, not less than ten nor more than tvveiy 
days after issuing same; and if at the time and place any of said J1' 101 
fail -to attend, said sheriff shall forthwith summon as many jurors as tn^ 
with those in attendance, be necessary to make twenty; and from 16 
each party, if present in person or by agent (and if not present, then 
sheriff for the absentees), may strike off four jurors, and the reDoainia 0 
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twelve shall act as the jury of inquest of damages ; and before they act as 
such, said sheriff shall administer to eacli of them an oath or affirmation 
that lie will justly and impartially estimate the value of the property 
which may be taken or appropriated to the use of the company; and if 
the owner or owners of the property so taken shall claim consequential 
damages beyond the value of the properly so taken, said jury, in estimat¬ 
ing such damages, shall take into consideration the benefits resulting to 
the owner from the construction of said railroad by, through, or near the 
property of said owners, but only in extinguishment of said claim for 
consequential damages shall such benefits be estimated; and said jury 
shall reduce their said inquisition to writing, and shall sign and seal the 
same, and it shall then ho returned by’ the slier iff to the clerk of the cir¬ 
cuit court of said county 7 , and it shall he by’ said clerk filed in his office, 
mid shall be confirmed by said court at its next session, if no sufficient 
cause to the contrary be shown; and when confirmed, shall bo recorded 
by said clerk at the expense of said company ; but if set aside, the court

Mr. P. P Johnston, from the joint special committee appointed to 
visit and investigate the management of the Central Lunatic Asy¬ 
lum at Anchorage, submitted the following report, viz: 

To the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

In obedience to yonr resolution, the undersigned visited the Asylum at 
Anchorage, and respectfully submit the following report of the condi* 
and wants of that Institution : 

We arrived there Saturday evening and remained over until Monday 
morning, during which time we had abundant opportunity to observe the 
workings ol the establishment, and were pleased to find a healthy ton, 
pervading the entire management. 

There was that freedom of expression among officers and employees 
and absence of servility, which proved an intelligent appreciation of 
responsibilities and the consciousness that the standard ot merit there 
was dutv faithfully performed. 

These Institutions are exceedingly close corporations, where those in 
authority can wield the power ol an Eastern potentate, and nitty be 
either beneficent rulers, exacting only respectful subordination and luiili- 
ful performance of duty, or petty tyrants, with whom all is discord that 
is not tainted with (awning serv lity. This being true, it is with mutli 
satisfaction that wo testify to the good tone of the Institution 

The successful management of these charities depends quite as tiiucli 
on the manner of men in charge of them as on the laws we may pasnur 
the money we mav appropriate for their support. Ability is not the only 
requisite. Kindly impartiality, and honor that will neither practice or to,- 
eratesubterfuge or meanness, is important, not only tor purposes ol hen l ty 
discipline among employes, but for the influence on the insane, w lose 
quickened perceptions make the cloven loot a cause of constant irritation 
to them, even when successfully concealed Iroin ordinary observation. 

We. however, have no cause for apprehension while the powu o 
appointment and removal is vested in an officer who has so often shntvil 
that he held interest, friendship, and even the dearer ties of family, subor¬ 
dinate to the higher claims of the afflicted and unfortunate; and inn) jot 
with the assurance that this branch of the public service w II be raisin 
the highest standard of efficiency, and that these considerations, ii aoj 
are peculiarly bis.trust, will receive the attention they deserve. ’' uUI1 
this Asylum overcrowded, and emphatically recommend that you at oiiii 
apply such remedy as, in yonr judgment; will best afford immediate to" • 
We, however, suggest taut the result may be reached most eeonomicu ) 
by making the law allowing harmless incurables, whether uituts f 
lunatics, to be sent to the counties from whence they came, conipji sj )| .h 
and by providing that hereafter there shall be no excess ol nuia ij)'" 
any - Asylum, until the others are full also, and that when all aie m 11 . 

excess thereafter shall be divided between the different Institutions aciioi 
ing to their capacity; and by constructing for the Anchorage As} um,J 
cost of ^15 001), a brick building easL of the main building, with i' 10 ™ 
seventy patients, to correspond with one now standing to the wont t» 
main building. It seemed to ns that further relief might bo bad by u i 
the large number of apartments in the basements of the buildings, '' 
could be done at a trifling expense ; the heating pipes, already locate d 
obviating the only serious difficulty—that of dampness that occur 1 
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our minds; but wo found this to be a question about which doctors differed , 
therefore, cannot insist upon the correctness of our judgment The Board 
of Commissioners and officers earnestly ask for appropriations to replace 
the wooden structures for the use of patients by suitable brick buildings; 
and while your Committee recognize the importance and justice of their 
request, we are of the opinion that the expense, which is estimated at 
§40,000, can be deferred ; though the danger of fire, and the consequent 
loss of life, entitles this question to your earnest consideration, and gives 
the zealous member an opportunity to change his programme, and move 
for an increase of the appropriation wo recommend, instead of a diminu¬ 


tion of it. 

When we were there, it required four mules to pull the spring-wagon, 
with your Committee on board, from the depot to the Asylum, one and a 
half miles; and it would have required twice that number to have hauled 
an ordinary two horse wagon load over the same road. The land-owners 
have agreed to give the Stale the right of way to a point on the railroad 
seven eighths of a mile distant. With the labor the Asylum can furnish 
it will cost, we think, at least $4,001) to macadamize and fence the road. 
We recommend the appropriation of that sum for that purpose. And fo.r 
fencing on the farm, $1,000; for furniture, including bedding, carpets, &c., 
§2,01)0; for the erection of a blacksmith shop, $350; and for roofing the 
farm-house, represented to us to need roofing, $150. 

Lust year tlie Board of Commissioners ordered the building of a reser¬ 
voir, which, in the judgment of your Committee, was an indispensable 
improvement but, owing to unforeseen difficulties met with in the course 
of its construction,'they now find themselves short of $5,500 necessary to 
finish paying for the work. While we think it unfortunate that they 
should have miscalculated, and exceeded their resources to this extent, we 
nevertheless believe that they acted according to their highest judgment, 
and for the best interests of the State, and that the deficiency ought to he 
supplied. 


They have also contracted a debt of $0,500 for machinery, pipes, &e., to 
establish a “fire service.” This was done with .the full knowledge that it 
could not he paid for without un appropriation for the purpose though 
we incline to the belief that the erection of this machinery will be a wise 
precaution, and submit a letter herewith, from a civil engineer to the 
President of the Board, in support of that belief, we deprecate the ex¬ 
penditure under the circumstances. 

L it is conceded that the trustees of the State charities have the right 
to spend not only the fund given to carry them on, hut any further sums 
they may deem necessary, then the Legislature has only to perform for 
them the simple duty of auditing their accounts. The material in ques¬ 
tion is worth much more now than it was when it was contracted lor. and 
Hs purchase as a business transaction seems to have been promotive ol the 
States interest. 


W e recommend the appropriation, though protest that it shall not be 
ttiKcn as a precedent. 

1 here is a tract ol land adjoining the Asylum farm which the Superin¬ 
tendent and Board of 'ominissioners think the State ought to own. It 
contains about 125 acres, and its value is estimated at $10,000. Tour 
vommitteo are unwilling to recommend its purchase at this time.

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4th. If this service were to be contracted for now with the increase in 
cost of material and labor, the water pipe would cost about fifty per cent, 
more, and the machinery about thirty per cent, more than tire prices at 
which the cohtracts were made. 

5th. As to the propriety and need of a fire service, there can, in my 
judgment, be but one opinion, which is, that the providing ol such protect¬ 
ing appliances, is an absolutely imperative duty on the part, of those who 
are charged with the care for and preservation of so large a number of 
helpless people as are confined in the Institution of which you are the 
chief officer. No public institution should be erected with as much com¬ 
bustible material in and about it as is in the Asylum at Anchorage; but 
since it has been constructed with wood-floors and timber-roof construc¬ 
tion, and filled with a large number of helpless, feeble-minded, and 
demented people, so inexpensive and simple an appliance as the placing at 
the command of the officers in charge an abundant supply of water and 
the needful machinery for an efficient fire protection, should not and can 
not be regarded as being anything but an absolute necessity, on humanita¬ 
rian grounds alone. 

When viewed as a business proposition simply, it will be found that the 
introduction of an efficient fire service will enable the insurance of the 
buildings at a reduction of rate equal to a fair interest on the cost of the 
service.

pharmacy. Graduates in pharmacy arc such as have obtained a diploma 
from a regularly incorporated college of pharmacy. Practicing pharma¬ 
cists are such persons as, at or prior to the passage of this act, have kept 
and continue to keep open shops for compounding and dispensing the 
proscriptions of medical practitioners, and for the retailing of drugs and 
medicines, and such other persons who, after the passage of this act, shall 
have declared their intentions, in writing, to open a shop for compound¬ 
ing and dispensing the prescriptions of medical practitioners, and for re¬ 
tailing drugs and medicines, shall have had at least three (3) years 
practical experience in the business, and shall have passed a satisfactory 
examination before the State Board of Pharmacy. Practicing assistants 
in pharmacy are such persons as shall have served five years immediately 
preceding the passage of this act in a shop or shops where the prescrip¬ 
tions of medical practitioners are compounded, and such other persons as 
have served three years’ apprenticeship in a shop or shops where the 
prescriptions of medical practitioners are compounded, and shall have 
passed a satisfactory examination before the State Board of Pharmacy. 

§3. The Slate Board of Pharmacy shall consist of seven members. 
The present Board appointed by the Governor July, 1879, shall constitute 
the first Board of Pharmacy under this act; and on the first Monday of 
July, eighteen hundred and eighty two (1882), and of every third year 
thereafter, the Governor shall appoint the State Board of Pharmacy from 
the registered pharmacists of the State, the Louisville College of Phar¬ 
macy to recommend to ihe Governor ten persons, members of said Col¬ 
lege of Pharmacy, four of whom shall be appointed on the State Board of 
Pharmacy.

I urn unable to find any satis¬ 
factory explanation of why this company has enjoyed such an immunity 
from taxation.

Mr. Griffith presented the following letter from Gen. D. C. Buell 
in regard to the repeal of the charter of the Green and Barren River 
Navigation Company : 

Airdrie, March 5lh, 1880. 

Hon. Clinton Griffith, Frankfort , Ky.: 

Dear Sir : An exact parallel to the charter of the Green and Barren 
River ^Navigation Company' cannot, I venture to say, be found in the 
records of legislation in the United States. I have felt constrained to 
believe that certain judicial decisions to which the Company refer osten¬ 
tatiously in defense of their tenure under that act, are inconclusive for 
that object, and I beg you to allow me to state some of the grounds for that 
belief. It is to be said, at the same time, that the decisions were ren¬ 
dered at an early period in the Company’s operations, upon a particular 
presentation of the matter, differing somewhat from the view which ten 
additional years of practical demonstration have perhaps made more ap¬ 
parent. 

1 need not cite authorities to show that the principle of equality, 1 
which underlies the whole fabric of government in this country, has a 
practical meaning, and an actual application in the relations of the citizen 
to bis neighbor and to the bodv-politic. The Constitution of Kentucky 
makes a positive assertion of it; 
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“AH persons, when they form a Roeial compact are equal, and no man 
or set of men are entitled to exclusive separate emoluments or privileges 
from the community, but in consideration of' public services.” 

A man may, indeed, receive from the State emoluments and privileges 
not enjoyed by other members of the community. lie does this, however, 
not as the result of a loose bartering by the State of privileges for indefi¬ 
nite services, but by virtue of certain offices to which ali citizens may 
aspire, to which certain emoluments and considerations attach, or the 
duties of which demand an exemption from some other obligations of 
the citizen; and there must be an evident fitness in the emoluments or 
privileges as well as in the services. Civil officers may by law be 
exempted from military service, and soldiers from certain civil duties, 
because the general welfare requires that the two necessary functions 
shall nob be crippled by withdrawing the executors appointed over them. 
Physicians, Ministers of the Gospel, and perhaps other persons, may also bo 
exempted from certain duties of citizens generally, because of the special 
duties which they have assumed toward society, and in which society 
recognizes a certain value. A man is, of course, to be paid for what he 
is hired to do in a business way, and eminent past services to the public 
may receive any usual recognition by the SLate, that public senti¬ 
ment approves as an act of justice or an expression of gratitude, and 
that is not incompatible with the rights of individuals and the welfare of 
the community. But the indefinite compensation out of the public treas¬ 
ury, or out of the interests of the community, of a person for indefi¬ 
nite and speculative services, is a thing not known to the Constitution; 
and the establishment of unequal relations between citizens, whereby 
one, in the lawful use of his property and labor, and in the pursuit of the 
same legitimate business, is made to pay into the pocket of another 
specially privileged, a tax which gives to the latter an absolute monopoly 
of the particular business, on whatever pretense, is a monstrous perversion 
of its intent. Ibis is precisely what the charter of the Green and Barren 
Navigation Company' does. It is immaterial in principle, that the actual 
value of the pretended public service has been wholly misrepresented, 
and the value of the privilege kept out of view; or that a careful scrutiny, 
when the time comes, will show, them to be in the ratio of not more than 
860,000 to WOO,000. 

fhis general assertion of equal rights in the Constitution of Kentucky 
finds a special recognition everywhere in this country, in the use of 
navigable rivers, which are universally acknowledged to belong inalien¬ 
ably to the community, and to bo equally free to all citizens. 

ft is a notorious fact not to be disputed that, since tiie date of its

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many millions of dollars to the wealth of the State. These results 
easily comprehended, when it is considered that, taking their own dal* 
as given two years ago, the entire use of the navigation costs theComnanv 
§2,500 a year, while a person who would enter into full competition with 
them, in the Packet trade alone, must pay them §44,500 a year for t| le 
privilege; and one who would enter into a similar competition for 700. 
000 bushels of the coal trade, must pay them §7 800, before ho can roacii 
the same market. A similar result will follow their invasion of other 
branches of business on the rivers—the tobacco trade, for example—with 
this further disadvantage to the competitor, that to the monopoly of the 
carrying business is to be added the power of unlimited extortion in 
freights. And it must be evident that were the tolls no more than one 
twentieth of what they are. that sum, taken from the competitor and 
given to the Company, would be sufficient to produce the same result. 
In the ordinary course of business management, the scales will turnin' 
favor of the competitor who has even the slightest advantage. 

H is thus that the charter violates a groat principle and the Constitution 
of Kentucky; and by the same means it violates as well the Constitution 
of the United States. It provides the machinery 7 by which the corpo¬ 
ration actually regulates commerce between Kentucky and other .States 
by way of Green river. We must not allow the seeming incredibility of 
such a proposition to blind us to its positive truth. 

The Constitution gives to the United States “the power to regulate 
commerce/’ and thereby precludes any other authority from regulating or 
hindering it. The States may facilitate it by the improvement of rivers 
and harbors which the General Government fails to improve; but they 
are not thereby clothed with a power which the Constitution has lodged 
in the General Government, or authorized on any plea to establish regula¬ 
tions which hinder the use of navigable rivers by all citizens on equal 
terms. The charter of the Navigation Company 7 does this effectually in 
regard to Green river. It empowers the Company to exclude all boats 
beside its own, and thus, at the same time, to decide what points shall 
have commercial relations with Kentucky through Green river. These, 
it is to be observed, are not speculative views, but actual results. 

I he charter in this way not only violates the general provision of the 
Constitution concerning the regulation of commerce, but it violates one of 
its special provisions for the same object. It would seem that the general 
assignment to Congress of the power to regulate commerce should have 
been sufficient, hut the Constitution goes further by specially prohibiting 
the States from doing certain things which belong to the same general 
subject. They are forbid to “ lay imposts,” or “any duty on tonnage," 
because these are matters affecting commerce, the regulation of which 
belongs exclusively 7 to the General Government. The Constitution and 
tire Courts have made some exceptions to an invariable application of 
these prohibitions. They could not say that imposts are not “imposts,’ 
or that taxes laid upon vessels according to their tonnage capacity are 
not “duties on tonnage.” But the Constitution itself sanctions an exeep 7 
tion to the first r.ulo, when the impost is confined strictly to the 
object ot “executing inspection laws," and the Courts have decided 
with reference to the second, in substance, that when the tonnage duly 
is confined properly to the object of keeping up improvements designed 
to facilitate, and does not hinder commerce, it is not unconstitutional. 
But when the imposts or tonnage duties pass these limits, they must be 
regarded as eomingwithin theconstitutional prohibition. It does notalter 
the case that the toll or tonnage duty is assessed for the ostensible object 
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of keeping up the improvements. The regulation must be judged by its 
practical effect. 

The principles involved in these crude expressions dispose of the whole 
pretended claim of “ vested rights,” and of a “contract.” If the charter 
may be called a “contract,” the “obligation” necessary to give it 
validity is wanting; and where is the authority to be found for the 
claim that the right of the community to its navigable rivers, or any 
other public right, may be taken away and “vested” in an individual 
or corporation ? A party may have an equitable claim upon the 
community for having improved a navigable river, but it can have no 
"vested right” in the river; and when the question of remuneration 
comes to be tried in this case, it will-most assuredly be found that the 
equity of it is on the side of the public, that have been injured, and 
against the corporation that invested nothing, and has profited by the 
injury. 

It is proper to add that all of these constitutional questions have 
been alluded to in newspapers and pamphlets, with exactly contrary 
conclusions, by Judge W. FI. Payne, a member of the Company from its 
origin, who is understood to have been the author of the charter, and 
was a member of the Senate when it was passed. 

I will not, at this time, dwell upon other peculiar features affecting the 
character of the charter: the false assumption in its preamble; the 
exorbitant tolls, evidently designed to prevent competition; the special 
exemption of the Company from the responsibility of common carriers 
under the common law ; and the unmeaning and delusive bond, whereby, 
"In consideration of the undisturbed possession,” &c., for thirty years, 
certain signers, claiming to own property worth various sums, ranging 
from two thousand five hundred dollars to sixty thousand dollars, 
amounting in the aggregate to about one hundred and seventy thousand 
dollars, “accept” the line of navigation, &c., “and as a Company,” 
which had neither money nor property, “are bound in the penal sum 
of five hundred thousand dollars,” to perform supposed duties, and 
to return to the State certain things of which no inventory was ever 
exchanged or examination made, “in as good order” as at the date 
of the act, and of which it is now claimed that one entire dam was 
at the time about to be carried away. 

I did not start out to encumber this letter with the citation of cor¬ 
roborative judicial decisions; but my attention has been drawn to a 
decision of the Supreme Court of the United States, reported from 
Washington City on the 2 d instant, in the case No. 170 —Eben New¬ 
ton et al, plaintiffs in error, vs. Board of Commissioners of Mahoning 
county, in error to the Supreme Court of Ohio, of which an abstract 
appears in the Courier-Journal of the 3 d instant, and which seems to 
have an important bearing on the question of a contract as claimed 
v the Navigation Company. “This was an action to enjoin the 
removal of the county seat of Mahoning county from Canfield to 
oungstown, Ohio, on the ground that the State had entered into acon- 
ract with citizens of the former town to establish and keep the county 
seat there if the citizens would donate lands and subscribe money for 
ie erection of public buildings. The Supreme Court of the United 
tates holds that it was not competent for the State to enter into 
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such a contract as that alleged in this case, where the statute embod- 
ing the alleged contract was a public law relating to a public subject" 
and involving a public right, and [where the] public welfare of the 
entire community is affected by it, and that a subsequent Legislatur 
could remove the county seat if considerations of public welfare 
manded such action.” 

This decision seems to cover completely one of the vital questions 
involved in the charter of the Green and Barren River Navigation 
Company, and there can be no doubt as to the action which “con¬ 
siderations of the public welfare demand” in regard to that charter 
Not behind this demand of the public interest—never separable from it 

—stands the fundamental principle of republican institutions_the 

equal rights of the citizen. Neither of the two can be satisfied in this 
case, without the total abrogation of the act which day by day tramples 
upon both.

There remains of the revenue of 1879 uncollected, 8681,578 63. 

There are pending thirty-three suits against delinquent sheriffs, brought 
neo the year 1874. Much of this large sum outstanding might have 
,en collected, perhaps, by proper proceedings. But it seems to have 
son the habit of past Legislatures to release sheriffs and their sureties 
om their obligations to the State, almost without stint or reason, upon 
e more asking; and I regret to see that the present Legislature seems 
sposed to pursue the same course.

§6. The keeper of llio penitentiary shall cause to bo mado duplicate 
descriptive lists of each convict furnished under the provisions of this act 
which shall be signed by said keeper and the president of said Board, one

§ 7. The Board of Internal Improvement shall employ and use the con¬ 
victs so furnished and received in constructing looks and dams upon the 
rivers of the Stale—first repairing the existing locks and dams thereon 
and then in building such additional dams and locks as will most speedily 
and cheaply bring into market the mineral and timber wealth of the 
State. 

§8. The Board of Internal Improvement may purchase or rent,or if 
need he, may condemn, in the name of the Commonwealth, by writ of 
ad quod damnum, lands and necessary materials for said works, and for 
controlling and operating the same. 

§ 9. That it shall be the duty of said Board, and the agents employed 
by said Board, to exercise a careful oversight over the prisoners thus 
employed, to hire necessary guards to prevent escapes, to attend to the 
health and comfort of the prisoners, and see that they are kept employed, 
but not overworked. 

§ 10. The said Board shall have as full power and control over the con¬ 
victs under their care as the keeper of the penitentiary has over those 
confined therein; and the law as to convicts in the penitentiary shall 
apply to thoso employed under the provisions of this act; and if any 
person or persons, not convicts, shall knowingly and willfully aid, abet, 
advise or assist any convict, employed under the provisions of this act,in 
escape or attempt to escape, or to resist the authority of said Board or the 
guards employed by said Board, shall he deemed guilty of felony, and, 
upon conviction, by any court of competent jurisdiction, shall be confined 
in the penitentiary for not less than one nor more than five years, at the 
discretion of the jury. 

§ 11. In selecting convicts for work, under the provisions of this act, 
care being had as to their fitness therefor, preference shall be given to 
those who manifest a disposition to reform; and the convict or convicts 
may, by his or their faithful service and general good conduct while thus 
employed, shorten his or their sentence one fourth, whi h shall be allowed 
to him or them by the Board; and each convict thus sorving and thus 
conducting himself shall, at the expiration of his service, reeoive from 
the Governor a certificate which shall restore him to allot' the rights of 
citizenship as fully as if ho had never been convicted of crime. 

§12. Be it further enacted, That, in order to afford employment to tbe 
unemployed citizens of the State, tire said Board may employ such upon 
the works herein provided for, and to he paid out of the funds herein 
appropriated. 

§ 13. The Board shall fix the tolls on said rivers, subject to legislative 
regulation, and shall see that said lolls, after deducting repairs and wages, 
are paid into the Treasury of the State, monthly or quarterly, as they inay 
determine. 

§14. The president of the Board shall make a full and minute report 
of all work done, and of all moneys received and disbursed by T said Board, 
annually to the Governor, who shall lay the same before the Legislatin') 
at its next meeting.

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. nnnum, for two years, is hereby appropriated, out of any money in 
the Treasury not otherwise appropriated ; and the Auditor of Public

We file herewith a list of stocks owned by the State in turnpike roads, 
and showing the amount of dividends received from each. 

We have no means of ascertaining the cash value of the stocks, except 
bv taking the dividends as a basis, and in so doing, wo find the State re¬ 
ceives dividends about equal to six per cent, per annum on 1500,000. 
From the best information received, we are of theopinion that Some of the 
stocks will continue to increase in value, while in others, we may reasona¬ 
bly expect a decline, and on the whole, we can not approximate the cash 
value better than to place it at the above named sum of $500,000. 

As to tho dividend-paying stocks, your Committee would make the fol¬ 
lowing recommendations : 

That tho Commissioners of the Sinking Fund be directed to sell tho 
stopk in any one of the said roads, provided the amount realized from 
said sale, if placed at 6 per cent, interest, would yield an income to the 
State equal to that now received as dividends from the stock so sold; 

We also recommend that the said Commissioners he directed to sell the 
stock in the following named roads to the highest, and best bidder in the 
manner in which it may seem best in their judgment: Bardstown and 
Green River ; Green County and Taylor County ; Lebanon, Springfield and 
New Market; Springfield and Bardstown. 

the amount of stock owned by the State in these roads, your Commit¬ 
tee have been unable to ascertain—no dividends having been received 
trom cither road for a number of years. Wo are, however, informed that 
the stock is not entirely valueless. We therefore suggest its immediate 
sale. 

In regard to the 406 shares of 8100 each, owned by the State in the 
™'k Louisville, we express the opinion that the State should not sell, 
flie stock is now worth 70 cents to the dollar, with every prospect for an 
increase in value. 

We further recommend that tho Commissioners of the Sinking Fund be 
authorized to employ a suitable and competent person to visit every turn- 
pue road in which the State has stock, examine the books, and into the 
a airs and management of each company, and make report of same, which 
import said Commissioners shall file, and make a part of their report to 
ie next General Assembly of this Commonwealth.

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Mr. Gathright read and laid on the table the following joint resole, 
tion, viz: 

Whereas, The present building belonging to the United Spiles in tli e 
city of Louisville, in which are tho post-office, pension-office, collector of 
revenue, surveyor, United States district and circuit courts, and oilier 
offices, is wholly inadequate and unsuited for the growing business of the 
city, and being inconvenient lor many of the most important offices—the 
courts being forced into the third story and into apartments wholly 
unsuited for tho purpose—and no one of the many offices confined in this 
small building has sufficient room to properly keep the records and do 
the business of the office; the entire building not having capacity for 
more than one third the offices now in it; and whereas, Kentucky, and 
especially tho district in which the city of Louisville is situated, arc 
among the largest revenue paying districts in the Union ; and whereas, no 
other city of equal amount of Government business, located in any State 
from which so large revenue is derived by the Government of tho United 
States, but has far superior buildings and better accommodation for the 
officers; now, therefore, 

Resolved, by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
That the Congress of the United Slates be, and it is hereby, requested to 
make an appropriation for Government buildings at Louisville that will 
furnish suitable accommodations for the rapidly increasing business of the 
State and district; that the Governor be requested to forward a copyot 
this resolution to each of our Representatives and Senators in Congi'es*, 
with the request that they urge this matter upon the proper committee.

Hon. James E. Cantrill, Lieutenant Governor: 

Your committee have had under consideration the following resolution 
with instructions to report to the Senate at an early day the legal force 
and effect, if any, said resolution would have if passed, to-wit: 
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uBe it resolved by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky , 
That the Governor bo, and lie is hereby, requested to forthwith remove 
Irom office J. W. South, Keeper of the Penitentiary, and ho is hereby 
authorized and empowered to appoint one or more persons to take charge 
of the Penitentiary, the public property therein, and the convicts, until 
[lieLegislature can provido by law for the regulation thereof.” 

As the resolution confers no power on the Governor to do what it 
requests, any legal force or effect it would have, if passed, must be by 
virtue of section 13 of chapter 85 of the General Statutes, which pro¬ 
vides, that “if the Keeper of the Penitentiary fail or refuse to comply 
with the obligations imposed on him by this chapter, or shall be guilty of 
any malfeasance in office, the Governor shall have full power, and it shall 
bo his duty, to remove him forthwith.” 

The power of removal is evidently contingent upon a violation by the 
Keeper of the obligations imposed on him by' chapter 85 of the General 
Statutes, or lor malfeasance in office, and cannot he exercised in obedience 
to a legislative mandate, or at the discretion of the Executive. Removal 
is provided us one. of the punishments for the offenses named, and before 
it can be inflicted, guilt must he regularly and legally established by a 
direct procedure in the courts, with the opportunity for defense and proof, 
and a judicial determination hud thereon. 

The question of guilt or innocence upon which any action of the char¬ 
acter contemplated must bo based, involves the ascertainment of facts 
and law, the constitutionality of law, and legal right, which may result in 
a decision terminating that right, and cannot bo legally arrived at in any 
other than a direct proceeding against the party. 

The House of Representatives havo the power to impeach civil officers 
for any misdemeanor in office, though this power does not prevent indict¬ 
ment, trial, and punishment for the same or any other offense by 7 law. 

Wo think the provisions of the Constitution and tho law, as laid down 
in the case of the Commonwealth vs. Jones (10 Bush), and the cases 
therein referred to. sustain our opinion that the resolution would not 
have any legal force and effect if passed, and are in harmony with the 
reasons we have given for that opinion.

^d evaded by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, All railroad companies doing business in this State, whether upon 
lines ot railroad owned or leased by them, shall cause to be posted, in n 
conspicuous place, in the public office of all of their, freight and passenger 
depots, and to keep continuously posted, a schedule of the maximum rate 
ot freight allowed to becharged by law upon their respective lines of road, 
and a copy of this act, and between their respective stations; and shall 
also keep, in like manner, posted a schedule of the rates of freight actually 
charged, and a copy ot this act. These schedules and a copy of this act 
shall be printed in plain type, and placod-whero they can be conveniently 
examined by the public. 

§ 2. For a, failure to comply with this act, and to post said schedule and 
a copy ot this act as herein directed, companies so failing, and the presi¬ 
dent and superintendent of sa^d companies, shall each be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and. upon conviction thereof, shall be fined one hundred 
o lars for each offense; and the failure to so post said schedule and a 
copy or this act shall be a distinct and separate offense for elicli depot 
omitted. 

. § ^b° publication, as aforesaid, of a rate of freight exceeding tM 

allowed by law shall be a misdemeanor on the part of' the company, and 
ot Us president and superintendent and directors, and, upon conviction 
thereof, they shall each be fined one hundred dollars for each depot in 
which such false publication is made. 
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§4. If any railroad company shall charge a greater rate of freight than 
allowed by law, or than the regular schedule rate, it shall, upon convic¬ 
tion, be fined one hundred dollars, and the agent making the charge, and 
also'the agent collecting su-ch excessive charge, shall be guilty of a misde¬ 
meanor, and, upon conviction, be eacli fined not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 

§5. The offenses denounced in this act shall be prosecuted by indict¬ 
ment in the circuit courts and courts of like jurisdiction ; and for offenses 
mentioned in the 2d and 3d sections, the court sitting in the county in 
which the depot is situated where the offense is charged to have been 
committed, shall have jurisdiction ; and for the offense mentioned in the 
4th section, the courts sitting in the county in which the depot is situate 
from which the freight is sent, and the county in which the depot is 
situate to which the freight is sent, shali have concurrent jurisdiction.

Hon. Jas. E. Cantrill, Lieutenant Governor and Speaker of the Senate: 

I return you a bill without my signature, entitled, “An net toamend 
section nineteen, chapter forty-two, of the General Statutes.” It is 
intended by this proposed act to change the law relating to ferries in the 
countv of Hancock. I believe the present law upon this subject is just 
and proper, and gives ample protection to the owners of forries through¬ 
out the State. By the present law no one is allowed, for fee or reward, 
to transport any person or thing across the Ohio river within a mile and 
a half of an established ferrv, and this is right ; but if this bill should 
become a law, all persons in Haneock county would be subject to a fine of 
not less than five or more than twenty-five dollars if they even took a 
neighbor or a party of friends upon a pleasure excursion across the Ohio 
river, without fee or reward, in their own boats, if they happened to lire 
within a mile and a half of a terry. Such a law would be repugnant to all 
neighborhood hospitality and social intercourse. Such a law, if proposed 
for the whole State, would not be countenanced, and it seems to me that 
it would be almost as proper to pass a bill forbidding gentlemen to enter¬ 
tain friends, free of expense, within a mile and a half of a hotel, lor fear 
it might decrease the profits of the landlord. Entertaining those views, 
I return you the bill with my objections to its passage.

and the defendant in such suit leaves the State, or so conceals himself that 
process cannot be served upon him, may, by order of tho court in which 
the suit is pending, be constructively served upon the return of the proper 
officer that the defendant is said to be a non-resident of tho State, or has 
lelt the same, or so conceals himself that the process cannot be served, or 
upon affidavit of the mother of the child to the same effect; whereupon, 
after the lapse of twenty days from such constructive service, the trial 
shall proceed (each party being otherwise ready to try) to judgment as 
in other civil eases, and the judgmont enforced out of any property the 
defendant may have, within the limits of this State, by ordinary execu¬ 
tion or fi. fa., in the name of tho Commonwealth of Kentucky, for the 
benefit of the mother of tho bastard, if the mother be living; if not, for 
the use of tho child. 

§ 2. Be it further enacted, That execution as aforesaid may issue on said 
judgment from time to time, on the motion of tho mother or her repre¬ 
sentative or attorney, until the judgment is satisfied.

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Said bills having been signed by the Speaker of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, the Speaker of the Senate affixed his signature thereto 
and they were delivered to the committee to be presented to the 
Governor for his approval and signature. 

After a short time, Mr. Megibben reported that the committee had 
performed that duty.

the order named: 1. Public works prosecuted in whole or part by the 
State. 2. Public works prosecuted in whole or part by the General 
Government. 3. The construction of railroads, canals, water-ways, levees, 
macadam, gravel, or other turnpike roads. 4. ’In mines: Provided, That 
no one convicted of murder, rape, attempt at rape, or arson, shall he so 
let or hired; and that no convict shall be worked within the corporate 
limits of any city or town, except upon work designated under the first 
and second heads. 

§ 2. The letting shall be advertised by said Board in two newspapers in 
the city of Louisville, and one each in Frankfort, Lexington, Covington, 
Newport, Maysville, Catlettsburg, Bowling Green, Hopkinsville, and 
Paducah for three weeks prior to the letting. The advertisement shall 
specify the number of men whose labor is to be let, the length of time, 
which shall not exceed five years nor be less than two years, as also the 
work upon which they can be employed as hereinbefore set forth. Each 
bid shall specify the price proposed to be paid for the labor, per capita it 
in gross, per annum, for any number staled, and the work upon wlrcli 
they will be employed : Provided, That unless otherwise stipulated in the 
contract, the contractor may employ them upon any other of the classes 
of work than that for which they were let. Each bid shall be accompa¬ 
nied by a bond, with sureties, to an amount double that of the proposed 
contract price, to the satisfaction of the Board, that if his bid shall be 
accepted the bidder will comply with the terms thereof. The bids shal

A message in writing was received from the Governor by Mr. Cor¬ 
bett, Private Secretary. 

Said message was taken up and read as follows, viz: 


State of Kentucky, Executive Department, 

Frankfort, April 6th, 1880. 


Hon. Jas. E. Cantrill, Lieutenant Governor and Speaker of the Senate: 

I deem it proper, through you, to submit the following communica¬ 
tion to the General Assembly of the State of Kentucky: 

In pursuance of your action providing for the reorganization of the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College, I appointed the twelve trustees 
who were confirmed by the Senate. Committees for both branches of 
the Legislature were then appointed by you to goto Lexington, and 
confer with the trustees and investigate the condition and necessities of 
the College. Having been by your act made Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, I went with your committees to Lexington, and there organ¬ 
ized the board, and with the trustees and members of the committees 
visited the college and its grounds, conferred with its president and its 
other officers, and fully investigated its situation and affairs. It was the 
unanimous conclusion of the trustees that, in order to place this institu¬ 
tion on a successful basis, it was necessary for the State to supplement 
the aid already furnished by the General Government, by makings 
reasonable provision for its current annual expenses. After conference 
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raising this annual fund, and the amount thereof, it seemed to be gen- 
er ally conceded that it should be raised by an annual tax, and that the 
amount should be one cent, on the one hundred dollars of taxable prop¬ 
erty for the first year, three quarters of a cent for the second year, and 
one half a cent on the one hundred dollars each succeeding year there¬ 
after, . 

1 have not time now to state the character and extent of the investi¬ 
gation which led your representatives to this conclusion. It would 
seem sufficient that they were chosen by you for that purpose from all 
parts of the State, and were intelligent and representative men, and had 
no motive except to advance the interest of the State. I concurred 
with them in the conclusion reached, and deem it a matter of so much 
moment to the State that this institution of learning, which is the only 
one controlled by the State, shall be placed in a position in which every 
citizen shall feel an interest, and of which we shall all feel proud, that I 
feel it to be my duty to recommend the passage at once of some act 
giving substantially the relief already indicated herein. 

In the provisions made by the Government and the city of Lex¬ 
ington and county of Fayette, we now have the foundation for a uni¬ 
versity which, if properly nurtured and sustained by the State, will 
eventually take rank with the other leading universities of the country, 
and place Kentucky where she belongs in the cause of education. Up 
to this time we are behind ; and the provisions I now ask you to make 
fall far short of the provisions now being made by Virginia and many 
other States for similar institutions. We cannot afford to take a narrow 
view of this subject. On every hand around us our colleges have had 
a downward tendency for years past. The guaranty that this college 
should have for success is, that every citizen in the State has a personal 
interest in it. 

This State, and our country at large, seems to have entered on a new 
career of prosperity. All branches of business are reviving, and with 
increase of trade will come increase of capital and wealth. 

These blessings cannot be permanent, nor add materially to the hap¬ 
piness of our people, unless the cause of education keeps pace with 
them. There is great danger that, unless the proposed aid is furnished, 
the nucleus we now have not being self sustaining, will dwindle into 
such proportions as to make 'the institution of little or no practical 
value. If so, what we now have will be in effect thrown away, for no

Mr. Adair, from the Joint Special Committee appointed to visit the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College, submitted the following report 
viz : 

To the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky : 

The undersigned joint committee, appointed to visit the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College by resolution of the General Assembly, to ascer¬ 
tain and report the present condition of the College, its necessities,&c., 
beg leave to submit the following as the result of our visit and investiga¬ 
tion : 

We visited the College on the 25th ultimo, in company with his Excel¬ 
lency the Governor, who is, ex-officio , Chairman of the Board of Trustees, 
a majority of whom were also present, and found 137 students in attend¬ 
ance, but being taught in the old College buildings at Woodlands,which 
are wholly insufficient to accommodate so many Btudents; and, besides, 
the said buildings and ground belong to the Kentucky University, and 
their present occupancy by the College is by virtue of a contract with the 
University which expires with the present school year. The discipline 
and proficiency of the students, under the efficient management and con¬ 
trol of the competent and energetic President of the College, Prof. James 
K. Patterson, and his corps of able assistants, we found to bo all that 
could be desired, and more than could reasonably be expected under 
existing conditions. 

The College has a tract of fifty-two acres of land, in the suburbs of 
Lexington, donated by said city, and on which it is proposed to erect the 
new College buildings, which proposed site your committee also visited, 
and which we deem quite eligible for the purposes intended, presentingns 
it does an elevated, picturesque, and healthful appearance. The College 
has also $20,000 Fayette county bonds, and $30,000 city of Lexington bonds, 
worth, with premium added, $54,000, all donated by said county and city 
for the purpose of erecting suitable College buildings, which buildings it 
is the purpose of the Trustees of the College to erect during the ensuing 
spring and summer, in order that they may 7 be ready for use by the first 
of September next. 

The foregoing constitute the entire available means of the College, 
except $9,900 endowment fund from the General Government. 

The immediate necessities of the College to be provided for by the 
State are: 

1st. A Department of Natural History, which should be furnished 
with microscopes, tables, and apparatus for dissection, museum, models, 
and skeletons. 
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2d A Department of Chemistry, with chemical and philosophical appa¬ 
ratus. 

3d A Department of Practical Mechanics, with work benches and ma¬ 
chinery. . , , 

4th A Mathematical Department, with surveying instruments and tel - 


5th An Agricultural Department, with stock for farming operations and 
implements. 

6th A Horticultural Department, with green-house for botanical in¬ 
struction. 

7th. Stabling, &c. 

To provide the foregoing and place the College on a solid and efficient 
basis, your committee estimate that a tax of one cent on the one hundred 
dollars’ worth of taxable property in the State for the first year, three 
quarters of one cent on the one hundred dollars’ worth for the second 
year,and one half of one cent on each one hundred dollars annually there¬ 
after, will be necessary, which amounts your committee would recommend 
bedevied and collected for the purpose. 

Tour committee would also recommend that a normal feature or depart¬ 
ment be added to the College, and that provision be made for the admis¬ 
sion of at least two pupils annually from each Legislative District in the 
State to the Normal School: such pupils to be selected on competitive 
examination, in which the pupils in each common school district in the 
county or Legislative District shall have the right to contest for the ap¬ 
pointment. 

In this way the College would 60 on become a valuable adjunct, if not 
the crowning glory of our school system, an'd would every year turn out 
two bunded,competent and ambitious young teachers, accomplished in the 
most approved modern modes of teaching, who, in turn, would dissemi¬ 
nate their knowledge through tho medium of the common schools. 

Your committee aj’e profoundly 7 impressed with the importance of Ken¬ 
tucky having a grand central State institution of learning, such as will 
reflect credit upon the Commonwealth by shedding the blessings of an 
enlightened education on. her youth. Such an institution we believe the 
A. and M. College will be if favored even with the meagre State endow¬ 
ment above suggested; and in view of the open-handed liberality with 
which the county of Fayette and city of Lexington have given of their 
means towards the accomplishment of this end, your committee would 
Mtcem it a public misfortune for the General Assembly to refuse the 

requisite aid. 

Wo cannot close this report without expressing our approval of the 
modo by which the Trustees are selected—taken as they are from the 

s.—114 
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different sections of the CommoBwealth, without reference to occupation 
or religious belief, thus seeur'ng the College against apprehensions of dan¬ 
ger from centralization or sectarianism. We would express our appre¬ 
ciation also of the patriotic zeal with which the present distinguished 
Trustees are addressing themselves to the arduous task of properly organ¬ 
izing the College and providing for its necessities. 

With the hope that no sentiment of local prejudice may impel the denial 
of necessary aid, but that all may view it in its broadest and truest sense 
as a State enterprise, in the success of which the whole people are inter¬ 
ested, since the child of the humblest citizen may become its beneficiary, 
as no distinction save that of merit is necessary to gain admission to its 

classes, we respectfully submit this report.

§ 3. That the publishers of such newspapers shall be allowed eighty 
( 80 ) cents per lineal inch of the usual type of such newspaper for the 
first insertion, and forty ( 40 ) cents per lineal inch for the subsequent 
insertions for such advertisements as are provided for in the first section 
of this act, to be taxed as cost in the action or proceedings, and twenty- 
five ( 25 ) cents for each tract of land or town lot of taxable property as 
required bv section two, to bo taxed up as cost of sale. 

§4. That section three, article seventeen, chapter ninety-two, of the 
General Statutes, and all other laws or parts of laws in conflict with this 
act, are hereby repealed. 

£5. That the advertisements required by this act shall be advertised in 
a newspaper of general circulation published in the county. 

§ 6. That in case of sales by order of court, the court may, in its dis¬ 
cretion, direct the advertisements to be made for a longer time, or in 
other newspapers in addition to the one herein prescribed; and incase 
there is no newspaper published in the county, the advertisements shall 
be as now provided by law, where the sale is under execution, or for taxes, 
or as directed by the'court, under the restrictions now provided bylaw, 
w here the sale is by order of court.

Should said Commissioners determine so to do, they 
are hereby given and granted power to contract for necessary guards, 
supplies, clothing, medical attention, etc., for the said convicts while so 
engaged at work on said buildings, and to draw warrants upon the .treas¬ 
urer for such amounts of money as may, from time to time, be needed to 
cany on said work. 

113. All laws now in force for the regulation and discipline of convicts 
in the Penitentiary shall apply to said convicts while engaged in building 
said Branch Penitentiary; and the said Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized and empowered to make such other rules and regulations ior the 
government of said convicts, while engaged on said work, as they may 
deem necessary and proper. 

§14. Said Commissioners sliall receive annually for their services the 
sum of 8 each, and necessary traveling expenses. Their salaries 

shall be paid quarterlv by the Auditor, who is directed to draw his war¬ 
rant upon the Treasurer for the amount needed to pay said salaries, lhe 
neoeBsary traveling expenses of each and all of said Commissioners may 
be paid at any time, upon the sworn statement of each Commissioner, by 
the Auditor of Public Accounts, who is directed to draw his warrant upon 
the Treasurer in favor of each of said Commissioners for the amount men- 
t’oned in their respective itemized and sworn statements. 

§15. Said Commissioners, if they deem it necessary to enable them to 
carry into execution the provisions of this act, may visit the prisons 
of other States for the purpose of gaining information concerning the 
building of said Branch Penitentiary, and the proper equipment. 

§16. Said Commissioners shall keep a true and accurate account of all 
moneys by them expended, and the purposes for which said expenditures 
were made; and to enable them to do so in a proper manner, they are 
hereby authorized and empowered to appoint a clerk at such a salary as 
said Commissioners may deem just and reasonable, whose duty it shall be 
tokeepsaid accounts. The said clerk shall not be appointed until the 
location of said Branch Penitentiary* Iuib been agreed upon, and the work 
on ^0 same is ready to be begun. 
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§ 17. The said Commissioners shall make to the next General Assembly 
a full and complete report and exhibit of all they have done under the 
provisions of this act. 

§ 18. Should any one of said Commissioners die, resign, refuse to act 
after qualification, or remove from the State before the meetingof the next 
General Assembly, or fail to accept his appointment before the present 
General Assembly adjourn, the Governor shall appoint some one to act 
in his place; said appointment shall be,subject to the consent and con¬ 
firmation of the Senate when the General Assembly next meets. 

§ 19. If it appears that any convict is required by said contractor or 
contractors to work on said works when by disease or weakness he is unlit 
so to work, or that said convicts are not properly clothed, fed, provided 
for, and humanely treated, it shall be the duty of said Commissioners to 
direct the Commonwealth’s Attorney of the judicial district in which said 
Branch Penitentiary is located, to file an information or presentment 
therefor, in the name of the Commonwealth, against said contractor or 
contractors, in the circuit court of the count}' in which said Branch Peni¬ 
tentiary is located, and upon conviction thereof, said contractor or con¬ 
tractors shall be fined in a sum of not less than one hundred nor than one 
thousand dollars. 

§ 20. When said Branch Penitentiary shall have been completed and 
received by the Commissioners from the contractors, said Commissioners 
are directed to receive the convicts used by said contractors,and turn them 
over, together with all public property in and about said Branch Peniten¬ 
tiary, to the Warden. 

§21. That SI50,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, bo, and 
the same is hereby, appropriated, out of any funds in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, for the purposes of defraying the expenses of 
erecting said Branch Penitentiary. 

§22. This act shall take effect from its passage.

§ i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, That for the continuation of the Geological, Topographical, Bo¬ 
tanical and other Surveys of Kentucky, now under the direction of the 
State Geologist, there is hereby appropriated, from any moneys in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, as follows; 

For the further geological investigations of the State, including the 
per diem of Director of the Survey whilst actually engaged in the direc¬ 
tion of the Survey, and the salaries of his geological assistants and their 
field expenses, four thousand dollars per annum. 

For the continuation of the Topographical Survey and the work 
on the State map, two thousand dollars per annum. 

For the continuation of chemical analyses and other chemical tests of 
substances, six hundred dollars per annum. 

For the researches concerning building stones, clays, &c., of the State, 
two hundred and fifty dollars per annum. 

For the continuation of the study of forest resources of the State, two 
hundred and fifty dollars per annum. 

For the examination and report upon the water-powers of the State, 
five hundred dollars per annum. 

For the expenses of the office of the Survey and immigration, and the 
State cabinet, and for the collection and preservation of specimens, five 
hundred dollars per annum.. 

For the continuation of the photographing of the State, five l^undred 
dollars per annum. 
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§ 2. That the money not required for any of the purposes specifi d 
above may be used for the other specified purposes. 

§ 3 . That the maps, reports, and publications of the Survey shall h 
stereotyped, printed, and distributed as follows : One copy each shall b' 
given to each member of the State government; and one copy each to 
each member of the General Assembly in office at the time of publica¬ 
tion ; one to each clerk’s office of the several county courts, to be filed 
and retained therein for the information of the citizens of said county 
five copies to each officer of the Survey engaged in the preparation 
thereof; three hundred copies shall be distributed to the various public 
libraries and men of science in this and other countries, in the manner 
most likely to diffuse a knowledge of the resources of the State and to 
aid in the development of its industries; and that the remainder of the 
copies printed, from time to time, shall be offered for sale as directed by 
the Governor of this Commonwealth, at the actual cost of printing 
binding, and distributing the same. The first edition of each of the 
reports and other publications of the Survey shall not exceed five hun¬ 
dred copies. 

§ 4 . That the Governor shall, at every regular meeting of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, appoint a First Assistant State Geologist, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, for the term of two years, or until 
his successor is appointed and qualified, who shall also be a Commis¬ 
sioner of Immigration. Said Commissioner shall attend to the office 
work of the Survey, and, in addition thereto, he shall collect, compile, 
publish, and circulate, in such manner and by such agencies, and in such 
places, as he may deem proper and advisable, in the United States and 
in foreign countries, pamphlets and other publications descriptive of the 
resources and advantages of this State, and such other facts and iinforma¬ 
tion having a tendency to attract and promote immigration, and other¬ 
wise use his discretion in the furtherance of immigration, and the 
bringing of skilled labor and capital into the State. He shall also collect 
and disseminate such information as, in his judgment, will best aid in 
the founding of industries to utilize and manufacture within the State 
the raw products of the State. That the reports of said Commissioner, 
when presented to the Governor and approved by him, shall be printed 
by the Public Printer, at the same charges and upon the same terms as 
similar work is done for the State. 

§ 5 . Said Commissioner shall keep in his office a record of lands for 
sale, lease, or colonization, which record shall be kept accessible to all 
persons inquiring for such information as it may contain; and he shall 
be allowed a fee of two dollars for making each entry or record, to be 
paid by the owner of the land so recorded, w'hich fee shall be used to 
hire the necessary clerical aid to make the records, and assist in the cor¬ 
respondence of the office. 

§ 6 . Said Commissioner shall not, during his term of office, either 
directly or indirectly, have any interest in any real estate agency or land 
speculation. 

§ 7 . This act shall be in force from and after its passage, and shall 
repeal all acts and parts of acts in conflict with its provisions; but the 
foregoing appropriations shall only be for two years.

Your committee take pleasure in being able to say to this honorable 
body, and through it to the citizens of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
that, bo far as we know, perfect peace and harmony prevail between the 
Federal Government and State Government; we. feel assured that such 
will over be the ease so long as such government moves in its own appro¬ 
priate sphere. The Constitution guarantees to each State a republican 
form of government, and says Congress may enact laws of general im¬ 
portance and natural requirements, and while the framers of that instru¬ 
ment gave a general supervision and superintendence of national affairs 
to the National Government, it wisely reserved to the sovereign States 
the regulation of their own municipal concerns; and while there has 
been a struggle from 1789 to the present day between the advocates of a 
strong centralized government and the advocates of State rights, the 
States have, and ever will look upon any infringement of their rights as 
a stab at the liberties of the people, and an advance toward a consolidated 
despotism, which means oppression, tyranny, and the total destruction of 
the best government the sun ever shone upon. We would recommend to 
our own and our sister States a cheerful acquiescence and prompt obe¬ 
dience to their constitutional obligations, both State and National, and to 
elevate no one to office, or assist in so doing, whose patriotism is not 
superior to personal ambition or party aggrandizement. Let the profes¬ 
sional-tending politicians who feed and fatten on the spoils of office, wrung 
by taxation from the hardy sons of toil, sink into their merited oblivion, 
and elevate to office those, and those only, whose power, honesty, and 
integrity are like Caesar's wife—above suspicion. There is not an evil, 
State or National, of which we complain, that may not be amended 
quietly at the ballot-box, if our people will but be true to themselves, true 
to their constitutional obligations, and true to their instincts they should 
have inherited from their illustrious sires of revolutionary fame, avoid¬ 
ing all internal dissensions, such as have recently shaken the great State 
of Maine to its center; unite as one man in the preservation of State 
sovereignty and natural independence, greatness, and glory. Thus shall 
we secure our own prosperity and happiness, and transmit to our children 
that freedom of which we are so justly proud. All of which is respect¬ 
fully submitted.

tingent, money, bonds, stocks, choses in action, that mothers shall have 
equal rights with fathers to the property of their own children who die 
intestate. 

§ 6. This act shall bo in force from and after its passage, and all laws 
inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed.

§ 2, The commissioners of said asylum are hereby authorized to cause 
to be made the improvements herein provided for, and they are author¬ 
ized to contract, in writing, with all persons who undertake such work, 
or who undertake to furnish such materials as are herein provided for. 
The said commissioners may make private contracts for the sei vices or 
materials aforesaid, at the lowest and best terms upon which such ser¬ 
vices and materials can be procured, or they may advertise for sealed 
proposals for such contracts, as they deem advisable. They may pur- 
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chase land to the value of $10,000, and in such purchase are not author 
ized to pay any more than a reasonable amount for any portion of land 
and shall not purchase any land unless, upon proper examination the 
title thereto is good and valid in law, and can be promptly conveyed by 
the vendors for the benefit of said asylum: Provided, That so much 
of the land purchased under this act as is not essential for the procure 
ment of an adequate supply of water shall be resold by the commis¬ 
sioners whenever they can obtain a fair price for the same; or they may 
in their discretion, sell a portion of the land now held and retain the 
other, or sell a portion of each, so that the increased quantity of land 
under this act to be held by said asylum shall not exceed thirty acres 
The proceeds of land thus sold to be paid into the State Treasury 
And they may use so much of said $ to,OOO as shall not be required 
for purchasing land to utilize the water of any spring on such land for 
the benefit of said asylum. 

§ 3. The said commissioners shall, in all respects, guard the interests 
of the State by their personal supervision of all the improvements con¬ 
templated, and -shall take from every contractor a bond stipulating the 
faithful, efficient, and prompt performance of his contract, and require 
of such contractor good and sufficient surety thereon, to hold the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky harmless in case of any violation of said con¬ 
tract. Said contractor shall execute such bond, and give the required 
surety before beginning to comply with, such contract, and said bond 
shall be made to and with the Commonwealth of Kentucky, for the use 
and benefit of the Central Lunatic Asylum, and may be sued upon at 
any time in any court of competent jurisdiction by the commissioners, 
in the name of the Commonwealth for such use, to recover any damage 
resulting from any such violation. 

§ 4. In the event that any or all of the funds hereby appropriated 
are not necessary to obtain the improvements, property, labor, &c., 
provided for herein, such funds shall not be used for any other or differ¬ 
ent purpose by the commissioners, but shall remain in the Treasury. 

§ 5. Nothing in this act shall be construed to authorize the commis¬ 
sioners of said asylum to draw any amount of the appropriation herein 
made, except upon the drafts of the commissioners for the purpose of 
complying with their contracts after due fulfillment by the contracting 
parties who undertake to make said improvements, do said labor, fur¬ 
nish said property, and convey said land, &c.; and said commissioners 
may pay not exceeding eighty per cent, of the amount to be paid the 
builder of said building, before the same is completed according to the 
contract and received by the commissioners; and said funds shall re¬ 
main in the State Treasury subject to these limitations. 

§ 6. It shall be the duty of the commissioners of the said asylum to 
settle their accounts with the Auditor of Public Accounts within three 
months after they draw any portion of the appropriation herein made, 
and they shall present and file with the Auditor proper vouchers for 
each and every item of expenditure of said funds, and he shall give 
credit for no item not so proven.

§2. Any person desiring to obtain a license to do business as a drug¬ 
gist, and to sell liquors under this act, shall give ten day-s’ written notice 
to the county attorney of the county in which ho proposes to do business, 
of the day during a regular term of tho county court when he will apply 
lor such license, and shall cause similar notices to bo posted in three or 
more of the most public places within one mile of the place where he 
proposes to do business, at least ten days before such application is made. 
'§3. Upon satisfactory proof made to the court that notice has been 
given as prescribed in section two,-and upon the fact that such proof was 
made in open court being entered on the order-book, the county court 
elmll have jurisdiction to hear and determine the application; and if it 
shall be proved t-o the satisfaction of the court that the applicant is a per¬ 
son of good character, and is in good faith a dealer in drugs and medicines 
at the place named in tho notice, a license may be granted to him to sell 
liquors under this act for a period of one year: Provided , however, That 
before such license shall be granted, the applicant shall give bond to the 
Commonwealth, with two or more sufficient sureties, freeholders of the 
county, conditioned that he will not violate any of the laws of this Com¬ 
monwealth regulating the traffic in spirituous, vinous, or malt liquors, and 
shall lake an oath that he is in good faith a dealer in drugs and medicines, 
and that lie will not knowingly violate any law, general or local, relating 
to the traffic in such liquors. 

§4. Any druggist who shall sell any of tho liquors mentioned in the 
first section of this act in any county, town, district, or place where the 
tolailing of spirituous and vinous liquors is prohibited by’law, without 
obtaining a license as herein provided, or while his license is suspended, 
shall, upon the indictment of a grand jury, be fined not less than fifiy nor 
more than one hundred dollars, or imprisoned not less than ten nor more 
than thirty days, or both so fined and imprisoned, in the discretion of the 
jury, 

§5. No person licensed under this act slinll sell any of the liquors men¬ 
tioned in the first section, except upon the, proscription of a regular prac- 
licing physician, plainly written or printed, and dated and signed by'such 
physician ; and such prescription shall be pasted in a book provided for 
tho purpose and carefully preserved by the druggist, and no such pre¬ 
scription shall authorize more than one sale, or the sale of more than one 
quart. 

§6. Any- person having such license who shall violate the provisions of 
the preceding section may be prosecuted upon the indictment of a grand 
jury, or upon information by the attorney for the Commonwealth, and, 
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upon conviction, shall be fined not less than fifty 7 nor more than one hun¬ 
dred dollars for each offense; and he and his sureties shall be liable upon 
his bond for any judgment rendered against the principal, including the 
costs of the prosecution, to be recovered by action on the bond in any 
court having jurisdiction; and in such acf'on the judgment against the 
principal shall be conclusive against the sureties, and one or more'recou- 
eries on the bond shall bo no bar to subsequent actions thereon. 

§ 7. Upon entering a judgment of conviction the court shall also.outer 
a judgment forfeiting the license of the defendant; and the county judge 
shall have power, at any time, upon the application of one or more (if the 
sureties, made at any time alter reasonable notice to the principal, to hold 
a special term of the county court, and to make an order releasing all of 
said sureties from liability for any 7 violation of this act by the principal 
after the making of such order, and shall thereupon suspend the license 
until a new bond, with sufficient sureties, is given. 

§ 8. If any physician shall give to any person a prescription for any of 
the liquors mentioned in this act when he does not, in good faith, and 
after a proper examination, bclievo such person to be sick, and in need of 
such liquor as a medicine, and such prescription shall bo used by the per¬ 
son to whom it is given, or by any other, to buy liquor from any person 
who is prohibited by law from selling the same without a prescription, 
such physician shall, upon conviction upon indictment or information, bit 
fined not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 

§ 9. That any person who shall be charged before any magistrate, upon 
affidavit, with a violation of this act, may be arrested and brought before 
any officer authorized to sit as an examining court for an investigation of 
the charge; and if it shall appear that there are reasonable grounds for 
believing him to be guilty, lie Shall be held to bail, or, In default ot bail, 
committed to the jail of the county to answer the charge. 

§ 10. It shall be the duty of the county attorney to resist the improper 
granting of licenses under this act. He may cause witnesses to be sum¬ 
moned, and may prosecute an appeal to the circuit court from an order 
granting such license; and in all cases in which ho resists the granting of 
a license and the license is refused by the county court, he shall bo enti¬ 
tled to a judgment against the applicant for a fee ol ten dollars; and il lie 
prosecutes an appeal and the license is refused in the circuit court, judg¬ 
ment shall bo entered in favor of the Commonwealth’s attorney and the 
county attorney 7 for a fee of ten dollars each. 

8 11. This act shall take effect from and after the first day of August,

§2. That a tax of fifty cents upon each pistol, dirk or bowie-knife, 
colts, slung-shot, brass knuckles, and each box of metallic pistol cartridges 
sold in this Commonwealth, shall be paid to the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky by the person selling same. 

§3. That before any person shall sell pistols, dirk or bowie-knives, 
colts,slung-shots, brass-knuckles, or metallic pistol cartridges in this State, 
he, his agent or vender, shall obtain from the county court in the county 
Where he proposes to sell, a license to authorize him to Bell pistols, dirk or 
bowie-knives, colts, slung-shots, brass-knuckles, and metallic pistol car-

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tridges, and execute bond to the Commonwealth, before the county court 
with surety approved by the court, with covenant that he will pay to the 
county court clerk, at the end of each six months, fifty cents for each 
pistol, dirk or bowie-knife, colt, slung-shot, brass-knuckles, tind box of 
metallic pistol cartridges sold by him ; and that he will file with the clerk 
of the county court, at the end of each six months, a written statement 
upon oath, of the number of pistols, dirk or bowie-knives, eolts, slung- 
shots, brass-knuckles, and metallic pistol cartridges sold by him within 
the last preceding six months. 

§ 4 That filty' metallic pistol cartridges, in any shapo or manner,either 
great or small, in bulk, box, or loose, constitute a box of metallic pistol 
cartridges as contemplated by this act. 

$ 5. Any person who shall sell a pistol, dirk or bowie-knife, colt, slung, 
shot, brass-knuckles, or metallic pistol cartridges within this Common¬ 
wealth, without first having obtained a license therefor, shall, upon con¬ 
viction upon indictment, be fined fifty dollars 

§6. The assessors and their assistants of this Commonwealth shall, at 
the time they list or assess the property of their respective counties for 
revenue purposes, open upon their respective tax books : a separate column, 
and, after the name of each person listed for taxation, enter the number 
of pistols, dirk or bowie-knives, colls, slang-shots, brass-knuckles, und 
boxes of metallic pistol cartridges owned or in the possession of each per- 
iod so listed for taxation on Kith January befo-re such assessment. 

§ 7. Any person who shall knowingly give a false list or number of 
the pistols, dirk or bowie-knives, colts, slung-shots, brass-knuckles, and 
metallic pistol cartridges owned by them, or in their possession, shall, 
upon conviction upon indictment, be fined fifty dollars. 

§ 8. That the circuit judges of the State shall, at each term of their 
respective courts, give this act in charge to tlio respective grand juries of 
their respective counties. 

§9. That all fines and revenue collected under the provisions of this 
chapter shall be placed to the credit of the common school fund, upon the 
books of the Treasury: Provided, however, That nothing in this act shall 
be held to change the law which prevents the carrying of concealed 
deadly weapons, or the carrying of the weapons mentioned in the first 
section of this act. 

§ 10. This act to take effect upon and after first Juno, 1880.

And had found the same truly enrolled.

office of sheriff, who shall qualify as now provided by law. 

§3. It shall be the duty of clerks and others to make reports to the 
sheriffs aB now required by law to bo made to trustees of the iury 
fund. ‘ 3 ^ 

§ 4. It shall be the duty of the sheriffs to keep the accounts and make 
the reports and perform the duties heretofore required by law of trustees 
of the jury' fund. 

§ 5. Sheriffs shall be liable to the same penalties, except removal by the 
court, and subject to the samo laws and requirements, as trustees of the 
jury fund have heretofore been subject, and shall in all things conform to 
and perform the laws regulating trustees of the jury fund of the several 
counties of this Commonwealth. It sha'l be the duty of the sheriff, as 
trustee of the jury fund, to execute bond, with good surety, to be ap¬ 
proved by the judge of the circuit court, and none of the sureties offered 
by the said sheriff shall bo persons who are sureties on his revenue or 
county levy bonds. 

§ 6 That in lieu of the commissions or fees as novv allowed by law to 
trustees of the jury fund, the sheriff shall bo entitled to receive, for his 
services for performing the duties of trustee of tho jury fund, a commis¬ 
sion of two per cent, on all moneys paid to jurors or witnesses as now 
are, or may hereafter be required to be, paid by law, which shall be in full 
for all services rendered in caring for, keeping accounts of, and paying 
out the jury fund: Provided , That in counties having a voting population 
of less than three thousand the said sheriffs shall have five per cent. No 
commission or allowance shall be made for money turned over to a suc¬ 
cessor or paid into the State Treasury. 

§7. Upon the expiration of the term of office of any sheriff, he shall 
turn over to his successor in Office any and all balances in his hands on 
account of the jury fund, taking his receipt therefor, which receipt shall 
be received by the Auditor in his settlement with such sheriff of the jury 
fund account. 

§ 8. It shall be the duty of the trustees of the jury fund of the several 
counties of this Commonwealth, upon the passage of this act, to turnovnr 
to the sheriffs of the several counties any and all balances in their hands 
belonging to the jury' fund, and take their receipts therefor, which receipts 
shall be received by the Auditor in his settlement with the trustees of the 
jury fund; and the sheriffs of the several counties shall be responsible on 
either or all of their several bonds for the jury fund thus received, and in 
future to bo received and accounted for by them.

, to whom was recommitted a bill, entitled 

\ bill to provide for the government, management, and discipline 
of the Kentucky Penitentiary, 

Reported the same without amendment. 

Said bill reads as follows, viz : 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, The Commissioners of the Sinking Fund shall heroatter bo ex officio 
directors ot the Kentucky Penitentiary, and shall perform the duties 
hereinafter prescribed for them in this act. 

§2. That a Warden of the penitentiary shall be elected, by joint ballot 
of the two Rouses of the General Assemb'y, who shall hold his office for 
the term ot four years, commencing on the first day of March of the year 
ol |mn election, subject to the provisions of this act: Provided , That tho 
Warden elected by the present General Assembly shall qualify immedi¬ 
ately after his election, and shall hold his office until March 1, 1884, also 
subject to the provisions: of this act. The General Assembly next preced¬ 
ing, the expiration of the term of office of any Warden so elected shall 
elect his successor. If a vacancy should occur at any time when the 
General Assembly is not in session, it shall be the duty of the said Com¬ 
missioners to fill the same by the appointment of a suitable person to dis¬ 
charge the duties of tho office until the next ensuing meeting of the 
General Assembly, and until the General Assembly, by a regular election, 
ns above provided, has elected a person to fill the'vacancy for the remain¬ 
der ol the term. The said Commissioners shall have power, for cause, in 
their discretion, to remove any Warden, and they shall communicate the 
fact,with the grounds upon which the removal was made, to the next suc¬ 
ceeding General Assembly, within ten days after its organization. If the 
General Assembly fail or refuse to concur in the said removal within 
twenty days after the fact of removal is communicated to it, then it shall 
be the duty of said Commissioners to reinstate said Warden. Before en¬ 
tering upon the discharge of the duties of the office, the Warden shall 
execute a covenant to tho Commonwealth of Kentucky 7 in the sum of 
510,000, with two or more good sureties, to be approved by said Commis¬ 
sioners, whose duty it shall be to take said bond, and shall file the same 
with the Secretary of State for safe-keeping, to the effect that he, as 
Warden, shall faithfully, well, and truly discharge and perform all the 
duties required of him, and all the obligations imposed upon him by the 
provisions of this act; and that he shall faithfully account for all money 
that may come to his hands, and pay the same into the State Treasury in 
the manner provided in this act; and that he shall faithfully account for 
all the property in his hands or under his control belonging to the State 
when he ceases to be Warden, or is required to do so by said Commission¬ 
ed ; and if, at any time, the Commissioners shall deem tho sureties on 
die bond of the Warden insufficient, it shall be their duty to require him 
to give an additional bond, with sufficient surety, which additional bond 
ulmll in nowise impair, lessen, or affect the liability of the sureties on tho 
original bond to tiie Commonwealth ; and if said Warden declines, neg¬ 
lects, or fails to give such additional botid within thirty days after the 
said Commissioners serve notice on him requiring him to do so, they 
shall declare the office of Warden vacant, and shall fill the vacancy by 
appointment as is provided herein. 
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§ 3. It shall be the duty of the Warden to take charge of all the con 
victs in the penitentiary, and of all such as may, from timetotinie.be, 1 
delivered to him according to law during his term of service, and them ' 
safely keep in the manner prescribed by law. Ho shall take charge and 
control of all the property belonging to the State in, or pertaining to the 
penitentiary, and the same to use and employ in the administration of 
the affairs of the penitentiary, as provided by law. He shall maintain 
strict discipline in the management arid government of the prisoners, ami 
may enforce the observance of discipline and proper deportment, and also 
industry, among the prisoners, by reasonable penalties and punishments' 
but is prohibited from inflicting cruel or inhuman punishments. If, nt! 
anytime, the labor of convicts confined in the penitentiary is not hired 
out to a contractor or contractors, as hereinafter provided, the Warden 
shall employ said convicts, such as are not sentenced to solitary con¬ 
finement, in useful labor, as far as practicable, such as may be profit- 
ably conducted within the prison walls; but he shall not, directly or 
indirectly, be personally interested, in a pecuniary sense, in any business 
or enterprise carried on. or conducted in the prison, or by the labor of 
the convicts. For the violation of this provision bo shall, for each 
offense, upon conviction in any court of com potent jurisdiction, be fined ! 
in any sum not exceeding five hundred dollars and not less than one hun¬ 
dred dollars, in the discretion of the jury, and shall be removed from office 
by the said commissioners. If any Warden shall take, sell, or give any 
article of property in said prison, belonging to the State, with the feloni¬ 
ous intent of converting the same to his own or to the use of another, bo 
shall bo deemed guilty' of the crime of embezzlement, and, upon convic¬ 
tion by T any court of competent jurisdiction, shall be confined in the pen¬ 
itentiary' not less than one nor more than ten years. The Warden shall 
reside in the dwelling near the prison belonging to the State, ami now 
occupied by the.family of the late Keeper, and shall have the same, with 
its appurtenances, free of rent. The Warden may, wit,h the approval of 
said Commissioners, make such alterations and repairs in the workshops, 
and such repairs in the machinery, as may bo necessary. But this pro¬ 
vision shall not be construed to authorize tlio erection of any new build¬ 
ings. It shall also be the duty of the Warden 1st. To carefully supervise 
the government, discipline, and police of the prison. 2d. To give nil 
necessary directions to the inferior officers and guards, and secure a care¬ 
ful and diligent discharge of their several duties. 3d. To examine daily 
into the state of the prison, and the health, diet, comfort, and safety of 
the convicts. 4th. To report quarterly to said Commissioners the num¬ 
ber of guards employed, their names and duties, and such other matters 
as may' be required. 5th. And generally to have charge of all the depart¬ 
ments of the prison and its officers. It shall also be the duty of the 
Warden, as soon as he enters upon the discharge of his duties, to inspect 
and cause to be thoroughly cleansed and aired all the cells, to see that a 
sufficiency of clean and comfortable bedding is provided for each convict, 
and he -shall cause the cells and beds and bedding to be thoroughly 
inspected at least once every week. 

§ 4. The Warden shall balanco his cash account each month, and report 
the same to the Commissioners ; and on the fifth week day of each month 
he shall pay into the State Treasury so much of the funds in his hands as, 
in the opinion of said Commissioners, is not required for the current use 
of the penitentiary. He shall deposit all money remaining in bis hands, 
not deposited in the Treasury, in some bank in the city'of Frankfort, l" 
his credit as Warden ; and he shall he allowed no credit in the settlement 
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i q accounts, unless he shall produce the receipt of the person to whom 
money'was paid by him, which receipt shall show upon its face for what 

the money was paid.

The hospital 
shall bo managed under his direction, and he shall prescribe the proper 
food, nourishment, and treatment of the sick, and have a general care 
over the health of the convicts. He shall, from time to time, visit tho 
kitchen, ascertain tho kind and quantity of food which is furnished to the 
convicts, and recommend to the Warden such changes of diet as ho may 
deem best for the health of the prisoners. He shall keep a book, to bo 
called a “Hospital Register,” in which shall be entered the names’ of all 
the prisoners sick or complaining who require medical treatment with 
the disease of each, and his prescription therefor. 

§ 9. The said Commissioners shall appoint a chaplain, to hold his office 
during their pleasure, whose duty it shall be to preach to the convicts 
every Sunday, to furnish them proper religious instruction, to visit those 
who are sick or despondent, and to use his best exertions to promote the 
religions and moral welfare of tho prisoners, as well as the harmony and 
general interests of tho institution. 

§ 10. It shall be the duty of the Warden, subject to tho approval of the 
Commissioners, to appoint such assistants as may be necessary to safely 
guard the prisoners, carry out the government ol the prison, and enforce 
tho rules and regulations prescribed by the Commissioners, and exeerne 
the orders of the Warden. The Warden shall have power at any time to 
remove any such assistants with the consent of the Commissioners. 

§11- That if any of the assistants, guards, or other officer of the Pen¬ 
itentiary, or other person than a convict, shall procure, aid, or abet any 
of the convictB confined therein to escape therefrom, or shall induce or 
persuade, or attempt to induce or persuade, any' of the convicts therein 
to escape, or attempt to escape, every person so offending shall be deemed 
guilty' of a felony, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be confined in tho 
Penitentiary not less than one or more than five years. 

§ 12. That article 15, chapter 29, entitled “Crimes and Punishments," 
of the General Statutes, bo adopted and incorporated as part of this act, 
with this amendment: that where the word “Keeper” occurs in the sev¬ 
eral sections of said article, the word “ Warden ” shall be substituted, so 
as to read Warden instead of Keeper. 

§ 13. That it shall be the duty'of the Commissioners to hire out toa 
contractor or contractors all the convict labor, to be worked in the walls 
of the Penitentiary to the number of six hundred. Such hiring shall be 
to the highest and best bidder, after due advertisement. Said Commis¬ 
sioners shall make it a condition precedent to the consummation of the 
contract, that tho number of the convicts so hired may vary' from six 
hundred as many as fifty, either above or below that number, and such 
variation in number shall in nowise affect tho contract or impair its obli¬ 
gation ; and the Commissioners shall also make it a condition precedent 
that such contractor shall feed, clothe, and furnish all necessary medicine 
to the female convicts, and all disabled and diseased male convicts as 
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. of necessity remain in the Prison, both such as are in the Peniten- 
. at t | ie time of the execution of the contract, and such as may be 
sent there during its continuance. Each bid shall specify the price pro¬ 
mised to be paid for the labor in gross per annum, and shall be aecompa- 
*j e( j by a bond with sureties, who shall be worth in the aggregate an 
amount double that of the proposed contract price, to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioners that the bidder will comply with the terms thereof. 
The bids shall be opened by the Commissioners on the last day named in 
the advertisement for receiving the same, and be awarded to the highest 
and bept bidder, the Commissioners having the right to reject all bids. 
The term for which said convicts may be hired shall not be less than one 
nor more than four years, and the contractor shall obligate himself in 
said bond to furnish during his lease the food, clothing, and medicine 
necessary for the health and comfort of the convicts so leased or hired; 
to defray the running expenses of the institution, except the pay of 
guards and officers; to faithfully conform to all the rules and regulations 
prescribed by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund for the diet, cloth¬ 
ing, and safekeeping of the convicts, and to conform to such rules and 
regulations as may be established by the Commissioners touching all san- 
itarv and polico matters; and upon the termination of the sentence of the 
convict, or his liberation by pardon, to furnish each convict with a new 
suit of serviceable clothing and five dollars in current money. Upon the 
execution of the bond as above required and the acceptance of the bid, 
the contractor shall be entitled to the use of the labor of such convicts, 
the various shops, and the machinery and fixtures therein. An inventory 
and appraisement of all such property as may be turned over to him 
shall be taken under direction of the Commissioners, which, at the expira¬ 
tion of bis contract, Bhall be delivered back in like good order, upon sim¬ 
ilar appraisement and valuation : Provided , That lie shall not be held 
liable for losses by fire or other unavoidable accident. And said eon- f 
tractor shall, upon application of the Warden, furnish such convicts as 
may be necessary for the performance of the menial labor within the 
sphere of his duty, and in executing the sanitary and police regulations. 
But if, after due advertisement, as above set forth, the Commissioners fail 
tOBecure such a bid as is acceptable to them, then they may hire the num¬ 
ber of convicts herein specified to a contractor or contractors by private 
contract, and such contract, when made, shall be consummated in all 
respects, and shall contain the same stipulations and provisions, as is re¬ 
quired in this section for a contractor who hires said convicts by public 
bid. Any contractor who hires said convicts and executes the bond re¬ 
quired, shall have the authority to use any number of convicts under his 
control, not exceeding twenty-five, in raising vegetables and other pro¬ 
ductions for the use of the convicts, and may also use such convicts as may 
be necessary in transporting his supplies and manufactured articles and 
raw material to and from the Prison. Whenever the bond of any con¬ 
tractor shall be deemed insufficient by said Commissioners, they shall 
require such additional security as may be necessary to make the bond to 
ibe State amply good and sufficient. 

jj 14 But in the event that the Commissioners fail to hire the said con¬ 
vict labor, as provided in the last foregoing section, then they may, in 
their discretion, hire a part of the labor of said convicts, and. lease one or 
uiore of the shops and machinery in the Prison to a contractor or con¬ 
tractors. who shall give bond, with approved security, for the contract 
price. In case of such hiring, said Commissioners shall only hire the 
S.-146 
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labor of the convicts, without requiring the contractor to furnish tlie 
clothing, food, or medicine necessary for the use of said eonvicts; but the 
same shall be furnished by the Warden, as required in this act. The bond 
required of such contractor shall be similar to the one required in the last 
preceding section, so far as the same is applicable. 

§ 15. For every breach of any of the conditions of the bond or contract 
executed by any contractor, suit may be instituted thereon against such 
contractor or contractors and their sureties, in the name of the Common¬ 
wealth, in the Franklin circuit court. 

§ 16. That all prisoners hired under contract, as herein provided shall 
remain under prison police and government; and persons who are not 
convicts shall not associate with the prisoners so hired, or any of the 
prisoners, except the contractor or his agent, and such foremen and skilled 
mechanics as shall be necessary to conduct the business successfully,all 
of whom, however, shall be required to observe the rules of the Prison 
and may bo expelled for a failure to do so. 

§ 17. In the event of failure, after faithful effort to hire the labor of the 
convicts, as heroin required, and it becomes necessary for the Warden to 
carry on the business of the Prison, as contemplated in section 5 of this 
act, then the said Commissioners shall furnish tbe Warden with such 
amounts of- money, from time to time, as may be needed to place the in¬ 
stitution on proper tooting for successful operation, not exceeding 8-25.000 
during his term of office, and shall also turn over to him such raw material 
and manufactured articles as they may receive from the representatives^ 
the late Keeper. The business of the institution shall bo conducted us 
near as possible on the cash system, and no account of work donoor 
articles sold shall bo permitted to run longer than four months. Actions 
or suits for the recovery of money upon any debt, demand, or claim for 
work done by labor of tbe convicts, or for manufactures or for articles 
sold, or upon any contract made with the Warden, shall be brought and 
prosecuted in tbe name of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, in the Frank¬ 
lin circuit or common pleas court ; and the affidavit of the clerk of the 
Penitentiary certifying that such debt, claim, or demand is just and cor¬ 
rect, shall be prima facie evidence that the same is justly due arid owing, 
and the onus shall devolve upon the defendant or contesting party to prove 
the contrary. 

§ 18. If, at any time, the entire labor of the Prison is under contract, as 
herein provided, and the Commissioners are unable to hire the surplus 
labor outside of the walls of the Prison, as provided by law, and such 
labor must be kept in the Prison, the,contractor shall furnish food for such 
convicts at an.agreed price, not to exceed 25 oonts per day per capita for 
all over 650, or may work a part or all of such labor for their food. 

§ 11). Anj r contractor for the labor inside the walls of the Penitentiary 
may, with the advice and consent of the Commissioners, erect, at his own 
expense, such additional buildings, and introduce such machinery in the 
Prison as may be necessary to conduct any business or manufacture inside 
the Prison: Provided, Such buildings so erected shall not be of such a 
character as to be unsafe, and such business shall not be destructiveofthe 
health of the convicts; and on tiio termination ol his contract, such con¬ 
tractor shall have the right to remove such buildings and machinery. 

§ 20. Before entering upon the discharge of their duties under this act, 
the said Commissioners shall take an oath to faithfully and-impartially 
discharge the same to the extent of their ability. When any duty is re- 
iquired of them in this act, it shall be competent for a majority of them to 
act, if all cannot be present and participate, except as to the appointment 
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of the officials, and in the advertisement for acceptance of bids, and mak¬ 
ing contracts and taking bond from the contractors for the la.bor of the 
convicts. As to these matters, all of said Commissioners must participate, 
unless prevented by unavoidable casualty. It shall be their duty, with 
the Warden associated witli them as one of their number, to formulate 
and prescribe, for the use of the Prison, all needful rules, regulations, and 
bv-laws for the government and discipline of the Prison, the rules for the 
ooverriment and conduct of the Warden, Deputy Warden, and all the. 
officials connected with the Prison; also for tiie government of the pris¬ 
oners in their deportment and conduct; also for the government of the 
contractor or contractors in the manner and to the extent to which they 
shall furnish clothing for the convicts; and shall prescribe the character 
of the food and diet of the prisoners. They shall also prescribe all need¬ 
ful rules for the preservation of the health of the convicts, for the daily 
cleansing of the Prison, for tiie cleanliness of the persons of the convicts, 
and fir the general sanitary government of tiie Prison and the prisoners 
in all particulars, tiie character of the labor, and tiie length of time at 
which the convicts ahull be daily employed. It shall bo tiie duty of at 
least one of their number to. visit tiie Prison once a week, and to visit it 
at least once a month in a body, for tiie purpose of examining tiie condi¬ 
tion of the Prison, the management and condition of tiie convicts, and 
whether or not tiie rules are being obeyed and enforced. They shall hold 
stilted monthly meetings, and such called meetings as may be necessary 7 , 
and shall keep, in a book kept for that purpose, a full record of their pro¬ 
ceedings. They shall cause tiie rules and regulations prescribed by them, 
together with the law allowing commutation of time to prisoners for good 
conduct, to be printed and posted in conspicuous places within the cell- 
houses and in the workshops It shall also be their duty to repair the 
Prison, if at any time tiie same should ho so seriously out of repair as to 
render delay imminently dangerous. They shall cause the convicts to be 
classified, so that the old and hardened criminals shall not be thrown with 
the youthful criminals, so far as the same can be done without in any way 7 
interfering witli the free use of all tiie convicts that may be hired to any 
contractor or contractors. 

§21. The said Commissioners shall each be allowed a salary of two 
hundred dollars per annum, to lie paid out of tiie State Treasury, and 
paid ns other salaries of Slate officials are now required to be paid by 7 law. 
The salaries of the Warden, Deputy Warden, Physician, Chaplain, and 
the wages of tiie assistants, shall be paid monthly out of the State Treas¬ 
ury, and tiie Auditor of Public Accounts shall draw his warrant upon the 
Treasury therefor, in favor of each of said officials, upon the written order 
of the Chairman of the Sinking Fund Commissioners, and they shall, 
respectively,, receive the following salaries, to wit: Tiie Warden, two thou¬ 
sand dollars per annum; tiie Deputy Warden, twelve hundred dollars per 
annum ; the Physician, twelve hundrod dollars per annum ; the Chaplain, 
six hundred dollars per annum ; the four chief guards or assistants, fifty 7 
dollars each per month, and to tiie other guards or assistants, forty 7 dollars 
each per month. No official connected with the Penitentiary shall be 
directly or indirectly connected or concerned with any 7 contract for 
airmailing the Warden or any contractor any materials for manufacture 
or use in the Prison, or any supplies or produce to be used in the Peniten¬ 
tiary or by the convicts, in any way whatsoever ; and they shall not bo 
interested, in a financial way, with any business carried on by convict 
liibor. 

§22. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby re¬ 
pealed, and it shall take effect and be in force from and after its passage. 
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Mr. Montgomery offered the following amendment to said bill, viz; 

Strike out all of section two down to the words “ before entering upon ” 
&c., and insert in lieu thereof the following : That a Warden shall heap, 
pointed by said Commissioners, who shall hold his office for two years, 
Such Warden shall not bo appointed except by a majority vote of all the 
members of said Board of Commissioners. The Commissioners shall have 
power to remove the Warden at any time and appoint a suecesspr to fill 
the vacancy till the expiration of the term ; but m such removal or ap¬ 
pointment to fill a vacancy shall be made, excopt by such majority vote, 
The term of office of the Warden shall begin on March 1st of the year of 
his appointment: Provided , That the first Warden appointed under this 
act shall immediately qualify, and his term of office shall expire March 
1st, 1882. 

The question was taken on the adoption of said amendment,anil 
it was decided in the negative. 

Mr. Halbert moved the following amendment to the 2d section 
of said bill, viz : 

Amend section 2 by striking out the word “ four,” in said section, 
and inserting “ two,” and striking out “ 1884” and inserting “ 1882.”

If the 
General Assembly fail or refuse to concur in the said removal within 
twenty days after the fact of removal is communicated to it, then it shall 
be the duty of said Commissioners to reinstate said Warden. Before en¬ 
tering upon the discharge of the duties of the office, the Warden shall 
execute a covenant to the Commonwealth of Kentucky in the sum of 
830,000, with two or more good sureties, to bo approved by said Commis¬ 
sioners. whose duty it shall be to take said bond, and shall file the same 
with the Secretary of State for safe-keeping, to the effect that lie, as 
Warden, shall faithfully, well, and truly discharge and perform all the 
duties required of him,“and all the obligations imposed upon him by the 
provisions ot this act; and that he shall faithfully account for all money 
that may chme to his hands, and pay the same into the State Treasury in 
themunner provided in this act; and that he shall faithfully account for 
all the property in his hands or under his control belonging to the State 
when be censes to be Warden, or is required to do so by said Commission¬ 
ers; and if, at any time, the Commissioners shall deem the sureties on 
the bond of the Warden insufficient, it shall be their duty to require him 
to give an additional bond, witli sufficient surety, which additional bond 
shall in nowise impair, lessen, or affect the liability of the sureties on the 
original bond to the Commonwealth ; and if said Warden declines, neg¬ 
lects, or fails to give such additional bond within thirty days after the 
said Commissioners serve notice on him requiring him to do so, they 
shall declare the office of Warden vacant, and shall fill the vacancy by 
appointment as is provided herein. 

§3. It shall be the duty of the Warden to take charge of all the con¬ 
victs in the penitentiary, and of all such as may, from time to time, be 
delivered to him according to law during his term of service, and them 
safely keep in the manner prescribed by law. He shall take charge and 
control of all the property belonging to the State in, or pertaining to, the 
penitentiary, and the same to use and employ in the administration of 
the affairs of the penitentiary, as provided by law. He shall maintain 
strict discipline in the management and government of the prisoners, and 
may enforce the observance of discipline and proper deportment, and also 
industry, among the prisoners, by reasonable penalties and punishments ; 
but is prohibited from inflicting cruel or inhuman punishments. If, at 
anytime, the labor of convicts confined in the penitentiary is not hired 
nut to a contractor or contractors, as hereinafter provided, the Warden 
shall employ said convicts, such as are not sentenced to solitary con¬ 
finement, in useful labor, as fur as practicable, such us may be profit- 
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ably conducted within the prison walla; but he shall not, directly or 
indirectly’, be personally interested, in a pecuniary sense, in any business 
or enterprise carried on or conducted in the prison, or by the labor of 
the convicts. For the violation of this provision he shall, for each 

■ offense, upon conviction in any court of competent jurisdiction, be fined 

in«any sum not exceeding five hundred dollars and not less than one hen 
dred dollars, in the discretion of the jury, and shall be removed from office 
by the said commissioners. If any Warden shall take. sell, or trive any 
article of property in said prison, belonging to the State, with the feloni¬ 
ous intent of converting the same to his own or to the use of another ho 
shall be deemed guilty of the crime of embezzlement,-and, upon convic¬ 
tion by any court of competent jurisdiction, shall be confined in the pen¬ 
itentiary not less than one nor more thuja ten years. The Warden shall 
reside in the dwelling near tho prison belonging to the State, and now 
occupied by the family of the late Keeper, and shall have the same, with 
its appurtenances, free of rent. The Warden may, with the approval!® 
said Commissioners, make such alterations and repairs in tho workshops, 
and such repairs in the machinery, as may bo necessary. But this pro- 
vision shall not be construed to authorize the erection of any new build¬ 
ings. It shall also be the duty ol the Warden 1st. To carefully supervise 
the government, discipline, and police of the prison. 2d. To givo all 
necessary directions to the inferior officers and guards, and secure a care¬ 
ful and diligent discharge of their several duties. 2d. To examine daily 
into the slate of the prison, and the health, diet, comfort, and safety of 
the convicts. 4 di. To report quarterly to said Commissioners the num¬ 
ber of guards employed, their names and duties, and such other matters 
as may bo required. 5th. And generally to have charge of all the depart¬ 
ments of the prison and its officers. It shall also be the duty of the 
Warden, as soon as he enters upon 1 the discharge, of his duties, to inspect 
and cause to be thoroughly cleansed and aired all the cells, to see that a 
sufficiency of clean and comfortable bedding is provided for each convict, 
and he shall cause the cells and beds and bedding to be thoroughly 
inspected at least once every week. 

§ 4. The Warden shall balance his cash account each month,and report 
the same to the Commissioners ; and on tho fifth week day of each month 
he shall pay into the State Treasury so much of tho funds in his hands us, 
in the opinion of said Commissioners, is not required for the current use 
of the penitentiary. lie shall deposit all money remaining in his hands, 
not deposited in the Treasury, in some bank in the city'of Frankfurt, to 
his credit as Warden ; and lie shall be allowed no credit in the settlement 
of his accounts, unless he shall produce the receipt of the person to whom 
money was paid by him, which receipt shall show upon its face for what 
the money was paid. 

§ 5. The Warden shall contract fur and purchase all necessary raw 
material, and all supplies necessary 7 to maintain, conduct, and carry on 
the business of the institution in a proper manner; and all articles pur¬ 
chased for the institution, and all articles of manufacture and other things 
made or fabricated in the institution by the labor of the prisoners, when 
tlie same are sold from time to time, and all work done for others, shall ho 
reported to tho clerk of the penitentiary, whose duty it shall bo to enter 
the same in tho regular account books of the institution : Provided, how¬ 
ever, That the provisions of this section shall nol apply in case the whole 
labor of the prison is under contract by 7 hire. But if only part of such 
labor is under hire, then it shall apply to provide for the portion of Hie 
labor not hired. 
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s G It shall be the duty of the said Commissioners, if at any time they 
b \ neceB 9 ary, to appoint a Deputy Warden, who shall hold his office 
Uhediscretion of the Commissioners. Before theDepnty Warden enters 
1 on the discharge of his duties, he shall take an oath to faithfully arid 
"'nlously discharge the duties imposed upon him by law. And he shall 
Z five bond to'the State of Kentucky in the sum of 810,000, with such suro- 
tiesfnot contractors in said prison) as the said Commissioners may approve, 
which bond sliail be conditioned for tiie faithful discharge of his duties 
as Deputy Warden, and said bond shall be deposited for safe keeping with 
ihe Secretary of State. It shall be the duty of the Deputy Warden, 1st. 
To attend daily at the prison from the hour of unlocking in the morning 
until after tho prisoners are locked up at night. 2d. In the absence of 
the Warden from the prison, or during his sickness, the Deputy Warden 
shall be present, and take general charge of the prison as Warden. 3d. 
Ho shall spend the whole day in the general supervision and assistance of 
tho prisoners, direct them in their duties, receive reports from tho assist- 
mils lor all disobedience or violation of the rules by any person connected 
with the prison, and report the same to the Warden. 4th. He shall keep 
a book in which shall be entered every transgression-of the published 
rales of discipline, with the name of tiie person or prisoner so guilty, 
which record shall he submitted to tiie Commissioners at each of their 
regular meetings. 5th. He shall examine the locks, doors, and cells of 
the prison daily. 6th. He shall constantly be moving about tho prison, 
visiting frequently", but irregularly, and without notice, the workshops, 
kitchen, hospital, and all other departments of tiie prison. 7ih. He shall 
be present and preside at the meals of the prisoners, unless his place is 
taken by the Warden. The duties prescribed in this act to be performed 
by the Deputy Warden-shall devolve upon the Warden in case no Deputy 
Warden is appointed. 

8 7. Tiie said Commissioners shall appoint a clerk, who shall keep the 
accounts of tiie prison in such manner as to exhibit clearly all the finan¬ 
cial transactions relating to it. He shall keep a register of convicts, in 
which shall bo entered the namo of each convict, tiie crime for which be 
was convicted, the date of conviction, date of entry, period of sentence, 
when discharged, from what county, by what court sentenced, h is nativity, 
an accurate description of his person, and, if known, whether he has been 
previously confined in tiie penitentiary of this or any other State, and 
when and how lie was discharged. The clerk shall also keep a hook, in 
which shall be recorded every punishment inflicted in the prison, specify¬ 
ing the offense committed, the character and extent of the punishment, 
and its effect upon the prisoners. He shall also keep a book, in which he 
shall enter monthly the deportment of each prisoner ; and each prisoner, 
against whom no charge of misconduct is sustained, shall bo allowed a 
commutation of five days in eaeli calendar month for good behavior, sub¬ 
ject, however, to revison and curtailment by tho Commissioners lor 
olfenses against the rules of tiie prison or tiie laws of the State. 

§8 The said Commissioners sliail appoint a competent and skillful 
physician for tiie prison, to hold his office during their pleasure, whose 
duly shall be to visit the prison at least once eaeli day. to attend promptly 
and regularly to all convicts needing medical treatment, to make proper 
prescriptions, and to give proper directions in each case. The hospital 
shall bo managed under his direction, and lie shall prescribe the proper 
kod, nourishment, and treatment of the sick, and have a general care 
over the healtli of the convicts. He shall, from time to time, visit the 
kitchen, ascertain tiie kind and quantity of food which is furnished to'tlie 
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convicts, and recommend to the Warden such changes of diet as hem 
deem best for the health of tlje prisoners. He shall keep a book toT 
called a “Hospital Register,” in which shall bo entered the names'of all 
the prisoners sick or complaining who require medical treatment, will, 
the disease of each, and his prescription therefor. 


§ 9. The said Commissioners shall appoint a chaplain, to hold his office 
during their pleasure, whose duty it shall be to preach to the convicts 
every Sunday, to furnish them proper religious instruction, to visit those 
who are sick or despondent, and to use his best exertions to promote the 
religious and moral welfare of the prisoners, as well as the harmony and 
general interests of the institution. 

§ 10. It shall be the duty of the Warden, subject to the approval of the 
Commissioners, to appoint such assistants as may be necessary to safely 
guard the prisoners, carry out the government of the prison, and enforce 
the rules and regulations prescribed by the Commissioners, and execute 
the orders of the Warden. The Warden shall have power at any time to 
remove any such assistants with the consent of the Commissioners. 

§ 11. That if any of the assistants, guards, or other officer of the Pen¬ 
itentiary, or other person than a convict, shall procure, aid, or abet any 
of the convicts confined therein to escape therefrom, or shall indue,e or 
persuade, or attempt to induce or persuade, any of the convicts therein 
to escape, or attempt to escape, every person so offending shall be deemed 
guilty of a felony, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be confined in the 
Penitentiary not less than one or more than five years. 

§ 12. That article 15, chapter 29, entitled “Crimes and Punishments,” 
of the General Statutes, be adopted and incorporated as part of this act, 
with this amendment: that where the word “ Keeper” occurs in the sev¬ 
eral sections of said article, the word “ Warden ” shall be substituted, so 
as to read Warden instead of Keeper. 

§13. That it shall be the duty 1 of the Commissioners to hire out loa 
contractor or contractors all the convict labor, to be worked in the walls 
of the Penitentiary to the number of six hundred. Such hiring shall be 
to the highest and best bidder, after due advertisement. Said Commis¬ 
sioners shall make it a condition precedent to the consummation of the 
contract, that the number of the convicts so hired may vary from six 
hundred as many* as fifty, either above or below that number, and such 
variation in number shall in nowise affect the contract or impair its obli¬ 
gation; and the Commissioners shall also make it a condition precedent 
that such contractor shall feed, clothe, and furnish all necessary' medicine 
to the femalo convicts, and all disabled and diseased male convicts as 
must of necessity remain in the Prison, both such as are in the Peniten¬ 
tiary' at the time of the execution of the contract, and such as may be 
sent there during its continuance. Rlach bid shall specify the price pro¬ 
posed to be paid for tho labor in gross per annum, and shall be accompa¬ 
nied by a bond with sureties, who shall be worth in the aggregate an 
amount double that of tho proposed contract price, to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioners that tho bidder will comply' wi h the terms thereof. 
The bids shall be opened by the Commissioners on the last day named in 
the advertisement for receiving the same, and be awarded to the highest 
and best bidder, tho Commissioners having the right to reject all bids. 
The term for which said convicts may be hired shall not be less than one 
nor more than four years, and the contractor shall obligate himself in 
said bond to furnish during his lease the food, clothing, and medicine 
necessary for the health and comfort of the convicts so leased or hired; 
to defray the running expenses of the institution, except the pay of 
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ds an( j officers; to faithfully conform to all the rules and regulations 
^ escribed by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund for the diet, cloth- 
! „ , in d safe-keeping of the convicts, and to conform to such rules and 
regulations as may he established by the Commissioners touching all san- 
itarv and polico matters; and upon the termination of the sentence of the 
convict, or his liberation by 7 pardon, to fur.nish each convict with a new 
cuitof 'serviceable clothing and five dollars in current money’. Upon the 
execution of the bond as above required and the acceptance of the bid, 
the contractor shall be entitled to the use of the labor of such convicts, 
tbe various shops, and the machinery and fixtures therein. An inventory 
ind appraisement of all such property as may be turned over to him 
shall be taken under direction of the Commissioners, which, at the expira¬ 
tion of bis contract, shall be delivered back in like good order, upon sim¬ 
ilar appraisement and valuation: Provided , That he shall not be held 
liable for losses by fire or other unavoidable accident. And said con¬ 
tractor shall, upon application of the Warden, furnish such convicts as 
may be necessary for the performance of the menial labor within the 
sphere of his duty, and in executing the sanitary and police regulations, 
but if, after due advertisement, as above set forth, the Commissioners fail 
to secure such a bid as is acceptable to them, then they may hire the num¬ 
ber of conviots herein specified to a contractor or contractors by private 
contract, and such contract, when made, shall be consummated in all 
respects, and shall contain the same stipulations and provisions, as is re¬ 
quired in this section for a contractor who hires said convicts by public 
bid. Any contractor who hires said convicts and executes the bond re¬ 
quired, shall have the authority to use any number of convicts under his 
control, not exceeding twenty-five, in raising vegetables and other pro¬ 
ductions for the use of the convicts, and mayalso usesuch convicts as may 
be necessary in transporting his supplies and manufactured articles and 
raw material to and from the Prison. Whenever the bond of any con¬ 
tractor shall be deemed insufficient by said Commissioners, they shall 
require such additional security as may be necessary to make the bond to 
the State amply good and sufficient. 

§14 But in the event that the Commissioners fail to hire the said con¬ 
vict labor, as provided in the last foregoing section, then they may, in 
their discretion, hire a part of the labor of said convicts, and lease one or 
more of the shops and machinery in the Prison to a contractor or con¬ 
tractors. who shall give bond, witli approved security, for the contract 
price. In case of such hiring, said Commissioners shall only hire the 
labor of the convicts, without requiring the contractor to furnish the 
•clothing, food, or medicine necessary for the uso of said convicts ; but the 
same shall bo furnished by the Warden, as required in this act. The bond 
required of such contractor shall be similar to the one required in the last 
preceding section, so far as the same is applicable. 

§15. For every breach of any of the conditions of the bond or contract 
executed by any’ contractor, suit may be instituted thereon against sucti 
contractor or contractors and their sureties, in the name of the Common¬ 
wealth, in the Franklin circuit court. 

116. That all prisoners hired under contract, as herein provided, shall 
remain under prison police and government; and persons who are not 
convicts shall not associate with the prisoners so hired, or any of the 
prisoners, except the contractor or his agent, and Buch foremen and skilled 
mechanics as shall be necessary to conduct the business successfully, all 
01 whom, however, shall be required to observe the rules of the Prison, 
and may bo expelled for a failure to do so.

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§ 17. In the event of failure, after faithful effort to hire the labor of ti 
convicts, as herein required, and it becomes necessary for the Warden T 
carry on the business of the Prison, as contemplated in section 5 of tl * 
act, then the said Commissioners shall furnish the Warden with su'd 
•amounts of money, from time to time, as may be needed to place thei 
stitution on proper footing for successful operation, not exceeding @25 001 ) 
during his term of office, and shall also turn over to him such raw material 
and manufactured articles as they may receivo from the representatives^ 
the late Keeper. The business of the institution shall be conducted as 
near as possible on the cash system, and no acconnt of work doneor 
articles sold shall be permitted to run ionger than four months. Actions 
or suits for the recovery of money upon any debt, demand, or claim [ or 
work done by labor of the convicts, or for manufactures or for articles 
Bold, or upon any contract made with the Warden, shall be brought and 
prosecuted in the name of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, in the Frank- 
lin circuit or common pleas court; and the affidavit of the clerk of Ike 
Penitentiary certifying that such debt, claim, or demand is just and cor¬ 
rect, shall be prima facie evidence that the same is justly due and owiiw 
and the onus shall devolve upon the defendant or contesting party to prove 
the contrary. 1 

§ 18. 11, at any time, the entire labor of the Prison is under contract, as 
herein provided, and the Commissioners are unable to hire the surplus 
labor outside of the walls of the Prison, as provided by law, and such 
labor must be kept in the Prison, the contractor shall furnish food for such 
convicts at an agreed price, not to exceed 25 cents per day per capita for 
all over 650, or may work a part or all of such labor for their food. 

§ 19. Any contractor for the labor inside the walls of the Penitentiary 
may, with the advice and consent of the Commissioners, erect, at his own 
expense, such additional buildings, and introduce such machinery in the 
Prison as may be necessary to conduct any business or manufacture Inside 
the Prison: Provided , Such buildings so'erected shall not be of such a 
character as to be unsafe, and such business shall not be destructive of the 
health of the convicts; and on the termination of his contract, such con¬ 
tractor shall have the right to remove such buildings and machinery. 

§ 20. Before entering upon the discharge of their duties under this act, 
the said Commissioners shall take an oath to faithfully and impartially 
discharge the sumo to the extent of their ability. When any’ duty’is re¬ 
quired of them in this act, it shall be competent for a majority of them to 
act, it all cannot be present and participate, except as to Lite appointment 
of the officials, and in the advertisement for acceptance of bids, and mak¬ 
ing contracts and taking bond from the contractors for the labor of the 
convicts. As to these matters, all of said Commissioners must participate, 
unless prevented by T unavoidable casualty. It shall bo their duty, with 
the Warden associated with them as one of their number, to formulate 
and prescribe, for the use of the Prison, all needful rules, regulations,and 
by-laws for the government and discipline of the Prison, the rules for the 
government and conduct of the Warden, Deputy Warden, and all the 
officials connected with the Prison ; also for the government of the pris¬ 
oners in their deportment and conduct; also for the government of the 
contractor or contractors in the manner and to the cxient to which they 
shall furnish clothing for the convicts; and shall prescribe the character 
of the food and diet of the prisoners. They shall also prescribe all need 
ful rules for the preservation of the health of the convicts, for the daily 
cleansing of the Prison, for the cleanliness of the persons of the convicts, 
and for the general sanitary government of the Prison and the prisoners 
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irtieulars, the character of the labor, and the length of time at 


'"hicli the convicts shall be daily employed. It shall be the duty of at 
* , one of their number to visit the Prison once a week, and to visit it 
aUeast once a month in a body, for the purpose of examining the condi- 
. f l! 10 Prison, the management and condition of the convicts, and. 
whether or not the rules are being obeyed and enforced. They shall hold 
stated monthly meetings, and such called meetings as may be necessary, 

d s |, a |i keep, in a book kept for that purpose, a full record of their pro- 
ceedim's. They shall cause the rules and regulations prescribed by them, 
together With the law allowing commutation of time to prisoners for good 
conduct, to be printed and posted in conspicuous places within the cell- 
houses and in the workshops. It shall also bo their duty to repair the 
Prison if at any time the same should be so seriously out of repair as to 
render' delay imminently dangerous. They shall cause the convicts to be 
classified, so that the old and hardened criminals shall not be thrown with 
the youthful criminals, so far as the same can be done without in any way 
interfering with the free use of all the convicts that may be hired to any 
contractor or contractors. 

s 21. Tiie said Commissioners shall each bo allowed a salary ot two 
hundred dollars per annum, to be paid out of the State Treasury, and 
tmid us other salaries of State officials are now required to be paid by law. 
The salaries of the Warden, Deputy Warden, Physician, Chaplain, and 
the wages of the assistants, shall be paid monthly out of the State Treas¬ 
ury, and the Auditor of Public Accounts shall draw his warrant upon the 
Treasury therefor, in favor of each of said officials, upon the written order 
of the Chairman of the Sinking Fund Commissioners, and they shall, 
respective! v, receive thefollowing salaries, to wit: The Warden, two thou¬ 
sand dollars per annum: the Deputy Warden, twelve hundred dollars per 
annum; the Physician, twelve hundred dollars per annum; the Chaplain, 
six hundred dollars per annum ; the four chief guards or assistants, fifty 
dollars each per month, and to the other guards or assistants, forty dollars 
each per month. No official connected with the Penitentiary shall be 
directly or indirectly connected or concerned with any contract for 
furnishing the Warden or any contractor any materials for manufacture 
or use in the Prison, or any supplies or produce to be used in the Peniten¬ 
tiary or by the convicts, in any way whatsoever ; and they shall not be 
interested, in a financial way, with any business carried on by convict 
labor. 

§22. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby re¬ 
pealed, and it shall take effect and be in force from and after its passage. 

Mr. Berry withdrew the amendment offered by him to said bill on 
yesterday. 

Mr. Adair moved the following amendment to said bill, viz: 

In carrying out the provisions of this act, the Commissioners, before 
advertising the labor of the prison for hire, as provided in this act, shall 
offer said labor of six hundred convicts to be worked within the walls of 
the prison as. hereinbefore provided, to the heirs or representatives of the 
late Keeper, j. W. South, for the period of two years ; and if said offer be 
accepted by said heirs or representatives, the prison is to be governed and 
controlled, in nil respects, under the provisions of this act, as if the labor 
had been hired to a public bidder. The said heirs or representatives of 
said South shall pay'all of the running expenses of the prison, feed, clothe, 
and furnish bedding and medicine to the convicts, under the direction of 
the proper officer or officers, and shall save the State of all expense in 
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and about the running of the prison, and shall pay into the State TYoasi 
monthly, a sum sufficient to pay the officers and employes of the Si 
connected with the prison, including the salary of the Commissione 
Said heirs or representatives shall be subject to all the provisions of tr' 
act in regard to contractors, and to rules prescribed by the CommiasioJ" 
for their government. The said’ heirs or representatives shall execui* 
bond with sufficient security, to be approved by the Commissioners f 
the performance of their contract, which shall be deposited with’t| UI 
Secretary of State. 

Mr. White moved to amend said proposed amendment by striking 
out. the words “ two years,” and inserting in lieu thereof, “ first day 
of March, 1881 .” 

And the question being taken thereon, it was decided in the neg¬ 
ative. 

Mr. Skiles moved the following as a substitute for the amendment 
proposed by Mr. Adair, viz : 

1. That the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund be, and they are here¬ 
by, directed to instruct the Warden of the penitentiary to furnish to the 
legal representatives of J. W. South, deceased, late Lesseo of the poniten- 
tiary, such number of convicts, and for such reasonable time, as may bo 
necessary to work up the raw material on hand (if any in excess of what 
said Lessee’s representatives have a right to sell to the State), and also 
such shop room and machinery in the prison as may be necessary. 

2. Resolved further , no charge shall be made by said Warden against said 
representatives for such labor, shop room, and machinery ; but such work 
must be done under the direction of the Warden, who shall take care that 
no damage is done to the State’s property' in the prison, and that the con¬ 
victs are properly cared for and not overworked or mistreated. 

Mr. Foote moved to amend said proposed amendment by inserting 
after the words “ raw material on hand” the words, “ and all con¬ 
tracted to be delivered within one year.” 

And the question being taken thereon, it was decided in the affirm¬ 
ative. 

The question was then taken on the amendment proposed by Mr. 
Skiles to the amendment proposed by Mr. Adair, and it was decided 
in the negative. 

Mr. Blackburn moved to amend the amendment proposed by Mr. 
Adair by adding thereto the following, viz : 

Provided , No convicts shall be hired to or work outside of the Pen¬ 
itentiary, except as provided for in this act, under penalty of one 
hundred dollars fine, to be recovered in any court of competent juris¬ 
diction. 

And the question being taken thereon, it was decided in the affirm¬ 
ative.

§ i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, That for the purpose of endowing the Agricultural and Mechan¬ 
ical College of Kentucky’, and enabling it to purchase the apparatus, 
machinery, and implements necessary for its successful operation, and for 
the purpose of making proper provision for the maintenance and con¬ 
duct of a Normal Department in connection therewith, for the proper 
instruction of common school teachers, and for the payment of the nec- 
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es sary salaries to its officers, professors, instructors, &c., and for the pur¬ 
pose of purchasing a library for the use of the college and the defrayment 
of the other necessary expenses of said college, a tax of one half of one 

n t on each one hundred dollars of value of the property in the State 
liable to taxation for State revenue, shall be paid by the owners of said 
property, or the persons assessed for taxation with respect to said prop¬ 
erty, at the time the taxes for State revenue are by law payable in the 

ear 1880 ; and a like tax of one half of one cent on each one hundred 
dollars of value of said property shall likewise be paid at the same 
time in the year 1881 , and in each and every year thereafter: Provided , 
That no tax shall be assessed or collected under the provisions of this 
act upon the property of the colored citizens of this Commonwealth. 

§ 2 . The tax hereby provided for shall be collected in the same man¬ 
ner and by the same officers who are by law authorized to collect the 
sums raised by taxation for State revenue, and shall be charged to the 
officers collecting the same as the revenue proper is charged ; and said 
officers shall have the same power of distraint and all other means of 
enforcing the payment thereof as now exists in regard to taxes levied for 
the purposes of State revenue; and said officers and their sureties shall 
be liable therefor on their official bonds in the same manner and to the 
same extent as said officers are now liable in regard to the taxes levied 
for the purposes of State revenue. 

§ 3 . All sums collected under the provisions of this act shall be kept 
as a distinct and separate fund for the benefit of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College of Kentucky, and shall be paid over by the Treas¬ 
urer of the State to the treasurer of the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College as fast as collected, upon warrants drawn therefor by the Aud¬ 
itor. 

§ 4 . This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

§ 1 Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, That the county'judges of the several counties composing each of 
the circuit court districts in this State shall moot at the court-house in the 
county first named in the act establishing the several districts, on the 
second Monday in May, 1880, and every four years thereafter, and shall 
proceed To elect tax supervisor for said district, to serve for a period of 
four years. They shall make out and sign in duplicate a certificate of 
election, and give one copy thereof to the person so elected, and forward 
the other to the Auditor of Public Accounts at the seat of government; 
and in case a vacancy in said office of tax supervisor shall occur in any 
district, the county judges of said district shall convene, upon the call of 
the county judge of the county first named as aforesaid, and proceed to 
fill such vacancy, and to make out duplicate certificates thereof, and 
deliver one to the person elected, and forward the other to the Auditor. 

§ 2. It shall be the duty of each tax supervisor to examine the commis¬ 
sioner’s books of each county in his district as soon as possible after they 
are returned to the clerk’s office, and to summon before him all persons 
whom he may have reason to believe have failed to give a just and true 
statement of the amount of estate upon which they ought to pay tax 
under the equalization law. He may examine each person so summoned, 
under oath, touching the kind, amount, and value of estate owned by him 
or her, which ought to be taken into account under the equalization law, 
and as to the amount of his or her indebtedness, and he may summon and 
examine other witnesses, including bank officers, who may be required to 
testify as to the accounts of depositors touching the same facts; and to 
enable him to compel witnesses to attend and testify, he shall have all the 
powers to summon, and to punish for disobedience of his summons, ora 
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f sal to testify, that are conferred by law on justices of the peace; and 
10 "mouses issued by him against tax-payers and subpoenas for witnesses 
II f 0 ,.’tbwith be executed by any sheriff, constable, jailer, or coroner to 
S 'hom they may be delivered ; and any officer failing to perform bis duty 
!' 1|is r0£ , al -d shall be subject to a fine of not loss than five nor more than 
fifty dollars, recoverable before any justice of flie peace or police judge of 
the county of such officer’s residence. 

0 3 £ ac i, supervisor of tax shall keep a true record of all his proceed¬ 
ing in a! well-bound book or books to be provided by him for the purpose, 
which shall be deemed public records, and copies from which, when certi¬ 
fy ns such by’the supervisor, shall be receivable in evidence in any case 
in which the original would be admissible. 

^4 When a supervisor shall, as provided herein, ascertain that any per¬ 
son has failed to give in a proper sum under the equalization law, he shall 
make an entrv upon -his record-book of the amount so omitted to be given 
in ami make duplicate copies of the entry, and forward one to the Auditor 
of’Public Accounts and deliver the other to the clerk of the county court 
of the county, who shall record the same in a book to be provided for the 
p lu .p 08e and kept in his office, and shall deliver to the sheriff or tax col¬ 
lector a copy thereof, unless there shall bo filed in his office, within ten 
days after the copy was received from the tax supervisor, a certificate of 
the circuit court clerk that an appeal from the decision of the tax super 
visor has been filed in his office. 

S5. If any person shall be dissatisfied with the decision of the tax 
supervisor as to the amount of his estate subject to taxation under the 
equalization law, he may, at any time within ten days after a copy of the 
supervisor's entry is filed in the office of the clerk of the county court, 
prosecute an appeal to the circuit court of the county from such decision, 
which may he done by filing a copy of the entry, certified by the super¬ 
visor or the county court clerk, with the clerk of the circuit court, and 
causing a summons to be issued thereon, which shall be served on the 
supervisor in the.same manner us a summons in a civil action ; the appeal 
shall be summarily tried by the court at any lime after five days notice 
to tlie supervisor. It shall be the duty of the attorney for the Common¬ 
wealth, or in his absence the county attorney, to represent the Common¬ 
wealth on the trial of the appeal. If the decision of the supervisor be 
affirmed, the party appealing shall pay the costs, including a reasonable 
fee to the attorney ior tlio Commonwealth, to be fixed by the court, not, 
however, to exceed twenty dollars. After the appeal is decided, the clerk 
of the circuit court shall deliver to the clerk of life county court a copy 
ot the judgment, and the latter shall enter the same upon his record-book 
in which he is required to enter the copies furnished him by the tax 
supervisor, and he shall then make out and deliver to the sheriff or tax 
collector a certificate of the amount as fixed by the judgment of the cir¬ 
cuit court upon which the tax-payer is liable to pay tax. 

§6. The sheriff or tax-collector shall proceed to collect and account 
for the tux and twenty per cent, damage thereon upon the amount cer¬ 
tified to him under sections three and four, as if tiie same were con¬ 
tinued in such tax-payer’s list on the books of the assessor. 

§7. The additional twenty per cent, directed by section six to lie col¬ 
lected from taxpayers whose taxes have been increased under this act, 
“hull be paid to the tax supervisor, which shall be in full for his ser¬ 
vices as such. 

§8, Each supervisor shall take an oath, in addition to the official 
oath prescribed by the Constitution, that be will diligently and faith- 
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fully inquire into and make true report of all failures of tax-pave■ 
within his district to list under the equalization law all that the law 
requires them to list; and for any willful delinquency in the discharge 
of his duty under this act, a tax supervisor may be indicted in\h e 
the proper court of the county in which such delinquency occurred 
and, upon conviction, shall be fined not exceeding two hundred and 
fifty dollars, in the discretion of the jury.

§ 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, That article three, section one, of chapter eighteen, of General 
Statutes, title Common Schools, be amended so as to read as follows: The 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, the Secretary of State, the Auditor 
of Public Accounts, and State Treasurer, and their successors in office, 
together with two professional teachers, to be elected by them, shall be a 
body-politic and corporate, by the name and style of the Board of Educa- 
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tion for the State of Kentucky, subject to alteration and repeal by the 
General Assembly of the Common wealth. 

%•? That section one of article five of said chapter be amended so as 
to read as follows: There shall be a commissioner of common schools 
in each of the counties of the State, who shall be possessed of moral char- 
utter and ability to manage the common school interests of the county 
efficiently. He shall possess a good English education, and shall be com- 
netent to examino the teachers who shall apply to teach the common 
schools in the county, and to correctly certify the same; and shall have a 
first-class certificate as a teacher. 

^3 The commissioners shall receive, as compensation, one per cent, 
upon the amount of the common school fund distributed in their respec¬ 
tive counties, not including cities which draw their per capita directly 
from the Superintendent of Public Instruction, for which no compensa¬ 
tion shall be allowed. Such compensation shall be deducted from the 
amount of the common school fund due to such county. In addition 
thereto, each commissioner shall receive fifty dollars, and also two dollars 
lor each district school visited by him during the year, which shall be 
allowed by the court of claims of such county, and paid out of the county 
levy; but such additional compensation shall notin any case exceed three 
hundred dollars, unless the voting population of the county shall exceed 
two thousand five hundred voters, in which case the court of claims may 
increase the compensation. 

§ i. The term of offico of the commissioners shall commence on the first 
day of July of each year: and the commissioners now in office shall hold 
their offico until the first day of July, 1881, or until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 

S$5. The county board of examiners of each county shall in August, 
1880, adopt a single series of text-books on each subject for uniform use 
in the common schools of the county for lour years from 1st of Septem¬ 
ber, 1880. 

§6. That section 1 of article 11 of said chapter he amended by strik¬ 
ing out all of said section after the word “months,” where it first occurs 
therein, and substituting the following therefor: “of the school year, in a 
district where the number of pupil children exceeds sixty in number, for 
lour months, if the number is from forty to sixty inclusive, and for three 
months when the number does not exceed forty, and at which every white 
child residing in the district, between the ages of 7 and 18 years, has had 
the privilege of attending, whether contributing towards defraying its 
expenses or not: Provided , That this change in the ages of pupil children 
shall not deprivo any child now entitled to the benefits of the common 
schools of the privilege of attending said schools, till such child shall at¬ 
tain the age of twenty years.” 

§7. That, subject to the provisions of the preceding section, the ages of 
pupil children is hereby fixed at from seven to eighteen years, instead of 
from six to twenty years, as heretofore. 

§8. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

§9. This act shall take effect from its passage.

Hon. Jas. E. Cantrill, Speaker of the Senate: 

I return you a bill, entitled “An act for the benefit of ferry-keepers of 
Breckinridge, Hancock, and Greenup counties.” 

This bill, in my judgment, is repugnant to all the laws of social inter¬ 
course, hospitality, and neighborly courtesy, and is also a palpable in¬ 
fringement of the immemorial rights of private individuals. The bill, 
stripped of all surplusage, amounts simply to tins: That no persons in the 
three counties named, although they may own a skiff, canoe, or other 
boat, shall take any person or thing across the Ohio river, unless it be 
members of their family or something belonging to them, without incur¬ 
ring heavy fines and penalties, if they chance to live within one mile of n 
ferry. 

It often happens that a gentleman living on the banks of the Ohio may 
have visitors and friends at his house, and it seems to me strange, indeed, 
that such a man should bo subject to the pains and penalties of .the law, 
because, forsooth, he dared to take these friends or neighbors across the 
Ohio river in his own boat—it may be to take a hunt, to go fishing, or for 
any social and neighborly excursion of pleasure whatever. It occurs to 
mo that it would be equally just to say that no gentleman should lend his 
friend or neighbor a horse, or let him ride in his carriage, because he 
lived within one mile of a livery stable, for fear that ho might thereby in¬ 
jure the business of its keeper. In iny opinion, persons who own a boat 
have an undoubted and inherent right, when they do so without fee-or 
reward, to take a friend orguost or neighbor across the Ohio river, although 
they may chance to live within one mi e of a ferry, without begging the 
permission of the ferryman to do so. We should ever be careful how wo 
infringe upon the long-established and immemorial rights of private 
individuals. 

It may be urged that this is a local bill, as it only applies to three 
counties, but I believe that the rights of no single individual, in any 
single county, should be trampled on even by a local bilk Of all legisla- 
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n this is the most insidious and dangerous. Members, although repre- 
nt ’j n cr the whole State, dislike to interfere with the wishes of a member 
)m a" 7 particular district, and thus it has happened that sometimes most 
juotionable bills have been passed when only read by their titles, which 
add even scarcely have been considered it made to apply to Lhe whole 
ate. I consider it my duty to object to the passage of a bill, if it only 
plies to a single county, it I believe it subversive of the public interest, 
d the undoubted and immemorial rights of a single individual, how- 
er lowly may be his station. With these remarks, 1 return you the bill 
tii my objections to its passage.
